MEETING  OF  THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  first  Executive  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada, 
Dr.  N.  Richard  Richards  convened  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada,  in  the  Windsor  Room  of  the  Prince  George  Hotel, 
Halifax.  Nova  Scotia. 


MEETING  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL  DEPUTIES 

At  11:00  a.m.,  Atlantic  Daylight  Time,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  John  V. 
Lawer,  called  the  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Deputies  to  order. 

Present  were  the  following  Illustrious  Brethren  33°:  John  V.  Lawer  (SGC),  Harold  E. 
Crosby  (LGC),  N.  Malcolm  MacLean  (B.C.),  Thomas  W.  S.  Band  (Alta.),  Howard  T. 
Vallevand  (Sask.),  James  C.  Bassey  (Man.),  John  W.  Lowry,  John  D.  Atchison  (Ont.), 
Norman  E.  Auclair  (P.Q.),  Gerald  A.  Chaulk  (N.B.),  Leo  A.  Marquis  (N.S.,Nfld.,P.E.I.), 
John  A.  Bourne  (PSGC),  Gordon  L.  Bennett  (PSGC),  N.  Richard  Richards  (President  of 
SRCF),  John  I.  Carrick  (GSG). 

Bro.  Lawer  welcomed  all  the  Deputies,  as  well  as  the  visitors,  to  this  meeting,  express¬ 
ing  the  hope  that  the  ensuing  discussion  would  be  most  interesting  and  profitable. 

These  meetings,  over  the  past  few  years,  have  given  the  Deputies  a  much  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  problems  facing  their  counterparts  in  other  parts  of  this  very  diversified 
country. 

Attached  to  the  agenda  for  the  meeting  were  minutes  of  three  previous  meetings,  which 
were  sent  with  the  intention  that  they  might  refresh  the  Deputies’  memories  and  help 
promote  discussion  at  this  1994  meeting. 

Bro.  Lawer,  in  opening  the  Deputies  meeting,  said  that  Bro.  Richards  had  asked  for  a 
few  moments  to  address  them  on  matters  regarding  the  Charitable  Foundation.  Bro. 
Richards,  in  asking  for  this  time,  said  it  is  essential  to  the  success  of  the  Foundation  to 
have  the  wholehearted  support  of  the  Deputies  throughout  the  whole  jurisdiction. 

One  of  the  subjects,  which  was  discussed  at  length,  was  the  fact  that  we  do  not  appear 
to  get  as  much  publicity  when  a  cheque  is  presented  to  a  major  grant  recipient,  or  to  one 
of  the  lesser  awards  such  as  a  bursary.  Bro.  Richards  said  the  Deputy  is  informed  of  the 
grant  and  can  arrange  to  present  it  or  have  someone  else  present  it.  In  Toronto,  for 
example,  the  Deputy  asked  Bro.  Loftus,  a  members  of  the  Awards  Committee,  to  make 
the  presentation. 

Bro.  Richards  said  he  is  very  much  aware  of  the  fact  that  even  the  many  recipients  of 
our  bursaries  and  grants  are  no  cognisant  of  the  fact  that  the  monies  supporting  these 
grants  come  from  the  Scottish  Rite  members.  He  went  on  to  say  that,  in  future,  the 
cheques  issued  to  these  people  will  bear  our  Foundation  Logo,  and  also,  our  name.  The 
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Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  This,  he  felt,  might  help  to  inform  the  public 
where  the  funds  come  from. 

Bro.  Auclair  thought  the  Rite  was  at  fault  in  not  making  the  effort  to  inform  the  public 
as  to  who  and  what  we  are.  Many  members  of  the  public  are  not  aware  that  the  Scottish 
Rite  Charitable  Foundation  is  part  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

Bro.  Marquis  said  that  doctors  at  the  Janeway  Hospital  in  St.  John’s,  have  received 
Foundation  support.  He,  when  presenting  the  cheque  to  the  hospital,  has  suggested  that 
the  award  be  publicized.  If  the  administration  is  not  prepared  to  do  so,  the  valley  initi¬ 
ates  the  move  and  pays  for  the  article  in  the  local  paper.  There  are  many  ways  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  Foundation  and  the  Rite.  Bro.  Marquis  said  that  a  recipient  in  their  valley  was 
asked  to  be  the  guest  speaker  at  the  banquet,  and  was  very  pleased  to  do  so.  By  doing 
this,  the  brethren  are  introduced  to  a  person  who  is  benefiting  from  our  efforts,  and  the 
individual  is  showing  his  appreciation. 

Bro.  Richards  was  not  very  satisfied  with  the  response  to  our  video  “Finding  the  Way”. 
We  have  sold  200  copies  of  the  video,  but  it  is  not  shown  at  lodge  meetings  as  often  as 
it  should  be.  (Perhaps  TV  set  and  VCR  are  not  readily  available,  and  the  officers  are  not 
interested  enough  to  make  an  effort  to  get  the  equipment.)  He  remarked  that  the  finan¬ 
cial  impact  on  our  capital  fund,  because  of  the  video,  has  not  been  outstanding.  Bro 
Richards  went  on  to  say  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  has  a  video,  “Friend  to 
Friend”,  which  is  oriented  towards  encouraging  craft  membership.  He  felt  that,  if 
lodges,  both  craft  and  Scottish  Rite,  would  show  these  video’s  in  tandem,  an  excellent 
package,  the  one  would  complement  the  other. 

Some  queries  have  been  made  of  Bro.  Richards,  as  to  what  to  say  when  given  the 
opportunity  to  present  a  cheque  to  a  major  recipient.  He  replied  that  the  Annual  Report 
contains  a  statement  of  our  purpose,  and  valuable  information,  which  could  be  used, 
there  is  also  much  valuable  information  in  the  two  newsletters  we  publish  each  year. 
These  publications  give  a  basis  for  preparing  suitable  short  remarks.  If  this  is  still  insuf¬ 
ficient,  the  Supreme  Council  office  could  possibly  supply  more  information  with  which 
to  prepare  remarks. 

A  few  general  remarks  were  forthcoming  from  the  Deputies  in  as  much  as  we  must 
make  the  public  better  aware  of  who  we  are.  Shriners  are  much  more  visible  than  are 
Scottish  Riters,  or  as  Masons.  It  was  also  stated  that  each  Grand  Lodge  has  its  own 
foundation,  so  there  is  more  than  one  body  seeking  money  from  our  brethren. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Richards  for  being  present  at  the  Deputies’  session  this  morn¬ 
ing,  and  hoped  that  he  was  pleased  with  the  dialogue  that  had  occurred. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  how  pleased  he  was  with  the  excellent  attendance  of  the  Deputies.  He 
said  that  they  had  asked  for  an  agenda  last  year.  This  year  we  have  one.  This  is  the 
Deputies’  meeting.  He  was  only  chairing  it.  Bro.  Bergstrom  initiated  these  meetings  in 
his  term,  and  they  have  been  most  successful  over  the  years.  This  forum  gives  all  a 
chance  to  air  one’s  thoughts  and  opinions.  The  several  Deputies’  Reports  had  been 
received  and  read,  but  he  was  sure  there  are  other  items  that  might  better  be  expressed 
and  discussed  verbally. 
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An  agenda  has  been  circulated,  but  it  is  not  necessary  that  we  cover  all  the  items.  Two 
Deputies,  Bros.  Band  and  Vallevand,  had  submitted  a  slate  of  questions,  and  perhaps  we 
should  address  these  questions  first. 

Bro.  Band’s  first  question  was  regarding  combined  business  meetings  for  lodge,  chapter 
and  consistory.  Bro.  Band  went  on  to  say  that  he  has  been  discussing  this  situtation  with 
the  valleys  that  have  adopted  such  a  system,  and  many  are  not  satisfied.  Some  of  the 
officers  feel  they  are  being  shortchanged,  and  the  valley  is  suffering.  The  Lodge  of 
Perfection  seems  to  call  the  shot,  and  officers  of  Rose  Croix  and  Consistory  have  noth¬ 
ing  to  do.  With  fewer  meetings,  the  officers  of  the  three  bodies  seem  to  lose  touch  with 
their  members. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  echoed  Bro.  Band's  remarks,  saying,  such  a  system 
almost  emasculates  the  other  two  bodies. 

Bro.  Vallevand  said  they  use  this  system  in  Saskatoon,  with  an  Advisory  Committee 
from  the  three  bodies,  and  all  the  other  work  delegated  to  each  body,  such  as,  degree 
work,  robing  committee,  catering,  and  all  the  other  duties  that  must  be  carried  out  in  a 
valley.  There  are  many  jobs  to  be  done. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Chairman  of  this  committee  could  be  rotated  from  lodge  to 
chapter  to  consistory  (i.e.  if  all  three  bodies  are  in  a  valley,  so  that  each  year  one  of  the 
bodies  must  carry  the  load).  Bro.  Band  raised  a  very  valid  point.  What  authority  does  a 
14°  Mason  have  to  cast  a  ballot  for  a  brother  in  joining  the  chapter  or  consistory?  When 
a  brother  is  affiliating  with  the  consistory,  that  14°  Mason  has  no  authority  to  vote  on 
his  acceptance. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  idea  of  joint  meetings  arose  in  Winnipeg  where  all  members 
belong  to  the  three  bodies,  so  there  is  no  conflict.  This  is  not  the  case  across  the  coun¬ 
try. 

Bro.  Crosby,  listening  to  this  conversation,  counted  up  the  number  of  meetings  the 
Valley  of  Halifax  has  next  winter.  It  amounts  to  27  separate  meetings. 

Bro.  Marquis  contended  that  if  one  gets  out  of  the  habit  of  attending  the  meeting,  a 
gradual  decline  occurs.  He  went  on  to  say  that  in  Halifax,  Thursday  night  is  Scottish 
Rite  night,  and  in  St.  John’s  it  is  Tuesday  night.  Man  is  a  creature  of  habit.  So,  because 
of  this  pattern,  attendance  in  these  valleys  is  very  good. 

Bro.  Lawer  asked  where  the  business  of  the  valley  is  conducted.  In  Halifax  the  lodge 
conducts  the  general  business  of  the  valley,  except  that,  at  reunion  time,  each  body 
looks  after  its  own  expenses. 

Bro.  Lawer  raised  a  point  that  Bro.  Lambie  has  suggested  as  an  amendment  to  our 
Statutes  and  Regulations  under  Article  94(h)i  to  replace  “fiscal  and  business  agent’’ 
with  “fiscal  agent”.  The  intent  was  that  there  are  items  of  business  not  of  a  financial 
nature  that  can  only  be  resolved  by  the  specific  body — lodge,  chapter  or  consistory. 

This  topic  was  very  interesting  to  all  the  Deputies.  While  not  being  resolved,  many 
could  see  problems  if  the  lodge  were  allowed  to  manage  the  finances  of  all  three  bodies 
and  were  not  fiscally  responsible. 
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On  the  next  subject,  the  SGC  asked  for  the  thoughts  of  the  Deputies  on  Scottish  Rite 
support  for  youth  associations  allied  to  the  Masonic  traditions,  i.e.  DeMolay,  Jobs 
Daughters,  Rainbow  Girls,  and  other  such  bodies.  The  general  opinion  was  that  the 
Eastern  Star  supports  Jobs  Daughters  and  the  like.  Scottish  Rite  does  help  DeMolay,  but 
is  not  supportive  coast  to  coast.  All  felt  that  it  behooves  us  to  give  as  much  help  to  the 
youth  organization  as  we  can,  but  the  general  opinion  was  that  it  was  not  monetary  help 
they  were  seeking,  but  physical.  It  was  felt  that  we  have  taken  a  step,  while  not  a  big 
one,  in  as  much  as  we  do  recognize  them,  now,  while  a  few  years  ago  this  was  not  the 
case.  Grand  Lodges,  too,  have  moved  in  that  direction.  Bro.  Bassey,  speaking  for  the 
Valley  of  Winnipeg,  said,  DeMolay  has  been  supplied  with  a  meeting  room,  rent  free, 
and  a  similar  offer  was  made  to  Job’s  Daughters,  but  the  room  was  never  used.  It  was 
felt  that  if  there  is  no  strong  leadership  guiding  these  associations,  it  is  difficult  for  us  to 
be  supportive,  physically  or  financially.  All  felt  that  we  should  be  as  supportive  of  these 
youth  organizations  as  we  can. 

Bro.  Band  raised  a  subject  regarding  common  application  forms  for  lodge,  chapter  and 
consistory,  particularly,  relating  to  valleys  that  do  not  have  all  three  bodies  located  in 
the  same  city.  After  a  very  short  discussion,  regarding  this  item,  Bro.  Band  said  he 
would  withdraw  the  suggestion  as  he  could  now  understand  that  it  was  not  such  a  prob¬ 
lem  as  he  first  thought. 

Another  suggestion  Bro.  Band  wished  to  make  was  having  the  Active  and  Past  Active 
Members  wear  a  collar  of  a  different  colour  of  that  of  Honorary  Members,  i.e.  white- 
Honorary,  purple-Active,  gold-Past  Active.  It  was  suggested  that  the  colour  of  the  jew¬ 
els  was  sufficient,  but  Bro.  Band,  countered  with  the  thought  that  a  collar  is  much  more 
prominent  and  distinctive.  All  thought  this  was  an  excellent  suggestion  and  should  be 
pursued.  SGC  said  that  with  their  concurrence  he  would  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  and  Legislation. 

The  Chairman  called  upon  Bro.  Vallevand  to  elaborate  upon  a  question  he  submitted 
regarding  Deputies  Reports.  He  said  that  the  intent  of  the  question  was  that  he  believed 
that  a  specific  format  should  be  prepared  for  the  Deputies  to  follow,  so  that  each  can 
have  a  guideline  as  to  what  is  expected  of  them  in  their  reports.  All  felt  that  this  is  an 
interesting  question.  What  should  or  should  not  be  included  in  the  report? 

One  Deputy  raised  a  very  valid  point  in  as  much  as  when  he  was  going  to  be  elected  a 
Deputy.  He  was  not  asked  to  sit  in  as  an  observer  at  that  year’s  Deputies’  Meeting,  so 
he  had  no  idea  of  what  was  expected  of  him. 

Bro.  Lawer  was  asked  if  he  thought  the  Deputies’  Reports  were  meaningful.  The 
Chairman  said  he  thought  they  were  very  worthwhile,  but  he  did  not  wish  them  to  be  a 
question  and  answer  routine.  He  felt  that  Deputy’s  Report  reflected  the  tenor  and  char¬ 
acter  of  the  valley  and  the  personality  of  the  Deputy. 

The  SGC  commented  on  an  item  which  appeared  in  a  Deputy’s  Report.  One  valley  is  pre¬ 
senting  the  1°,2°,  and  3°  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  Not  many  valleys  know  that  these  degrees 
are  available  for  presentation.  The  Deputy  had  reported  this  so  that  all  would  know. 

Howard  Vallevand  reported  that  he  takes  a  degree  team  from  his  valley  to  the  southern 
U.S.A.  to  present  a  degree.  This  also  gives  the  brethren  a  winter  vacation  and  an  excel¬ 
lent  chance  to  become  better  acquainted. 
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These  are  very  interesting  items,  which,  if  included  in  the  report,  other  valleys  might 
read  and  implement,  helping  to  make  our  activities  much  more  vibrant. 

After  a  very  thorough  discussion,  it  was  suggested  that  the  Deputy  might  consider  the 
following  in  his  report: 

1 .  Specific  items  of  interest  in  the  Deputy’s  jurisdiction. 

2.  Occurrences  common  to  all  areas.  Deaths,  should  be  recorded,  but  left  for 
the  SGC  to  enlarge  upon  in  his  Allocution. 

3.  Unusual  occurrences  i.e.  as  in  Edmonton  two  years  ago,  when  the  Scottish 
Rite  rallied  to  the  support  of  the  community  when  a  tornado  struck. 

4.  Tributes  to  a  local  member  honoured  by  state,  community,  or  valley  for  his 
contributions  to  society  or  Masonry. 

5.  Visits  of  the  SGC  to  a  valley  for  a  significant  anniversary. 

After  this  very  interesting  discussion,  it  was  felt  that  a  committee  should  be  established 
to  prepare  a  set  of  guide  lines  for  all  Deputies  to  follow.  The  Committee  should  be 
drawn  from  the  Provincial  Deputies  with  Chairman  of  the  State  of  the  Rite  as  its  head. 

Bro.  Vallevand  raised  a  subject  which  has  bothered  many  of  the  Deputies  for  many 
years.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  specific  directions  given  by  our  Ritual  and  Ritualistic 
Committee  as  to  the  specific  items  placed  upon  the  altar  for  the  opening  of  lodge,  chap¬ 
ter,  and  consistory.  From  this  very  informative  discussion  of  this  subject,  it  would 
appear  that  there  is  no  standard  set  of  instructions  for  all  valleys  to  follow.  Some  of  the 
rituals  do  not  have  instructions  contained  therein,  while  others  have  instructions  which 
few  valleys  follow.  The  SGC  suggested  that  this  problem  be  addressed  by  the  Ritual 
and  Ritulastic  Committee  for  clarification  and  the  Grand  Prior  be  specifically  asked  for 
his  comments. 

The  wearing  of  the  14°  ring,  and,  when  jewels  should  be  worn,  were  other  interesting 
subjects  discussed.  This  topic  of  the  jewels  elicited  as  many  opinions  as  there  were 
Deputies  present  at  the  meeting.  Many  valleys  have  a  custom  of  wearing  or  not  wearing 
jewels  at  Maundy  Ceremonies  and  at  Easter,  also,  some  valleys  allow  brethren  to  wear 
jewels  at  banquet  time,  and  the  variations  were  without  number.  Bro.  Lawer  said  when 
he  visits  a  valley  he  does  not  interfere  with  a  valley  tradition.  He  said  that  this  is  another 
item  the  Ritual  and  Ritualistic  Committee  could  address. 

Regarding  the  14°  Ring,  there  were  just  as  many  opinions  about  its  wearing  as  there 
were  for  the  jewels  and  decorations.  In  the  original  ring  charge,  it  was  said  you  shall 
buy  one  and  wear  it.  This  sentence  has  been  erased,  so  it  is  now  not  necessary  to  buy  or 
wear  a  ring.  The  Deputies  did  not  agree  with  this  change  in  the  charge.  All  said  the 
wearing  of  a  14°  ring  is  a  very  significant  part  of  the  degree,  and  the  removal  of  that 
part  of  the  ring  charge  was  not  appropriate.  It  was  done  perhaps  for  financial  reasons, 
but  perhaps  it  can  be  reinstated  in  the  future. 

SGC  thanked  Bros.  Band  and  Vallevand  for  sending  these  rather  interesting  questions 
and  for  the  very  lively  discussion  that  has  occurred. 

Bro.  Lawer  went  on  to  say  that  the  agenda  contains  several  other  items  that  have  been 
circulated  and  might  now  be  discussed. 

1.  Amendment  to  Statutes  and  Regulations 

2.  Past  Active  Status  at  70,  with  voting  privileges  to  75. 
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3.  Length  of  Deputies  Term  1-2  terms. 

4.  Financial  well  being  of  the  valleys. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that,  prior  to  the  session,  the  brethren  received  copies  of  all  the  com¬ 
mittee  reports  for  perusal.  Were  they  useful?  All  felt  that  it  was  excellent,  in  that  each 
could  have  a  much  better  understanding  of  what  has  occurred  during  the  past  year,  and 
it  was  much  easier  to  make  positive  comments. 

The  proposal  to  enact  a  change  in  Past  Active  status  from  75  to  70  has  been  suggested 
before,  so  as  to  make  room  for  younger  active  members  of  the  board.  The  change  in  this 
present  suggestion  is  to  allow  those  Past  Active  Members  to  retain  their  voting  rights 
until  age  75. 

The  other  item  on  the  agenda,  for  discussion  purposes,  was  to  designate  a  specific 
length  of  time  for  a  Deputy’s  term  i.e.  2  terms,  6  years.  All  felt  this  was  an  interesting 
concept,  but  difficult  to  implement  where  a  jurisdiction  has  only  two  Active  Members. 
It  does  have  some  merit  if  a  way  to  introduce  it  could  be  found.  When  a  Deputy  serves 
for  20  years,  the  valley  does  not  have  any  input  from  another  brother  who  might  have 
some  interesting  ideas  to  present. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  he  received  a  letter  from  Bro.  Storey,  of  Toronto,  suggesting  that 
the  honorary  33°  Masons  prepare  and  edit  a  newsletter,  to  be  funded  by  them.  Bro. 
Lawer  asked  the  Deputies  what  they  felt  of  this  idea.  They  felt  it  has  some  merit,  but  the 
logistics  of  preparing  such  a  publication  would  be  mammoth,  and  very  difficult  to  edit 
and  circulate. 

Several  of  the  Deputies  raised  a  problem  which  actually  reflects  on  the  operating 
mechanics  of  the  Supreme  Council  office.  It  is  true  that  some  membership  numbers  are 
not  readily  available  to  the  Deputies  when  they  call  and  ask  for  valley  entitlement  each 
spring.  Grand  Secretary  replied  that  the  computerizing  of  all  membership  files  is  not 
complete,  as  to  prevent  the  duplication  of  effort  in  preparing  the  files  and  we  are  taking 
the  files  being  prepared  by  Hamilton  as  our  base  and  supplementing  it. 

These  records  will  soon  be  completed,  so  that  some  of  the  queries  that  have  gone  unan¬ 
swered  will  soon  be  answered.  The  Deputies  should  be  aware  that  as  some  of  their 
returns  are  not  received  on  time,  the  Grand  Secretary-General  uses  the  previous  years 
numbers  to  determine  the  valley  entitlements. 

Bro.  Bassey  raised  the  subject  of  the  waiting  period  of  six  months  between  the  3°  and 
the  4°.  In  Manitoba  the  Grand  Lodge  had  a  waiting  period  of  12  months,  but,  being 
pressured  by  York  and  Scottish  Rite  at  the  Spring  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge, 
they  rescinded  that  waiting  period.  Bro.  Bassey  said  now  that  Grand  Lodge  ot  Manitoba 
has  eliminated  the  waiting  period,  the  York  Rite  is  free  to  receive  candidates  immedi¬ 
ately  after  they  receive  the  3°,  while  the  Scottish  Rite  will  not  permit  a  candidate  to  be 
accepted  until  after  6  months  has  elapsed. 

Many  points  of  view  were  expressed  regarding  abolishing  the  waiting  period.  In  some 
valleys  that  have  only  one  reunion  a  year,  a  candidate  could  wait  almost  18  months 
before  he  is  received.  Bro.  Lawer  said  he  appreciated  many  of  these  points  ot  view,  but 
he  stands  on  his  conviction  that  we  do  not  want  to  fall  into  the  system  that  allows  a  can- 
dadite  to  proceed  from  the  4°  to  the  Shrine  in  one  day.  The  SGC  still  contends  that  a 
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brother  should  be  aware  of  the  teachings  of  the  first  three  degrees  before  he  progresses 
to  the  4°. 

Bro.  Bassey  said  that  a  committee  has  been  formed  in  Manitoba  involving  Grand 
Lodge,  York  Rite,  Scottish  Rite  and  Shrine,  to  help  promote  a  better  understanding 
among  the  Masons  of  these  bodies  and  to  inform  that  public  as  to  who  we  are.  Bro 
Lawer  said  that  a  similar  committee  is  working  in  Ontario  with  the  same  intent  in  mind. 

Bro.  Marquis  also  mentioned  that  he  has  promoted,  in  his  craft  lodge,  a  “Non-Masonic 
Friend  Night”  that  informs  the  individual  what  Masonry  is  about,  including  information 
about  York  Rite,  Scottish  Rite,  and  the  Shrine. 

Bro.  Lawer  in  hearing  all  the  different  points  of  view,  said  he  didn’t  want  to  be  dogmat¬ 
ic  in  expressing  his  view  only.  If  someone  feels  strongly  enough  about  this  subject,  it 
should  be  aired  at  the  Executive  Meeting  and  propose  a  change  in  our  bylaws.  Jack 
Atchison  said  he  believed  that  the  status  quo  is  held  by  the  larger  valleys,  while  the 
smaller  ones  tend  to  favour  the  no  waiting  period.  Bro.  Lawer  reiterated  what  he  had 
said  previously.  An  amendment  can  be  made  from  the  floor,  with  unanimous  consent  of 
the  brethren.  If  this  subject  is  not  brought  up,  we  will  not  know  how  the  whole  execu¬ 
tive  feels  about  it. 

The  SGC  thanked  the  Deputies  for  making  this  meeting  very  interesting  and,  he 
thought,  most  constructive.  Bro.  Lawer  thought  there  were  many  suggestions  aired  at 
this  meeting  that  could  liven  many  valley  meetings.

Bro.  Lawer  called  for  any  further  nominations  thrice.  There  being  none,  it  was  moved 
by  Bro.  McDonald,  seconded  by  Bro.  Bennett  that  the  nominations  be  closed,  and  the 
report  accepted.

Bro.  Lawer  raised  the  subject  of  introducing  a  new  office  to  our  slate.  He  said  that  other 
jurisdictions  have  an  office  of  Sword  Bearer,  whose  duty  it  would  be,  during  the  open¬ 
ing  ceremonies,  to  perambulate  with  our  Ceremonial  Sword.

The  GSG  reported  that,  in  accordance  with  Article  26(a),  all  Deputies  had  submitted 
their  Annual  Reports.  It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Carrick,  seconded  by  Bro.  Fenton,  and  car¬ 
ried,  that  these  reports  be  published  in  the  1994  Proceedings  of  Supreme  Council. 

GSG  Carrick  presented  his  annual  report  per  Article  27(g).  GTG  Fenton  presented  his 
annual  report  per  Article  28(c),  together  with  that  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Auditors.  Moved  by  Bro.  Fenton,  seconded  by  Bro.  Carrick,  that  these  four  reports,  be 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  for  perusal.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  he  has  his  Allocution  printed  for  presentation  on  Friday  morning. 
At  this  time  he  does  not  propose  to  read  it,  but  refer  to  it,  as  items  pursuant  to  Article 
22(s)  must  be  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  for 
approval  on  Saturday  morning.  Bro.  Lawer  asked  for  a  motion  to  present  the  Allocution 
to  the  Committee  for  approval.  Moved  by  Bro.  McDonald,  seconded  by  Bro.  Vallevand. 
Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  for  adjournment  at  11:45  a.m.  Lunch  was  served  on  the  terrace. 
Prince  George  Hotel. 


WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON  SEPTEMBER  7,  1994 
SECOND  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

After  a  light  buffet  lunch,  the  Session  reconvened  at  2:00  in  the  Windsor  Room. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Hannan,  Chairman  of  the  Ritual  &  Ritualistic  Committee, 
for  his  report.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  very  interesting  report,  the  chairman  asked  if 
there  was  any  discussion. 

Many  of  the  brethren  had  comments  to  make  which  were  unfavourable  to  the  proposed 
changes  to  our  Rituals.  Changes  to  the  ancient  or  archaic  words  appeared,  to  most  of  the 
brethren,  to  spoil  the  whole  beauty  of  our  work,  and  should  not  be  done.  The  general 
consensus  was,  leave  the  working  of  the  Rituals  as  is.  With  these  comments,  acceptance 
of  the  report  was  moved  by  Bro.  Hannan,  seconded  by  Bro.  Carveth.  Carried. 

Before  passing  to  another  subject,  revision  to  the  Ritual  of  the  33°  was  raised.  Bros. 
Lawer  and  Wands,  have  been  amending  this  ritual,  and  are  now  through  their  7th  revi¬ 
sion.  There  are  some  changes  to  the  opening,  but  no  changes  to  the  lectures.  It  was 
moved  by  Bro.  Greer,  seconded  by  Bro.  Kerr,  that  it  be  approved.  Carried. 

Bro.  Dixon  rose  to  address  the  board.  He  said  we  have  missed  the  presence  of  Bro. 
Charles  Sankey,  former  Chairman  of  the  Ritual  &  Ritualistic  Committe,  at  this  meeting, 
and  he  would  like  to  suggest  that  we  honour  him  in  some  way.  Bro.  Dixon  suggested 
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that  he  be  made  Past  Grand  Chancellor,  Honorary,  and  a  certificate  be  presented  to  him 
at  a  meeting  in  the  Valley  of  Niagara  Falls.  Warm  applause  greeted  this  worthwhile 
suggestion.  It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Dixon,  seconded  by  Bro.  Hannan.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Dixon  for  this  excellent  suggestion,  he  said  that  the  Supreme 
Council  office  would  work  closely  with  Bro.  Dixon  to  work  out  the  details  of  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  the  certificate,  with  suitable  words  of  tribute  to  Bro.  Sankey. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Bourne  for  his  Report  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation. 
Bro.  Bourne  said  his  report  was  rather  lengthy,  but,  to  save  some  time  and  explanation, 
he  referred  the  brethren  to  a  letter  that  was  in  their  hands,  from  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  which  explained  in  detail  what  he  is  proposing.  Bro.  Bourne  said  there  were 
several  items  in  his  report  that,  although  the  Committee  might  approve  of  the  amend¬ 
ment,  had  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  board,  and,  for  approval,  3/4  of  the  voting  members 
is  required. 

Item  one  is  a  motion  proposed  by  Bro.  Rutherford  to  revise  Article  12. 

On  the  fifth  line,  after  “provided,  however,”  replace  with  “that  where  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General  who  is  75  years  of  age  and  where  one  year  has  elapsed  between  the 
Session  of  Supreme  Council  at  which  the  degree  of  Honorary  Inspector-General  was 
conferred  on  him  and  the  next  following  Supreme  Council  Session  shall  not . ”. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the  proposed  change  to  Article  12  might  help  to  under¬ 
stand  the  reason  for  the  suggestion.  During  the  past  few  years,  we  have  been  wrestling 
with  the  idea  of  an  honour  that  could  be  awarded  a  devoted  brother  other  than  the  33° 
Honorary,  but  no  idea  has  been  satisfactory.  Many  valleys  have  brethren  worthy  of 
some  recognition  but  never  receive  their  right  due  to  our  present  system  of  one  to  every 
fifty  Lodge  of  Perfection  members.  Our  declining  membership  makes  this  fact  even 
more  difficult.  If  a  valley  nominates  a  brother  who  is  75  years  of  age  for  an  Honorary 
33°,  no  opening  will  be  available  to  that  valley  until  that  brother  had  held  the  honour  for 
5  years,  at  which  time  he  ceases  to  be  counted.  The  proposal  being  suggested  by  Bro. 
Rutherford  would  shorten  the  length  of  time  the  brother  is  counted  (i.e.  over  75  years  of 
age)  from  a  period  of  5  years  to  1  year.  This  would  allow  many  valleys  to  honour  older 
brethren  without  losing  that  entitlement  for  a  nominating  period  of  five  years.  This  pro¬ 
posal  would  make  it  much  more  accommodating  for  all  valleys  and  much  more  flexible. 

This  proposal  elicited  a  great  deal  of  heated  debate.  Some  thought  this  would  not  be 
favourable  to  the  younger  men  in  the  valleys,  helping  to  perpetrate  an  “old  men’s  club", 
but  the  other  tack  was  that  it  was  an  honour  for  service  rendered,  and  also  for  service 
yet  to  come.  Some  brethren  felt  that  valleys  would  only  nominate  brethren  75  years  of 
age  and  older,  so  that  no  younger  men  would  be  nominated. 

GSG  said  this  was  not  the  intent  of  Bro.  Rutherford’s  motion.  It  was  only  an  attempt  for 
a  valley  to  honour  a  deserving  brother  who  has  worked  diligently  and  long  for  a  valley, 
without  denying  that  valley  a  chance  of  nominating  another  younger  man  for  five  years. 

Bro.  Vallevand  spoke  against  this  amendment,  saying  that  he  did  not  feel  there  had  been 
sufficient  time  spent  discussing  this  proposal.  He  felt  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the 
Advisory  Council  for  further  study  before  implementing  this  major  revision  to  our 
Statutes.  Bro.  Vallevand  said  he  would  move  such  a  motion  to  refer  it  to  Advisory 
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Council  for  discussion.  Bro.  Lawer  asked  if  this  motion  was  seconded.  Bro.  Bassey  sec¬ 
onded  the  motion.  Bro.  Lawer  called  for  a  vote.  Motion  was  defeated. 

The  GSG  said  that  even  this  year’s  class  has  almost  10%  that  are  already  over  75  years  of 
age.  Those  valleys  will  be  able  to  nominate  another  brother  next  year  if  this  motion  passes. 

SGC  asked  if  there  were  any  more  comments  to  be  made,  and  called  for  a  vote  on  the 
motion  proposed  by  Bro.  Bourne,  seconded  by  Bro.  Byrne.  To  secure  an  accurate  vote, 
Bro.  Lawer  had  those  in  favour  number  off.  The  motion  was  carried. 

The  other  proposed  amendment  by  Bro.  Bassey  and  Bro.  Byrne,  was  not  received  on 
time,  so  before  the  subject  can  be  discussed  it  must  be  approved  unanimously.  Bro. 
Lawer  called  for  a  motion  to  place  the  item  in  discussion.  Moved  by  Bro.  Byrne  second¬ 
ed  by  Bro.  Bassey,  unanimous  consent  was  received. 

Bro.  Bassey’ s  amendment  was  in  regards  to  Article  89(a)  which  states:  “Except  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  at  least  six  months  shall  elapse  between  the  conferring  of  the  3°  and 
the  4°”.  He  was  suggesting  that  the  waiting  period  be  rescinded,  and  that  a  brother  could 
progress  from  the  3°  immediately  to  the  4°. 

This  subject  has  been  discussed  on  many  occasions.  Some  felt  the  suggestion  had  merits 
and  that  it  would  improve  our  declining  membership.  Others  had  other  opinions  in  as 
much  as  we  are  becoming  too  American  in  our  approach  to  membership  i.e.  4°  to  32°  to 
Shrine  all  in  one  day.  Others  held  the  view  that  an  initiate  be  given  time  to  let  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  the  first  three  degrees  be  appreciated  before  moving  on  to  the  Scottish  Rite,  or  the 
York  Rite. 

Bro.  Bassey,  in  defending  his  motion,  said  that,  up  to  this  year,  Grand  Lodge  of 
Manitoba  had  an  Article  on  its  books  which  prevented  any  progress  for  up  to  one  year. 
At  their  last  Grand  Lodge  Communication,  this  Article  was  rescinded. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Bassey  for  his  remarks,  and  also  for  the  general  discussion 
regarding  this  amendment. 

The  amendment  was  moved  by  Bro. Bassey,  seconded  by  Bro.  Comrie.  As  this  needs 
3/4  vote  to  pass,  GSG  asked  that  the  brethren  number  off.  The  motion  was  defeated. 

The  other  item  proposed  by  Bro.  Byrne  was  in  regards  to  application  forms,  for  lodge, 
chapter,  and  consistory.  At  the  present  time,  we  investigate  an  applicant’s  character,  but 
that  individual  has  not  given  his  permission  to  do  so.  Bro.  Byrne  went  on  to  say  that  no 
difficulty  has  arisen  up  to  this  point,  but,  in  a  small  community,  if  an  applicant  is  denied 
membership,  it  could  be  upsetting  to  that  person,  and  he  could  bring  action  for  defama¬ 
tion  of  character.  To  prevent  such  a  scenario  from  happening,  many  Grand  Lodges  have 
included  in  their  application  forms  a  statement  of  consent.  Bro.  Byrne  was  suggesting 
that  we  follow  the  steps  taken  by  several  Grand  Lodges.  The  statement  would  read:  “In 
consideration  of  your  receiving  this  application  for  membership,  I  consent  to  investiga¬ 
tions  being  made  from  any  source  relating  to  my  qualifications  for  membership  in  the 
Lodge/Chapter/Consistory.  I  also  release  the  Lodge/Chapter/Consistory,  and  each  of  its 
respective  members,  and  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada,  from  all  claims  which  I  may  have  arising  from 
the  investigations  of  my  qualifications  or  my  rejection  if  such  should  occur”. 
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Bro.  Byme  said  he  was  not  sure  that,  if  a  suit  were  brought,  the  statement  of  consent 
would  be  binding  in  court,  but  it  is  a  safety  measure. 

Bro.  Lawer  asked  if  all  understood  the  intent  of  this  proposal. 

There  were  several  questions.  What  does  a  valley  do  with  application  forms  on  hand? 
Does  the  valley  print  the  consent  statement  on  the  back  of  the  present  form?  There  were 
other  questions  of  a  similar  nature.  It  was  finally  decided  that,  in  spite  of  the  cost 
involved,  new  application  forms  should  be  printed,  samples  of  which  will  be  sent  from 
the  GSG,  so  that  the  applicant  signs  twice — the  application  to  join  the  body,  and  also 
the  statement  of  consent. 

The  amendment  was  moved  by  Bro.  Byrne,  seconded  by  Bro.  Bourne.  Bro.  Lawer 
called  for  a  vote  on  this  proposal.  Unanimous  consent. 

The  other  items  in  Bro.  Bourne’s  report  were  not  of  a  controversial  nature  and  could  be 
dealt  with  in  a  collective  motion.  Specifically:  Bro.  Lambie  proposed  re:  Article  94(h)i 
“fiscal  and  business  agent”  be  replaced  with  “fiscal  agent”;  Bro.  Lawer’ s  proposal  to 
include  the  Canadian  Coat  of  Arms  in  the  Statutes  and  Regulations;  Bro.  Lawer’ s  pro¬ 
posal  to  add  “Sword  Bearer”  as  an  officer;  Bro.  Lawer’ s  proposals  to  amend  the 
description  of  the  Jewels,  the  Grand  Decoration,  and  the  Chain  &  Collar;  Bro.  Austin’s 
proposal  to  issue  50,  60,  and  70  year  lapel  pins;  and  several  revisions  to  the  Manual  of 
Officers.  These  items  are  printed  in  full  in  the  reporting  of  the  presentation  at  the 
General  Session. 

Some  of  the  brethren  disagreed  with  the  wording  of  one  paragraph  in  the  revisions  for 
the  Manual  for  Officers.  In  the  revision  to  page  10  it  was  felt  that  “No  Inspectors- 
General  (Sovereign  Grand  or  Honorary)”  should  be  changed  to  “no  Honorary  Inspector- 
General”.  Bro.  Bourne,  speaking  for  the  Committee,  agreed  to  change  the  wording. 

Bro.  Bourne  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Byrne,  that  this  third  group  of  items  be  accepted 
and  passed.  Carried. 

Bro.  Bourne,  in  completing  his  report,  said  that  in  reviewing  all  the  rulings  of  the  SGC, 
the  Committee  is  in  accord  with  his  decisions. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Bourne  for  a  very  interesting  and  extensive  report. 

Session  adjourned  at  3:00  p.m.,  to  be  reconvened  at  8:30  a.m.,  Thursday  morning. 

The  brethren  assembled  in  the  Windsor  Room  of  the  Prince  George  Hotel  for  rehearsal 
of  the  formal  opening  of  Supreme  Council  and  a  practice  of  the  Ritual  of  the  33 °,  under 
the  direction  of  Bro.  Steeves. 

At  the  Halifax  Room  of  the  Sheraton  Hotel,  the  Active,  Past  Active  Members,  their 
ladies,  and  the  guests  of  Supreme  Council,  enjoyed  a  reception  and  dinner  in  a  beautiful 
dining  room,  overlooking  the  picturesque  Bedford  Basin.  At  this  time,  the  SGC  had  the 
opportunity  to  introduce  all  the  guests  who  had  joined  us  on  this  happy  occasion.  At  the 
conclusion  of  dinner,  all  present  journeyed  to  the  World  Trade  and  Convention  Centre, 
to  enjoy  the  “Get  Acquainted  Party”.

THURSDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  8, 1994 
THIRD  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

The  third  Executive  Session  was  convened  on  Thursday  morning  in  the  Windsor  Room 
at  8:30  a.m. 


The  SGC  greeted  the  brethren  warmly  and  expressed  his,  and  the  Council's,  thanks  to 
Bro.  Raymond  and  his  Committee,  for  hosting  an  excellent  “Get  Acquainted  Party”,  on 
Wednesday  evening.  He  said  he  heard  none  but  warm  accolades  for  such  a  fine  party. 
He  asked  Bro.  Raymond  if  he  would  convey  these  remarks  to  Committee  Chairman, 
Bro.  Fred  Mounce,  and  his  associates. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  LGC  Crosby,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Audit  & 
Finance,  to  present  his  report.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  very  comprehensive  report,  Bro. 
Crosby  moved  that  it  be  received  and  approved  for  presentation  at  General  Session,  sec¬ 
onded  by  Bro.  Lambie.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  General  State 
of  the  Rite  for  his  report.  After  the  very  comprehensive  and  interesting  report,  Bro. 
Stanley  Matheson  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Vallevand,  that  it  be  received  for  presenta¬ 
tion  at  General  Session.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Band  for  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
Location  of  Annual  Sessions.  Bro.  Band  presented  his  report  extending  to  the  year 
2005,  after  which  he  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Milligan,  that  the  report  be  received  for 
presentation  at  the  General  Session.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  for  a  motion  regarding  the  1995  Sessions  to  be  held  in  Kingston, 
Ontario.  Bro.  Band  reported  that  arrangements  for  the  1995  Session  in  Kingston,  are  in 
hand  and  he  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Marquis,  that  the  121st  Session  of  Supreme 
Council  be  held  in  Kingston,  Ont.,  with  the  Vesper  Service  and  Formal  Opening  to  be 
held  on  Thursday,  September  14,  1995,  and  the  Chain  of  Union  on  Saturday,  September 
16,  1995.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  for  a  report  of  the  Special  Committee  to  Co-Ordinate  Locations  of 
Meetings  of  Concordant  Bodies;  Sovereign  Great  Priory  and  Grand  Imperial  Conclave 
ot  Canada.  Bro.  Vallevand  presented  his  report,  indicating  that  it  would  be  some  time 
before  a  meld  of  dates  could  be  achieved,  but  the  committee  would  continue  to  work 
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towards  that  end.  Bro.  Vallevand  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Auclair,  that  the  report  be 
accepted  and  approved  for  presentation  at  General  Session. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Vallevand  for  his  report,  adding  that  some  other  concerns 
were  to  be  considered,  and  he  believed  that,  if  the  committee  continued  its  work  for 
another  year,  these  problems  could  more  fully  be  addressed.  Bro.  Vallevand’ s  report 
was  carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Lambie  for  his  report  on  Library  and  Archives.  Bro. 
Lambie  gave  a  very  comprehensive  and  interesting  report  on  the  Library  and  Archives. 
It  indicated  that  he  and  his  committee  have  been  working  very  diligently  to  come  to  a 
satisfactory  solution  as  to  the  ultimate  fate  of  our  library  and  archives.  Bro.  Lambie 
moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Trenholm,  that  the  report  be  accepted  and  approved  for  pre¬ 
sentation  to  General  Session.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  asked  Bro.  Greer  if  he  was  prepared  to  make  his  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  the  Supreme  Councillor.  Bro.  Greer  presented  his  very  interesting  report. 
He  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Howes,  that  this  report  be  received  for  presentation  at  the 
General  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  Bro.  Lawer,  before  putting  the  motion,  thanked 
Bro.  Greer  and  his  committee  for  preparing  both  editions  of  the  Supreme  Councillor. 
Motion  carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Chaulk  to  present  his  report  on  DeMolay.  At  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  his  report,  Bro.  Chaulk  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Barnett,  that  the  report  be 
accepted  for  presentation  at  General  Session.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  went  on  to  say  how  much  he  appreciated  the  efforts  this  Committee  has 
made  in  encouraging  the  formation  of  DeMolay  Chapters  throughout  Canada.  He  also 
said,  as  has  already  been  covered,  that  our  support  should  also  extend  to  the  Rainbow 
Girls  and  Jobs  Daughters.  Bro.  Lawer  added  that  our  support  for  DeMolay  is  already 
showing  some  improvement,  that  more  chapters  will  be  formed.  Bro.  Lawer  said  he  had 
been  talking  with  a  Past  Grand  Master  Councillor  of  DeMolay  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  he 
was  delighted  with  the  support  that  had  been  received  from  the  Scottish  Rite.  Its  not  just 
money  that  is  required,  but  is  “Dads”.  There  is  no  shortage  of  young  men  to  join  a  chap¬ 
ter,  it  is  men  to  act  as  mentors  and  councillors.  Our  valleys  should  render  as  much  phys¬ 
ical  support  as  possible  for  it  is  within  the  youth  that  our  future  lies. 

Bro.  McDonald,  in  presenting  the  report  on  Officer  Nominations,  said  he  was  present¬ 
ing  this  report  on  behalf  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Bro.  Gordon  L.  Bennett. 
This  Committee  recommends  that  the  slate  of  officers  nominated  yesterday  for  the 
Triennial  period  1994-1997,  be  sanctioned  and  confirmed,  and  recommends  that  the 
new  office  of  Grand  Sword  Bearer  and  the  nomination  to  that  office  of  Edward  George 
Kerr  be  confirmed.  Bro.  McDonald  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Bennett,  that  the  report  be 
received.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  the  Committee  for  the  report,  and  he  extended  congratulations  to 
the  new  officers. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Stanley  Matheson,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite,  for  his  report.  Bro.  Matheson  presented  his  very  com¬ 
prehensive  and  detailed  report.  Bro.  Matheson  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Vallevand,  that 
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the  report  be  accepted  and  referred  for  presentation  at  the  General  Session.  Carried. 
Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Matheson  and  his  Committee  for  an  excellent  report. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  he  has  a  report  on  Fraternal  Relations,  which  as  Chairman  of  this 
Committee,  he  would  read.  Bro.  Lawer  said  that  each  has  a  copy  of  this  report  in-hand 
and  so  would  only  read  those  parts  that  require  discussion. 

The  first  item  he  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Session  is  contained  on  page  6  of  the 
report,  specifically  relating  to  a  conflict  of  opinions  between  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction  and  Columbia.  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  was  aware  of  this  rift.  Southern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction  was  in  accord  with  the  position  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction.  Canada  felt,  as  did  others,  that  this  difference  could  be  resolved,  but  state¬ 
ments  made  by  their  SGC,  at  Santiago,  Paris,  and  Berlin,  would  indicate  that  a  resolu¬ 
tion  of  the  problem  was  not  imminent,  so,  would  recommend  suspension  of  relations 
with  Columbia. 

SGC  Kleinknecht,  of  the  Southern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  has  formed  a  Supreme  Council 
of  Columbia,  drawing  its  members  from  5  Columbian  Grand  Lodges,  which  are  regular. 
This  Committee  feels  it  is  premature  for  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  to  recognize 
this  new  Supreme  Council  of  Columbia  at  this  time. 

At  the  Supreme  Council  Meeting  of  the  Souther  Jurisdiction,  in  Washington  on  Oct.  19, 
1993,  after  the  Conferral  of  the  33°,  SGC  Kleinknecht,  instituted,  constituted,  and 
installed  the  officers  of  Supreme  Councils  of  Poland,  Portugal,  and  Romania. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Poland  draws  its  members  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Poland, 
which  is  not  recognized  by  Canadian  Grand  Lodges.  This  Committee  felt  that  formal 
recognition  be  held  in  abeyance. 

As  mentioned  above,  the  Supreme  Council  of  Portugal,  which  draws  its  members  from 
a  recognized  Grand  Lodge  has  sought  recognition  from  Canada,  which  this  Committee 
feels  is  valid. 

As  mentioned  above  SGC  Kleinknecht,  formed  the  Supreme  Council  for  Romania-in- 
Exile,  which  draws  its  members  from  ex-patriots,  that  live  in  France.  As  that  council 
draws  it  members  from  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Romania,  which  is  not  recognized 
by  Canadian  Grand  Lodges,  this  Committee  recommends  that  recognition  be  held  in 
abeyance. 

Bro.  Lawer  went  on  to  say  that  at  the  12th  Supreme  Grand  Conference  of  the  Americas, 
Uruguay  was  designated  as  host  for  the  13th  Conference  to  be  held  in  Montevideo, 
Uruguay.  The  Supreme  Council  of  Uruguay  has  been  in  continuous  operation  since 
1856,  so  is  senior  to  us.  It  would  therefore  be  our  responsibility  to  ask  them  to  recog¬ 
nize  us,  which  at  this  time  this  Committee  is  seeking  your  permission  to  do. 

Recently,  the  Supreme  Council  of  New  Zealand  has  been  formed  under  the  aegis  of 
England  &  Wales.  We  have  sent  good  wishes  to  them.  In  July,  Bro.  Lawer  had  the  plea¬ 
sure  of  being  the  first  SGC  to  visit  them  since  their  Supreme  Council  officers  were 
installed.  Their  SGC  Stevens  presented  a  letter  to  Bro.  Lawer,  requesting  recognition 
and  representation  be  exchanged.  This  Committee  recommends  this  be  granted.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  all  communication  and  actions  of  the  SGC  and  other  offi- 
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cers,  in  respect  to  other  Supreme  Councils  and  other  Masonic  bodies,  be  ratified  and 
confirmed. 

Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Bourne  assumed  the  chair  and  asked  that  the  report 
and  recommendations  of  the  Fraternal  Relations  Committee  be  ratified,  confirmed,  and 
be  presented  in  General  Session.  It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Byrne,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Carveth.  Carried. 

Before  the  third  Executive  Session  concluded  Bro.  Lawer  asked  Bro.  Greer,  Grand 
Marshal,  to  outline  the  procedure  for  the  Vesper  Service  at  1:15,  at  St.  Paul’s  Anglican 
Church,  and  the  formal  opening  and  Conferral  of  the  33°  in  the  Port  Royal  Room,  of  the 
World  Trade  and  Convention  Centre. 

This  completed  the  work  of  the  morning  Session  and  Chairman  Lawer  adjourned  the 
meeting  to  convene  Friday  morning  at  8:30  a.m. 


FRIDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  9, 1994 
FOURTH  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

The  Executive  Session  resumed  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Port  Royal  E  Room,  World  Trade 
and  Convention  Centre. 

Bro.  McDonald  presented  the  final  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  On  Membership 
Nominations.  Moved  by  Bro.  McDonald,  seconded  by  Bro.  Bennett,  the  Ill.  Bros. 
Richard  E.  Barr  and  C.  Robert  Townshend  be  elected  Active  Members  of  Supreme 
Council.  Bro.  Marquis  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  MacLean,  that  nominations  be  closed. 
Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Carveth,  seconded  by  Bro.  Greer,  that  a  collective  ballot  be  taken. 
Carried. 

The  GSG  polled  the  Ad  Vitam  and  Active  members  and,  since  the  vote  was  unanimous, 
the  SGC  declared  Ill.  Bros.  Barr  and  Townshend  to  be  new  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors- 
General,  and  to  be  installed  at  the  Executive  Session  on  Saturday  morning. 

Bro.  McDonald  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Bennett,  that  the  37  Honorary  Inspectors- 
General  nominated,  be  approved  for  advancement,  and  be  coroneted  in  General  Session 
in  Kingston,  Ontario,  in  September  1995.  Moved  by  Bro.  Byrne,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Lowry,  that  a  collective  ballot  be  taken.  Carried. 

The  GSG  polled  the  Ad  Vitam  and  Active  members,  Since  the  vote  was  unanimous,  the 
SGC  declared  the  37  nominees  duly  elected  to  receive  the  33°  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  at  the  1995  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  in  Kingston,  Ontario. 

Bro.  McDonald  presented  the  final  report  of  the  Special  Committee  On  Officer 
Nominations.  He  reported  that  Bro.  Richard  E.  Barr  of  Vancouver,  British  Columbia, 
would  be  nominated  to  become  the  Deputy  for  British  Columbia,  succeeding  Bro. 
Malcolm  McLean;  and  Bro.  C.  Robert  Townshend,  of  Chatham,  Ontario,  would  be 
nominated  to  the  post  of  Grand  Prior,  succeeding  Bro.  Wm.  Fairley. 
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The  nominees  for  Officers  are:  SGC,  Harold  E.  Crosby;  LGC,  Glenn  M.  Martin;  GC, 
W.  Robertson  Carveth;  Deputies  for  Ontario,  John  D.  Atchison,  J.  Campbell  Matheson;

FIFTH  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

The  Executive  Session  resumed  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Port  Royal  E  Room,  World  Trade 
and  Convention  Centre.

Bros.  Richard  E.  Barr,  and  C.  Robert  Townshend,  and  with  the  able  assistance  of 
Bros.  Marquis,  McDonald,  Crosby,  and  Lowry,  proceeded  to  conduct  the  Ceremony  of 
Crowning.  Following  the  very  moving  ceremony,  the  newly-crowned  Active  Members 
were  greeted  warmly  by  all  the  Active  and  Past  Active  Members  present.

SERMON  -  “CHRIST  THE  CORNERSTONE” 

THE  REVEREND  JOHN  NEWTON 

On  behalf  of  all  the  members  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  I  want  to  welcome  you  to  this  his¬ 
toric  centre  of  Christian  worship  and  witness.  It  was  almost  exactly  two  hundred  forty- 
four  years  ago  that  our  doors  were  first  opened  for  worship.  Between  that  time  and  this 
literally  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  have  worshipped  here,  been  baptized  here, 
married  here,  or  buried  from  here.  Some  of  you  who  are  here  this  afternoon  may  have 
relatives  or  ancestors  whose  names  are  somewhere  recorded  in  the  registers  of  this 
parish. 

It  is  a  privilege  to  worship  in  such  an  historic  milieu — in  an  edifice  which  has  literally 
been  steeped  in  the  prayers  of  the  people  of  God.  Yet  the  very  historic  nature  of  this 
building  also  brings  with  it  its  own  peculiar  set  of  dangers.  Many  who  come  here  think 
that  St.  Paul’s  is  just  a  museum.  Visitors  are  often  surprised  when  they  are  told  that 
there  is  a  congregation  which  worships  God  here  week  by  week.  When  I  worked  as  a 
curate  in  another  historic  church  in  Montreal,  I  well  remember  someone  saying  to  me, 
“Oh  yes,  you’re  the  curator  of  that  big  church  downtown,  aren’t  you?”  There  may  be 
occasions  when  clergy  such  as  myself  feel  that  we  are  curators  of  museums.  Yet  our 
real  occupations  is  to  care  for  human  souls,  to  speak  to  men  and  women  about  Jesus, 
and  to  help  them  find  life  and  meaning  in  a  relationship  with  him. 
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And  so  it  is  about  Jesus  that  I  want  to  speak  with  you  this  afternoon.  In  fact  I  want  to 
ask  you  a  question — what  I  believe  is  the  most  important  question  you  will  ever  be 
asked.  It  is  a  question  which  Jesus  himself  once  asked  of  his  disciples  when  they  went 
off  on  one  of  their  occasional  retreats  together.  There  were  times  when  Jesus  and  his 
disciples  just  had  to  withdraw  from  the  crowds  who  seemed  to  appear  as  though  out  of 
nowhere  wherever  they  went.  The  demands  were  so  constant  and  the  needs  were  so 
great  that  in  order  to  avoid  exhaustion  they  had  to  “disappear”  from  time  to  time. 

On  this  occasion,  they  had  gone  off  into  a  region  where  it  would  be  almost  certain  that 
Jesus  was  not  known.  When  they  arrived  at  their  destination,  Jesus  asked  those  who 
were  with  him,  “What  are  people  thinking  about  me?  What  sort  of  person  do  they  say  I 
am?”  It  did  not  take  long  for  the  suggestions  to  come  out  thick  and  fast.  “Some  say  John 
the  Baptist  come  back  to  life,”  said  one.  “Others  say  that  you  are  Elijah,  come  to 
announce  the  arrival  of  God’s  kingdom,”  piped  in  someone  else.  And  from  another  cor¬ 
ner,  “Still  others  put  you  up  there  with  Jeremiah  or  one  of  the  prophets.” 

As  all  the  ideas  came  forward  one  by  one,  an  amused  smile  crossed  Jesus’  face. 
Gradually  it  faded  to  a  look  of  utter  seriousness.  “Now  what  about  you?”  he  said  as  he 
looked  each  one  of  them  in  the  eye.  “What  have  you  been  saying  about  me?  Who  do 
you  say  I  am?”  At  this  point  I  always  imagine  that  there  was  something  of  a  silence.  It 
was  not  that  the  disciples  did  not  know  what  they  had  been  thinking.  It  was  that  they 
had  never  actually  expressed  it,  never  put  it  into  words  before. 

Predictably,  it  was  Peter,  always  the  first  to  speak,  who  broke  the  silence.  “You  are  the 
Messiah,”  he  blurted  out,  not  even  quite  knowing  what  he  was  saying.  “You  are  God 
himself  come  to  save  us!”  So  astounding  were  those  words  that  I  suspect  Peter  himself 
hardly  believed  he  was  saying  them.  Yet  I  have  no  doubt  that  he  was  voicing  what  all 
the  disciples  (with  one  possible  exception)  had  come  to  believe.  Today,  we  say  these 
words  with  glibness  as  we  recite  them  in  our  creeds  and  prayers.  For  Peter  and  his  com¬ 
panions,  they  were  the  spark  of  a  revolution.  Little  did  they  know  that  within  a  genera¬ 
tion  these  words  would  be  echoing  around  the  entire  known  world,  that  men  and  women 
from  tribes  and  nations  they  never  could  have  dreamt  of  would  still  be  proclaiming, 
“Jesus  is  Lord!”  two  thousand  years  later. 

At  these  words  Jesus  turned  to  Peter  and  said,  “Blessed  are  you,  Simon  son  of  Jonah, 
for  this  was  not  revealed  to  you  by  flesh  and  blood,  but  by  my  Father  in  heaven.”  Then 
he  went  on,  “You  are  Peter  (which  means  literally  “a  rock”)  and  on  this  rock  I  will  build 
my  church,  and  the  gates  of  Hades  will  not  prevail  against  it.”  And  so  it  is  on  the  rock 
of  Peter’s  faith,  of  Peter’s  declaration  that  Jesus  is  God’s  Messiah,  God  himself  come  to 
us  in  human  flesh,  that  the  church  is  built. 

More  than  a  generation  later,  as  he  was  nearing  the  close  of  his  life,  Peter  was  still 
thinking  about  the  words  which  Jesus  had  spoken  to  him  that  day.  In  spite  of  hardship 
and  persecution  his  conviction  that  Jesus  was  Lord  had  grown  only  firmer  in  the  inter¬ 
vening  years.  The  absolute  lordship  of  Christ  had  been  the  solid  rock  upon  which  he 
had  based  his  life.  And  he  knew  that  there  was  no  more  important  question  in  life  than 
the  one  which  he  had  answered  that  day  in  Caesarea  Philippi:  “Who  do  you  say  I  am?” 

With  this  in  mind,  Peter  gives  us  a  picture.  It  is  a  very  simple  picture,  just  the  kind  you 
would  expect  from  a  man  who  had  spent  most  of  his  life  hauling  fish  from  the  sea.  It  is 
a  picture  of  a  rock,  a  great  rock  standing  there  before  us.  Peter  tells  us  that  we  have  a 
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choice  as  to  what  we  wish  to  do  with  that  rock.  It  could  be  that  we  see  the  rock  as  noth- 
ing-but  a  nuisance,  an  impediment  to  our  progress.  So  we  decide  to  have  it  hauled  away. 
Yet  we  find  that  there  is  no  back  hoe  that  is  big  enough  to  dislodge  it.  We  may  try  to 
blast  it  out.  But  dynamite  does  not  even  dent  it.  We  may  try  to  build  around  it.  Yet  the 
rock  is  so  massive  that  it  still  remains  in  our  way.  In  a  last  desperate  effort  we  may 
attempt  to  ignore  it  altogether.  But  we  cannot  even  do  that  because  every  time  we  cross 
over  it  we  trip  and  stumble.  And  so  we  discover  that  all  our  efforts  are  in  vain,  that,  no 
matter  how  hard  we  try,  the  rock  remains  an  obstacle  in  our  way. 

Now  Peter  tells  us  that  this  is  exactly  how  people  react  to  Jesus.  There  are  many  for 
whom  he  is  nothing  but  a  hindrance.  These  are  men  and  women  who  like  to  think  that 
they  are  masters  of  their  own  destiny.  They  have  decided  on  a  particular  course  for  their 
life  and  they  do  not  take  kindly  to  any  form  of  interference — even  divine  interference. 
The  book  of  Genesis  gives  us  an  example  of  such  people  in  the  story  of  the  tower  of 
Babel.  Here  was  a  race  of  individuals  who  mistakenly  believed  that  they  could  build 
their  own  heaven  on  earth.  They  thought  that  they  could  be  like  God,  but  their  efforts 
ended  only  in  confusion  and  despair. 

Now  the  hook  to  all  of  this  is  that  we  are  not  just  talking  about  atheists  or  secular 
humanists.  It  is  altogether  possible  to  be  a  very  religious  person  and  still  have  this  atti¬ 
tude  towards  Jesus.  In  fact  the  people  who  reacted  the  most  vehemently  against  Jesus  in 
his  own  day  were  not  the  doubters  or  the  cynics.  They  were  people  who  were  very  seri¬ 
ous  about  their  religious  convictions.  They  were  men  and  women  who  were  in  church 
every  Sunday,  who  observed  all  the  high  and  holy  days,  who  gave  ten  percent  and  more 
of  their  income  to  charity.  They  were  the  kind  of  people  you  and  I  would  welcome  to 
our  neighbourhoods  and  to  our  homes.  They  were  good,  moral,  upright  people,  church 
going  people.  Their  problem  was  that,  like  the  good  citizens  of  Babel  they  were 
attempting  to  build  a  religion  on  their  own  terms.  They  were  caught  in  the  trap  of  trying 
to  earn  their  way  into  God’s  presence.  And  when  Jesus  came  into  their  midst,  it  sudden¬ 
ly  became  clear  to  them  that  it  wasn't  working.  All  their  hard  work,  all  their  exertion 
was  worth  no  more  than  a  vapour  that  disappears  with  the  morning  sun.  As  the  prophet 
Isaiah  had  recognized  centuries  before,  they  too  recognized  that  all  their  righteousness, 
all  their  religious  devotion,  was  of  no  more  value  than  filthy  rags,  or  a  leaf  that  is  swept 
away  by  the  autumn  winds. 

So  what  were  they  to  do?  If  they  were  to  remain  secure,  the  only  answer  was  to  get  rid 
of  him.  A  kangaroo  court,  a  few  trumped  up  witnesses,  and  a  rather  pliable  Roman  gov¬ 
ernor  was  all  that  it  took  to  move  Jesus  out  the  way.  But  the  problem  was  that  he  would 
not  go  away.  Within  days  rumours  that  he  was  alive  again  were  spreading  all  over 
Jerusalem.  And  in  spite  of  persecution  and  death  threats  the  number  of  his  followers 
only  grew.  Within  a  few  years  the  whole  thing  was  out  of  control.  The  solid  rock  would 
not  budge. 

This  is  why  Peter  tells  us  that  “the  stone  the  builders  rejected  has  become  the  corner¬ 
stone”.  Because,  if  we  are  to  live  in  relationship  with  God,  it  will  not  be  on  our  own 
terms  or  even  on  the  basis  of  the  most  ancient  and  hallowed  traditions.  It  will  only  be  as 
we  build  our  lives  on  Christ  and  allow  him  to  be  the  cornerstone  of  our  lives.  “Behold,” 
says  God  in  the  Scriptures,  “I  lay  a  stone  in  Zion,  a  chosen  and  precious  cornerstone, 
and  the  one  who  trusts  in  him  will  never  be  put  to  shame.” 

Gentlemen,  that  cornerstone  which  God  has  laid  is  none  other  than  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  And  the  question  which  he  asks  of  you  and  of  me  this  afternoon  is,  what  will  he 
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be  for  you?  Who  do  you  say  the  Son  of  Man  is?  Is  he  a  stone  which  you  have  rejected 
because  you  have  preferred  to  build  your  own  religion?  Or  is  he  for  you  the  precious 
cornerstone,  the  foundation  of  your  life,  the  one  who  gives  direction  and  meaning  to  all 
that  you  do? 

I  do  not  have  a  lot  of  experience  with  the  construction  industry.  But  I  have  been  present 
at  the  laying  of  a  number  of  cornerstones.  Today  a  cornerstone  is  generally  a  decorative 
stone  which  functions  something  like  a  memorial  tablet.  However  in  its  original  sense, 
the  cornerstone  was  what  determined  the  alignment  of  the  whole  building.  Every  brick 
and  stone,  every  beam  and  timber  takes  its  orientation  from  the  cornerstone.  So  too,  if 
Christ  is  the  cornerstone  of  your  life,  it  means  that  all  that  you  are  and  do — your  atti¬ 
tudes,  your  ambitions,  and  your  actions — take  their  direction  from  him  and  from  no  one 
and  nothing  else. 

There  is  but  one  cornerstone  which  God  has  laid  and  that  is  Jesus  Christ.  The  Bible  tells 
us, 

He  is  the  image  of  the  invisible  God,  the  firstborn  over  all  creation.  For  by  him  all 
things  were  created:  things  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  visible  and  invisible,  whether 
thrones  or  powers  or  rulers  or  authorities;  all  things  were  created  by  him  and  for  him. 
He  is  before  all  things,  and  in  him  all  things  hold  together.  And  he  is  the  head  of  the 
body,  the  church;  he  is  the  beginning  and  the  firstborn  from  among  the  dead,  so  that  in 
everything  he  might  have  the  supremacy.  For  God  was  pleased  to  have  all  his  fullness 
dwell  in  him,  and  through  him  to  reconcile  to  himself  all  things,  whether  things  on  earth 
or  things  in  heaven,  by  making  peace  through  his  blood,  shed  on  the  cross.  (Colossians 
1:15-20) 

The  question  for  you  and  for  me  today  is  not  whether  Christ  is  the  cornerstone.  That  he 
most  surely  is.  All  the  universe — from  the  mighty  supernova  in  the  farthest  galaxy  to 
the  tiniest  subatomic  particles — everything  that  exists  finds  its  meaning  and  fulfilment 
in  him.  The  question  which  confronts  you  and  me  this  afternoon  is  whether  Christ  is  the 
cornerstone  of  your  life,  the  foundation  upon  which  you  build.  Will  you  come  to  him  as 
your  Lord  and  Master?  Will  you  trust  him  as  your  only  hope  of  salvation?  Will  you  be 
built  into  him,  to  share  in  a  living  relationship  with  him  day  by  day?  As  Christ  put  it  to 
Peter  so  many  centuries  ago,  so  he  puts  it  to  you  today:  “Who  do  you  say  the  Son  of 
Man  is?” 

Perhaps  you  would  like  to  make  a  commitment  to  Christ  as  the  cornerstone  of  your  life 
today.  Perhaps  you  might  want  to  renew  a  commitment  you  made  years  ago.  If  so,  then 
I  would  invite  you  to  say  this  prayer  with  me: 

Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Son  of  the  living  God, 

I  come  to  you  now 

and  ask  you  to  be  the  cornerstone  of  my  life. 

I  take  your  work  to  be  my  rule  of  life; 

I  put  my  trust  in  you  as  my  only  salvation; 

I  open  my  life  to  your  daily  presence; 

and  now  I  commit  myself — 
mind,  body  and  spirit — 

to  you  as  my  Lord  and  Saviour. 

This  I  do  freely,  fully  and  for  ever.  Amen.

Even  in  the  midst  of  these  recessionary  times  we  are  living  in  an  era  when  our  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  physical  universe  is  beyond  the  imagination  of  our  fathers  and  growing  at  an 
unprecedented  rate.  Goods  and  services,  including  the  technical  means  of  communica¬ 
tion,  are  potentially  available  throughout  the  world.  Yet  we  daily  read  in  our  newspa¬ 
pers,  and  see,  and  hear  on  television  of  their  inequitable  distribution. 

On  a  world  scale  we  have  become  familiar  with  nations  and  parts  of  nations  previously 
unknown  to  most  of  us.  Unfortunately  much  of  the  news  has  not  been  for  achievements 
of  which  everyone  can  be  proud  but  rather  of  war  and  strife.  Similarly,  in  our  own 
country  crime  appears  to  continue  to  increase. 

These  perceptions  may  only  be  due  to  the  relatively  recent  advent  of  electronic  and 
satellite  communications  enabling  us  to  see  events  as  they  occur  on  the  other  side  of  the 
globe,  indeed  on  Jupiter  and  beyond,  while  Signal  Hill  in  St.  John’s,  Newfoundland, 
commemorates  that  first  transatlantic  radio  message  made  only  in  1901.  Or,  the  percep¬ 
tions  may  be  due  to  the  increasing  number  of  people  on  this  earth  and  in  our  country.  A 
recent  newspaper  article  indicated  that  it  took  from  the  beginning  of  time  until  1800  for 
the  world’s  population  to  grow  to  1  billion.  In  1930,  only  130  years  later  it  had  doubled 
to  2  billion,  and  doubled  again  in  1975,  45  years  later.  It  is  estimated  that  our  planet’s 
population  will  reach  6  billion  people  by  1997. 

In  our  own  country,  the  population  growth  is  centred  around  metropolitan  areas  with  its 
attendant  problems. 
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“What  has  this  to  do  with  Freemasonry?”  I  mention  it  because  I  believe  that 
Freemasons  have  a  unique  opportunity  to  help  resolve  the  problems  facing  humanity  by 
setting  an  example  as  each  endeavours  to  live  Freemasonry.  With  population  increasing 
and  the  facility  of  communication  and  travel  bringing  our  various  cultures  together, 
Freemasons,  who  believe  in  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  have 
much  to  give  as  they  have  in  the  past. 

If  Freemasonry,  with  its  many  branches,  is  to  provide  an  example  in  keeping  with  our 
principles,  we  must  strive  even  harder  to  work  together  to  ensure  all  its  branches  are 
strong.  There  is  evidence  that  this  is  occurring.  For  example,  concordant  bodies  were 
represented  in  the  hall  outside  the  annual  communication  of  our  Grand  Lodge  in 
Toronto  last  year. 

Craft  Masonry  with  its  three  degrees  is  the  foundation  of  our  art.  The  Scottish  Rite 
acknowledges  this  as  “it  recognizes  the  supremacy  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  Grand 
Lodges  over  the  first  three  degrees  of  Masonry”  and  “holds  that  no  degree  has  a  higher 
value  than  that  of  Master  Mason”.  It  is  essential  then,  that  for  our  Scottish  Rite  bodies 
to  be  strong  and  vibrant,  the  craft  lodges  must  also  be  strong  and  vibrant.  It  is  in  our  self 
interest  that  we  support  them  in  their  efforts  of  renewal. 

I  know  there  are  those  within  craft  Masonry  who  feel  and  are  critical  that  some  mem¬ 
bers  work  within  the  Rite  and/or  other  concordant  bodies  to  the  exclusion  of  the  craft. 
However,  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  craft  Masonry  does  not  fully  satisfy  the  needs 
of  every  member  within  its  portals.  Our  degrees  facilitate  and  expand  the  interpretation 
of  Masonry’s  principles  and  teachings  as  well  as  the  opportunities  for  fellowship  and 
brotherhood.  Without  these  higher  degrees,  there  are  some  members  who  would  be  lost 
to  the  craft  completely. 

If  Freemasonry  is  to  fulfil  its  mission  in  this  world,  there  is  a  need  to  attract  and  retain 
good  men  into  our  lodges  and  ensure  their  growth  in  Masonry.  Our  beloved  Scottish 
Rite  has  an  important  and  significant  role  in  fulfilling  this  need.  As  the  governing  body 
in  Canada,  the  Supreme  Council  33°,  has  responsibility  for  continued  leadership  in  that 
role  through  its  subordinate  bodies. 

May  we  be  successful  in  rekindling  the  spirit  of  Masonry  in  our  members  so  that  broth¬ 
erly  love,  relief,  and  truth  are  not  just  principles  referred  to  in  a  lecture  but  contagious 
forces  for  good  in  our  communities  as  we  strive  to  live  them. 

I  trust  I  speak  for  the  Class  of  1994,  when  I  again  thank  the  Supreme  Council  33°  for 
the  honour  and  privilege  of  being  coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors-General  33°,  recog¬ 
nizing  that  with  it  goes  the  responsibility  of  rededicating  ourselves  to  living  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  Freemasonry  through  our  work  in  our  subordinate  bodies,  the  craft  lodges,  and 
particularly  in  our  communities  and  families.

Each  Jurisdiction  is  seeking  ways 
to  further  enhance  the  long  standing  relationship  for  the  well-being  of  Freemasonry,  in 
our  respective  countries.  Freemasonry  and  the  Scottish  Rite  have  a  great  role  to  play  in 
the  life  of  our  members,  the  life  of  our  society,  the  life  of  our  countries.  I  look  forward 
to  working  closely  with  you  now  and  in  the  future,  even  as  we  have  done  in  the  past.  I 
hope  we  will  be  even  more  aggressive  in  seeking  opportunities  for  mutual  understand¬ 
ing  and  enrichment.  The  future  of  Freemasonry  and  the  Scottish  Rite  is  in  our  hands  and 
the  time  to  move  forward  is  now.  It  is  a  great  honour  to  be  with  you  and  to  bring  you 
fraternal  greetings  from  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction.  Thank  you.” 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented,  to  the  SGC,  Ill.*.  Bro  .‘.Parvis  Yeganegi,  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  Iran-in-Exile. 

SGC  Lawer  said  what  a  great  pleasure  it  was  to  welcome  him  once  again,  although  this 
was  not  his  first  visit.  He  extended  warm  fraternal  greetings  to  him  and  to  his  Council. 
Bro.  Lawer  informed  the  brethren  that  Bro.  Yaganegi  is  a  resident  of  Canada,  making 
his  home  in  Vancouver.  Bro.  Lawer  asked  the  SGC  to  say  a  few  words. 

SGC  Yaganegi  said  that  it  was  a  pleasure  for  him  to  bring  greetings  from  the  brethren 
of  Scottish  Rite  of  Iran-in-Exile  and  its  Supreme  Council.  “I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
living  in  the  very  beautiful  city  of  Vancouver  for  the  past  15  years,  during  that  time  I 
have  had  a  very  close  relationship  with  the  SGC  of  Canada,  while  I  haven’t  been 
present  at  many  of  your  Annual  Meetings,  it  is  not  for  lack  of  interest,  but  pressure  of 
duties  of  my  own  Supreme  Council  and  also  limited  resources.  To  give  you  a  very  brief 
outline  of  the  history  of  the  Iranian  Scottish  Rite,  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Iran  was  officially 
instituted  in  1970  by  the  Supreme  Councils  of  France,  Belgium  and  the  Netherlands. 
The  Scottish  Rite  prospered  under  the  leadership  of  its  SGC,  Dr.  Hunan,  built  its  own 
temple,  and  formulated  its  own  degrees.  The  Scottish  Rite  was  in  amity  with  22 
Supreme  Councils.  Unfortunately,  in  1979,  the  chaotic  conditions  in  Iran  brought  the 
bodies  ot  the  Scottish  Rite  to  a  standstill.  In  1984,  under  the  auspices  of  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iran  was  re-instated.  In  July  of  1988,  the  Supreme 
Council  ot  Iran  was  officially  reactivated  by  SGC  Paul  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  and  with  two  eminent  members  of  that  Supreme 
Council,  PSGC  Stanley  Maxwell  and  assistant  to  the  SGC  Stanley  Baxter,  as  well  as 
two  ot  your  members,  then  SGC  Bennett  and  LGC  Bourne,  in  an  official  Session,  and 
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full  ceremony  in  the  presence  of  SGC's  of  France  and  of  Belgium,  and  representatives 
of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  and  the  Netherlands. 

Since  that  date,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction,  we  have  had  two  regular  meetings  in  the  Masonic  Temple  in  Boston.  We 
have  conferred  degrees  on  the  youth  residing  outside  of  Iran,  who  are  showing  great 
interest.  Although  few  in  numbers,  they  are  very  strong  in  belief.  Our  brethren  come 
from  all  over  North  America,  Europe,  and  one  from  Japan,  and  have  come  to  our  meet¬ 
ings  at  their  own  expense  twice  a  year. 

I  thank  you  for  allowing  me  to  give  you  a  brief  history  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Iran- 
in-Exile.  Before  concluding,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  Canadians  for  welcoming  me  and 
my  family  to  your  beautiful  country,  and  to  you  Bro.  Lawer,  for  your  very  valued 
friendship  of  these  many  years.  To  the  brethren  of  the  Valley  of  Halifax,  thank  you  for 
your  warm  and  generous  hospitality.  It  is  a  pleasure  being  with  you". 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented,  to  the  SGC,  SGC  Jean  Pierre  Grenier  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Switzerland,  and  an  Honorary  member  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

SGC  Lawer:  “Ill/.  Bro  .'.Grenier,  what  a  pleasure  it  is  for  me  to  welcome  you  once 
again  to  this  our  120th  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  We  have  been  friends  for  many 
years,  travelling  far  and  wide  together.  We  are  so  pleased  you  found  time  to  be  here  as 
you  are  so  busy  preparing  for  the  forthcoming  International  Conference  in  Lausanne, 
Switzerland  in  May  of  next  year.  Would  you  favour  us  with  a  few  words?" 

“Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer,  peers  and  brethren,  thank  you  for  your  kind 
reception  and  your  warm  hospitality.  You  make  me  feel  so  very  much  at  home  in 
Halifax  and  I  extend  warm  fraternal  greeting  from  the  brethren  of  Switzerland,  who  are 
eager  to  meet  and  greet  you  in  Lausanne  May  28-31  next  year.  Bro.  Lawer,  you 
couldn’t  have  chosen  a  better  place  for  your  Session  this  year  than  Halifax,  for  each  of 
you  can  train  on  the  up  and  down  streets,  similar  to  those  in  Lausanne.  Thank  you.” 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented,  to  the  SGC,  Most  Excellent  Companion  Cyril  J. 
Collicott,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nova 
Scotia. 

SGC  Lawer  said  what  a  pleasure  and  privilege  it  was  to  welcome  the  Most  Excellent 
Companion,  to  the  Scottish  Rite.  “As  you  know  many  of  us  are  happy  to  be  privileged 
to  be  members  of  the  York  Rite.  Excellent  Sir,  I  was  a  little  confused  when  you  entered 
as  I  did  not  know  how  to  address  you,  in  Ontario  you  would  be  the  Grand  First 
Principal,  not  the  High  Priest,  but  here  in  Nova  Scotia  you  follow  the  more  ancient  tra¬ 
dition  originated  in  England,  and  followed  in  the  United  States.  It  is  so  wonderful  to 
have  you  here.  Would  you  bring  greetings  from  your  Grand  Chapter?" 

“Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  distinguished  Brethren.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  and  an 
honour  for  me  to  bring  greetings  from  the  1600  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  ol  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  I  extend  my  sincere  congratula¬ 
tions  to  the  newly-coroneted  members  and  wish  them  continued  success  in  their  tuture 
Masonic  endeavours.  On  behalf  of  my  wife.  Heather,  and  myself,  we  extend  thanks  tor 
the  hospitality  and  friendship  extended  to  us  since  we  arrived  here,  and  we  look  forward 
to  your  banquet  this  evening,  which  will  be  a  fitting  climax  to  a  most  wonderful  and 
very  successful  120th  Annual  Session." 
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Grand  Marshal  Greer  introduced  and  presented,  to  the  SGC,  Most  Eminent  Knight 
Gordon  H.  Stuart,  33°,  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  the 
United  Order  of  Malta  and  the  Temple. 

SGC:  “Ill Bro/. Gordon,  I'm  not  going  to  use  your  title.  We  have  travelled  so  much 
together,  I  followed  you  in  office.  Its  a  pleasure  for  me  to  welcome  you  on  behalf  of  the 
members  of  Supreme  Council  to  this  120th  Annual  Session.  You  have  contributed  so 
much  to  Masonry  and  you  have  added  lustre  to  each  office  you  have  held.  I  extend  my 
hand  and  welcome  you  most  sincerely,  and  ask  that  you  favour  us  with  a  few  words.” 

“Ill.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  distinguished  Guests,  Brethren  all.  It’s  an  honour 
for  me  to  bring  to  you  official  greetings  from  the  officers  and  members  of  Sovereign 
Great  Priory  of  Canada,  and  all  the  knights  of  the  Order  of  the  Temple.  It  is  a  thrill  for 
me  to  be  with  you  today,  for  I  have  valued  your  friendship  for  many  years  and  the  warm 
relations  that  have  existed  between  these  two  great  organizations.  I  have  been  so 
pleased  to  be  with  you  to  attempt  to  co-ordinate  the  meeting  date  of  our  two  bodies.  No 
one  said  it  would  be  easy,  and  it  hasn't,  but  we  are  making  progress.  I'm  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  greeting  you  when  I  convene  my  meetings  in  a  few  weeks  time.  I’m  looking 
forward  to  hearing  your  reports  and  the  progress  your  organization  has  made  during  the 
past  year.  You  have  given  three  years  of  dedicated  service  to  Supreme  Council  and  I 
congratulate  you  for  carrying  on  the  great  Masonic  humanitarian  endevours  of  the 
Scottish  Rite.  Thank  you  for  inviting  me  to  join  you  here  in  Halifax.” 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented,  to  the  SGC,  Most  Ill.  Knight  Companion  Hugh  M. 
Dunlop,  Grand  Sovereign  of  The  Masonic  and  Military  Order  of  Knights  of  the  Red 
Cross  of  Constantine. 

SGC:  “I  bid  you  a  very  warm  welcome,  Hugh.  We  have  travelled  together  so  very 
much,  I  as  one  of  your  Junior  Officers.  I  hope  to  join  you  shortly  at  the  Grand  Imperial 
Conclave,  in  Toronto.  You  are  a  member  of  our  Supreme  Council  and  we  are  happy  you 
are  here  to  share  your  wisdom  with  us.  You  have  been  an  outstanding  leader  during 
your  term  of  office,  as  the  head  of  another  very  important  concordant  body,  the  Grand 
Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada.  I,  like  you,  are  departing  from  officer,  but  it  has  been  a 
delight  for  me  to  have  shared  this  time  in  officer  with  you.  I  welcome  you  as  a  brother 
and  a  close  personal  friend.” 

“Ul.‘.  Bro/.Lawer,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.  Brethren  and  Visitors.  It  is  a  plea¬ 
sure  to  be  with  you  on  this  your  120th  Annual  Session.  It  is  a  privilege  and  an  honour  to 
bring  you  greetings  from  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada,  the  Masonic  and 
Military  Order  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine  Knights  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  and  St. 
John  the  Evangelist.  Thank  you  for  all  your  courtesies  and  your  kind  hospitality  on  this 
occasion.  It's  great  to  be  a  Mason.  Did  you  ever  wonder  how  many  friends  you  would 
not  have  met  had  you  not  been  a  member  of  our  Masonic  order.  It  is  a  privilege  and  an 
honour  and  with  all  this  privilege  there  is  a  responsibility.

On  your  retirement,  I  wish  to  you  and  your  lady,  that  great  health  and  happiness  be  your 
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richest  blessing,  and  may  you  enjoy  many  years  of  the  friendship  that  you  have  created 
during  your  term  of  office.  Thank  you.” 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented  Sir.  Ainslie  Hart,  Potentate,  Philae  Temple 
A.A.O.N.M.S. 

SGC  Lawer,  in  welcoming  Bro.  Hart,  said  that  he  had  had  the  pleasure  of  having  dinner 
with  the  Imperial  Potentate  in  Toronto  several  weeks  ago.  He  asked  Bro.  Hart,  to  bring 
greetings  today  from  his  Nobles,  who  we  know  have  done  so  much  to  extend  the  great 
hand  of  charity  to  our  brethren  who  are  less  fortunate  than  ourselves.  He  welcomed  him 
on  behalf  of  all  brother  Masons,  and  the  Scottish  Rite. 

“Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  fellow  Brethren  and  guests:  On  behalf  of  the  Divan  and 
the  Nobles  of  Philae  Temple,  I  extend  a  warm  welcome  to  the  Supreme  Council’s  120th 
Annual  Session,  in  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia.  We  hope  you  will  have  an  enjoyable  stay  with 
us.,  and  take  many  fond  memories  back  to  your  respective  homes,  and  cherish  them  in 
the  years  to  come.  Time  has  come,  as  we  prepare  ourselves  to  enter  the  next  century,  to 
pool  our  efforts  and  address  that  mammoth  problem  facing  all  our  bodies  in  our  great 
fraternity — Membership.  We  must  take  the  job  at  hand  and  do  what  is  expected  of  us. 
We,  as  the  leaders  of  our  respective  bodies,  must  join  together  now  and  put  our  action 
plan  in  place  immediately.  I  have  just  returned  from  the  Imperial  Session  in  Denver, 
Colorado,  where  the  nobility  voted  unanimously  to  maintain  Masonry  as  the  perquisite 
for  joining  the  Shrine.  I  also  know,  that  the  Divan  met  in  Dallas,  Texas  recently  and 
have  prepared  a  paper  to  be  presented  at  the  Grand  Masters  Conference  to  be  held  in 
Fargo,  North  Dakota,  in  February  next  year.  As  we  look  at  the  great  world  around  us 
and  see  the  drastic  changes  that  have  occurred  in  the  past  decade  we  too  must  make 
some  drastic  changes  to  meet  our  needs  if  we  are  to  survive  into  the  21st  century.  I  do 
not  believe  a  man  today  is  in  anyway  less  a  man  than  our  forefathers  were  a  century 
ago.  Its  just  the  demands  and  life  styles  that  have  changed.  I  do  not  think  that  the  princi¬ 
pals  and  goals  should  be  changed,  but  the  methods  of  achieving  them  should  be  over¬ 
hauled.  Talking  with  the  brethren  here  in  Halifax  this  week,  I  learned  that  we  are  all 
working  to  achieve  these  changes.  We  must  communicate  with  one  another  to  get  it  all 
together,  so  that  we  are  moving  in  the  same  direction.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
may  I  express  my  thanks  on  behalf  of  Lady  Sharon  and  myself  for  your  courtesies  and 
your  hospitality  shown  to  us  during  this  outstanding  120th  Session  of  Supreme  Council. 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented,  to  the  SGC,  Bro.  David  Hatt,  32°,  the  Most 
Worshipful,  The  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia,  A.F.  &  A.M. 

SGC  Lawer:  “Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  what  a  pleasure  to  welcome  the  very  pin¬ 
nacle  of  Masons.  Please,  accept  the  gavel  and  address  the  brethren." 

“Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Illustrious  Brothers  All  —  Good  Morning: 

As  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Nova  Scotia,  I  welcome  you  to  this  seaside  resort  and 
trust  that  your  executive  sessions  have  shown  direction  and  your  general  sessions,  now 
taking  place,  achieve  progress  for  your  Supreme  Council.  The  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  has  long  displayed  an  important  pattern  in  the  tapestry  of  Freemasonry 
here.  It  is  a  source  of  assurance  to  me,  in  the  office  I  hold,  that  so  many  Ill.  Bros,  ot 
considerable  achievement  in  your  Rite,  continue  to  render  yeoman  service  to  their  Blue 
Lodges  and  this  Grand  Lodge  in  important  offices.  Ot  special  note  is  the  contribution 
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made  to  the  craft  by  Right  Worshipful  Harold  Crosby  (as  he  is  here  known)  the  Grand 
Treasurer  of  our  Grand  Lodge.  Decreasing  numbers  in  membership  are  not  necessarily 
accompanied  by  a  lowering  of  expenses.  We  are  experiencing  this  phenomenon,  and 
count  ourselves  fortunate  that  we  have  Brother  Harold  “keeping  the  books.” 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia  is  a  Supreme  and  Sovereign  Masonic  authority,  exec¬ 
utive,  legislative,  and  judicial,  and  is  subject  only  to  the  Ancient  Landmarks  and  to  such 
limitations  as  it  may  impose  upon  itself  or  are  imposed  by  the  law  of  the  land.”

10.  The  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine 

1 1 .  The  Universal  Craftsmen,  Council  of  Engineers 

12.  The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star 

Recognition  has  also  now  been  extended  to  Prince  Hall  Masonry.  The  members  are  of 
the  conviction  that  this  last  recognition  is  proper,  fair,  and  just  and  one  which  required 
confirmation,  notwithstanding  that  which  may  prove  to  be  the  attitude  of  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions  with  which  this  Grand  Lodge  has  had  close  relations. 

The  inclusion  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  has  permitted  us  to  receive  a  Sister  of  the 
Grand  Family  of  that  Order  at  our  latest  Grand  Lodge  Communications. 

With  the  assistance  of  our  Brothers  also  of  Scottish  Rite  membership,  the  lodges  in 
Nova  Scotia  will  continue  to  provide  candidates  of  skill  and  dedication  to  your  Rite  in 
the  years  to  come. 

I  hope  you  often,  for  guidance  and  understanding,  harken  back  to  your  Masonic  roots. 
Particularly,  when  you  encounter  a  situation  when  a  brother  may  need  encouragement 
to  retain  his  membership,  or  when  a  demitted  brother  may  contemplate  returning  to  the 
craft,  and  especially  if  you  find  yourself  in  the  company  of  men  of  good  spirit  who  may 
well  benefit  from  inclusion  of  this  great  fraternity.  Please,  my  Illustrious  Brothers,  give 
them  encouragement. 

Thank  you  indeed,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  for  the  kind  invitation  to  attend  here 
on  this  and  previous  occasions.  I  am  enjoying  myself  and  am  most  pleased  that  you 
chose  my  native  province  for  these  very  important  Sessions  of  the  Supreme  Council  33° 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada.” 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented,  to  the  SGC,  the  Mayor  of  Nova  Scotia,  but  noted  that 
he  was  sure  that  was  an  error,  and  corrected  it  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Halifax, 
Moria  Ducharne. 
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SGC  Lawer:  "May  I  extend  a  very  warm  welcome  to  you.  Your  Worship.  We  are 
pleased  to  be  meeting  in  your  beautiful  city  and  province.  Your  people  have  been  most 
hospitable  to  us.  Would  you  favour  us  with  a  few  words?” 

“Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  gentlemen.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  welcome  you  on 
behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Halifax.  Our  Premier  has  long  had  the  notion  of  amalgamating 
several  cities  around  Halifax,  but  1  had  no  idea  that  Halifax  was  to  encompass  the  whole 
province. 

Your  fraternity  is  playing  a  big  role  in  Halifax  this  week.  Halagonians  like  company, 
and  we  welcome  you  with  open  arms.  1  came  here  from  Scotland  in  1968,  so  this  accent 
is  not  put  on  for  your  benefit  today.  The  name  Ducharne  is  Quebecois.  Scotland  and 
France  have  long  had  a  close  relationship  so  I'm  just  carrying  on  that  close  relationship. 

Halifax  has  many  old  traditions.  The  Prince  who  came  here  found  this  city  was  a  stick¬ 
ler  for  punctuality,  so  he  instituted  the  sounding  of  the  cannon  at  noon  each  day  so  that 
Halagonians  could  adjust  their  clocks  and  watches. 

We  are  still  working — some  Halagonians  would  deny  that — in  the  oldest  City  Hall  in 
Canada,  built  in  1888.  It  is  separated  by  the  beautiful  parade  square  from  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  so  that  church  and  state  are  joined.  The  soldiers  from  their  barracks  on  Citadel 
Hill  would  parade  there  before  attending  church  service. 

We  are  pleased  that  one  of  our  own  is  to  be  installed  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
tomorrow,  and  we  congratulate  Harold  Crosby,  and  extend  the  congratulations  of  the 
citizens  of  Halifax  to  him  and  wish,  for  him,  good  health  to  enjoy  a  successful  term  of 
office.  Come  and  visit  us  at  City  Hall,  and  enjoy  your  stay  in  Halifax.  Thank  you.” 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented  the  Hon.  Allan  Mitchell,  member  of  House  Assembly 
in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia. 

The  SGC  said  that  it  was  a  pleasure,  on  behalf  of  the  officers,  members,  and  guests  of 
Supreme  Council,  to  welcome  him  personally  and  in  his  capacity  as  representative  of 
the  Government  of  Nova  Scotia.  He  noted  that  many  of  our  members  present  are  from 
this  beautiful  province,  while  others  of  us  are  not  so  fortunate.  We  would  be  pleased  to 
receive  your  greetings. 

Mr.  Mitchell:  “Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  distinguished  guests,  and  delegates:  I 
bring  greetings  from  our  Premiere  the  Hon.  John  Savage,  and  he  extends  his  welcome. 
Unfortunately  he  had  another  commitment  and  was  unable  to  be  present  today. 

I  understand  that  there  are  guests  present  from  other  countries,  both  on  this  continent 
and  overseas.  To  them  I  extend  a  special  welcome.  Freemasonry  continues  here 
throughout  Canada  and  the  world  as  the  oldest  of  Fraternal  Orders.  With  the  wide¬ 
spread  riches  of  traditions,  Freemasons  have  distinguished  themselves  in  a  variety  ot 
occupations  and  in  many  distinguished  leadership  capacities.  I  was  pleased  to  read  that 
Freemasonry  evolved  from  the  guild  of  craftsmen  in  the  middle  ages.  My  great-great¬ 
grandfather  was  a  stonemason,  but  not  a  Freemason.  My  father  is  a  Freemason  and 
takes  great  pride  in  that  achievement. 
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I  am  also  pleased  to  read  that  the  Charitable  Foundation  is  directing  its  funds  towards 
research  into  the  cause  of  alzheimers  disease.  My  mother  had  that  debilitating  disease 
and  my  brother  has  just  been  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  it.  I  commend  you  on  your 
activities  in  this  regard.  I  am  looking  forward  to  attending  your  Foundation  Luncheon 
and  hearing  your  guest  speakers  who  are  working  in  the  field  of  mental  retardation  and 
alzheimers  disease. 

We  are  so  pleased  that  a  Halagonian,  Harold  Crosby,  will  be  installed  as  your  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  tomorrow.  I  hope,  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Nova  Scotia,  that 
Supreme  Council  and  the  Fraternity  will  continue  to  flourish.  Thank  you.” 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented  the  Hon.  J.  James  Kinley,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Nova 
Scotia. 

SGC:  “Your  Honour,  it  is  a  pleasure  and  an  honour  to  greet  you  and  receive  you  at  this 
our  120th  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  watching  you  on  television 
several  weeks  ago  when  you  received  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  into  your  Province. 
I  have  been  looking  forward  to  being  able  to  meet  you  at  this  time.  Thank  you  very 
much  for  coming.

Peers  and  Brethren:  It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I,  along  with  my  two 
associates,  MWS  Bro.  Roy  Lively  (Keith  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix),  and  C-in-C 
Bro.  Ian  MacRae  (Nova  Scotia  Consistory),  represented  by  Bro.  Dick  Pentland,  extend 
the  welcome  of  the  Valley  of  Halifax  to  all  of  you.  I  want  to  thank  Ill.’. Bro.’. Phil 
Raymond  and  his  committee  for  the  superb  job  they  have  done  in  organizing  this 
Supreme  Council  Session.  To  you,  Bro.  Raymond,  a  very  hearty  “WELL  DONE”. 

Our  city  is  rich  in  beauty  and  its  history  captivating.  We  hope  there  will  be  time  for  you 
to  see,  and  enjoy,  some  of  our  memorable  sites.  Nova  Scotians  are  known  for  their  hos¬ 
pitality  and  we  sincerely  hope  the  weather  will  continue  to  cooperate,  to  make  your  visit 
more  enjoyable.  Many  nicknames  have  been  used  to  describe  the  people  of  Nova 
Scotia — one  of  the  more  colourful  is  “Bluenoser”,  derived  from  the  famous  schooner

the  first  time  the  honourary  title  “Bluenoser”.  I  hope  the  memories  you  carry  back  with 
you  will  be  pleasant  ones,  have  a  save  journey  home,  and  please  come  back  and  visit  us 
again”. 

SGC  Lawer  asked  SGC  Ralston  (Northern  Jurisdiction)  to  meet  with  him  on  the  level.

David  Kruger  (GSG,  Sourthern  Jurisdiction)  would  join 
him  on  the  level.  “Ill .’.  Bro.’.  David  Kruger,  you  have  been  with  us  on  so  many  occa¬ 
sions.  You  are  a  close  personal  friend,  you  have  shown  so  many  kindness  to  me  and 
other  members  of  this  Council  when  we  visited  Washington.  David,  it  is  a  pleasure,  on 
behalf  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  to  also  make  you  an  honorary  member  ot  this 
Council.  I  hope  this  comes  as  a  surprise  to  you  this  morning.  It's  not  the  first  time  we 
have  honoured  a  Grand  Secretary-General,  we  did  honour  one  of  your  predecessors  just 
a  few  years  ago,  1906.  So  David,  you  see  how  special  you  are  to  us.  Accept  this  certifi¬ 
cate  of  your  honour  and  the  decoration”. 
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Bro.  Kruger:  “Thank  you  SGC,  and  my  very  beloved  brethren  of  Supreme  Council  of 
Canada.  The  hospitality  of  the  members  of  the  Canadian  Scottish  Rite  is  legendary,  has 
been  a  great  source  of  pride  for  me.  My  predecessor,  Bro.  Ted  Weber,  spoke  often  to 
me  of  the  wonderful  Canadian  people.  The  warm  affection  and  brotherly  love  can  not 
be  surpassed  anywhere  in  the  world.  Or  the  marvellous  leadership  this  Council  has 
shown  whereever  its  officers  and  brethren  visit.  Thank  you  Bro.  Lawer  and  your 
Council”. 

SGC  Lawer  called  for  the  Roll  of  Grand  Representatives  near  this  Supreme  Council  of 
the  Supreme  Councils  in  Amity  and  National  Grand  Lodges  in  Amity  with  this  Supreme 
Council,  all  of  whom  were  welcomed  by  the  SGC. 

SGC  Lawer  called  upon  Ill .'.  Bro  .*.  N.  Richard  Richards  to  respond  on  behalf  of  the 
Grand  Representatives  as  presented  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

Bro.  Richards:  “Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  guests  my  brethren:  It  is  indeed  a  privi¬ 
lege  to  respond  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Representatives.  As  the  Grand  Secretary-General 
read  the  list  of  Representatives,  one  is  really  very  impressed  by  the  number  of  our 
brethren  that  are  on  the  world’s  stage  of  Masonry. 

As  I  stand  here,  I  can  not  but  remember  the  charge  in  the  North  East  Angle  of  the 
Lodge,  when  we  are  reminded  of  the  tenents  and  principals  of  our  craft  lodge — brother¬ 
ly  love,  relief  and  truth — and  the  universality  of  Masonry.  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  has 
provided  us  with  the  opportunity  to  intensify  and  enlarge  our  commitment  to  those  basic 
tenents.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  we  are  so  very  proud  to  serve  as  Grand 
Representatives  to  other  jurisdictions.  On  a  personal  note  it  is  of  particular  pleasure  for 
me  to  have  the  opportunity  to  reply.  I  represent  Switzerland  and  as  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  that  country,  Ill.'. Bro.'. Pierre  Grenier,  is  with  us  today,  I  hope  before 
our  Session  ends  I  will  have  an  opportunity  to  chat  with  him. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  as  your  Grand  Representatives  we  are  so  very  proud  of 
the  leadership  you  have  given  to  this  Council,  not  only  during  your  past  term,  but  for 
many  years  before.  Sir,  we  commit  ourselves  to  further  service  as  your  representative  in 
the  office  to  which  we  have  been  appointed.  Thank  you”. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Richards  for  his  very  kind  remarks. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer  delivered  his  Allocution. 
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ALLOCUTION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

It  is  for  me  a  most  moving  experience  to  deliver  my  Allocution  as  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  in  this  historic  capital  of  Nova  Scotia,  one  of  the  three  original  colonies 
which  confederated  in  1867  to  form  a  dominion  which,  like  our  beloved  order,  would 
come  in  time  to  stretch  from  sea  to  sea. 

Halifax,  which  for  two  and  a  half  centuries  has  stood  as  guardian  of  the  freedom  of  the 
Northwest  Atlantic,  has  a  Masonic  history  unequalled  by  any  other  city  in  Canada. 

The  city  was  founded  by  a  Mason,  Major,  later  Lieutenant  General,  The  Honorable 
Edward  Cornwallis,  uncle  of  Charles,  Lord  Cornwallis,  who  led  the  British  forces  in  the 
American  Revolutionary  War. 

Here  in  Halifax,  Worshipful  Brother  Edward  Cornwallis  established  on  July  19,  1750, 
the  First  Lodge  and  became  its  first  Master.  Now  known  as  St.  Andrew’s  Lodge  No.  1, 
G.R.N.S.,  it  boasts  a  continuous  history  as  the  oldest  craft  lodge  in  the  British 
Commonwealth  Overseas. 

Dispensation  to  found  the  lodge  was  granted  by  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  for  Nova 
Scotia,  Major  Erasmus  James  Philipps,  who  had  founded  the  first  lodge  in  the  colony  at 
Annapolis  Royal  in  1738,  and  who  himself  lies  buried  in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery  here  in 
Halifax. 

The  Vesper  Service  will  be  especially  memorable  this  year  as  we  will  be  worshipping  in 
St.  Paul's  Anglican  Church,  the  only  building  that  remains  from  the  founding  of  the  city 
in  1749.  The  first  Masonic  church  service  held  in  Canada  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  on  June 
24,  1751. 

The  body  of  Charles  Inglis,  first  Anglican  bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  is  buried  beneath  the 
chancel.  His  see,  when  he  was  appointed  in  1787,  extended  as  far  west  as  Detroit.  Some 
years  earlier  when  he  was  serving  as  acting  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York,  he 
prayed  for  King  George  III  soon  after  the  Declaration  of  Independence  in  1776 — and 
with  George  Washington  sitting  in  the  front  pew.  In  recounting  the  incident  later,  the 
bishop  wrote  that  a  rebel  general  “left  word  that  ‘General  Washington  would  be  at 
Church,  and  would  be  glad  if  the  violent  Prayers  for  the  King  and  Royal  Family  were  omit¬ 
ted.'  This  message  was  brought  to  me,  and  as  you  may  suppose  I  paid  no  regard  to  it." 

As  an  aside,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  Edward  Cornwallis'  twin  brother,  Frederick, 
became  a  cleric  and  rose  to  serve  as  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  1 768- 1781. 

So  it  is  we  have  come  to  Halifax,  today  a  bustling  metropolis  whose  modern  skyscrap¬ 
ers  almost  hide  the  Old  Town  Clock  on  Citadel  Hill,  ordered  by  Prince  Edward,  Duke 
of  Kent,  grandfather  of  Queen  Victoria,  Halifax  Commander-in-Chiet  from  1794  to 
1800.  Perhaps  en  route  from  the  airport  we  will  cross  from  Dartmouth  into  Halifax  on 
the  A.  Murray  MacKay  bridge  named  in  honour  of  the  former  chairman  ot  the  Halitax- 
Dartmouth  Bridge  Commission,  and  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°,  ot  our 
Supreme  Council. 
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In  any  event,  we  were  bidden  last  year  to  come  by  a  town  crier  who  has  now  metamor¬ 
phosed  into  Ill Bro.\ Phillip  Raymond,  33°,  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council  and 
General  Chairman  of  this  120th  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  I  know  that  he 
and  his  committee  members  have  spared  no  effort  to  insure  the  success  of  this  year’s 
session,  and  we  will  be  the  fortunate  beneficiaries  of  all  their  endeavours. 

NECROLOGY 

Again  this  past  year  the  Angel  of  Death  has  been  abroad  throughout  the  land  and  has 
summoned  from  us  those  who  we  have  loved  dearly  and  respected  highly. 

It  is  natural  and  fitting  that  we  mourn  our  loss.  Yet  for  them  we  remember  that  it  is  only 
by  passing  through  the  frowning  gates  of  death  that  they  could  see  beyond  to  the  light 
perpetual  of  eternal  life. 


LUCILLE  GREER 

Death  came  suddenly  and  frightfully  to  Lucille  Greer  when  she  was  run  down  and 
struck  by  a  motorcyclist  on  October  29,  1993.  Wife  of  Ill .*. Bro.\ R.  Eldon  Greer,  33°, 
Grand  Marshal  of  Supreme  Council,  she  had  been  an  inspiration  to  our  brother  and  their 
children  and  an  adornment  to  her  church  and  community.  Her  radiant  smile  and  charm¬ 
ing  personality  will  be  remembered  always  and  be  sorely  missed  by  all  who  were  privi¬ 
leged  to  know  her.  We  mourn  most  deeply  the  loss  we  have  all  sustained  by  her  passing 
from  us.  To  Ill  .*. Bro.‘. Greer  we  extend  our  sincerest  fraternal  condolences. 

ILL  A  BRO .'.  LLOYD  GEORGE  MILLER,  33° 

Ill  .*.  Bro.'.  Miller,  33°,  bore  his  cross  of  prolonged  illness  with  great  patience  for  several 
years,  and  death,  when  it  came  on  Good  Friday,  April  1,  1994,  must  have  seemed  to 
him  a  blessed  relief.  I  personally  felt  a  great  loss  in  his  passing  for  our  fraternal  friend¬ 
ship  spanned  a  quarter  of  a  century,  dating  from  the  years  when  he  and  I  were  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Registrars  of  our  respective  Bodies.  In  1975,  we  were  crowned  together 
as  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General.  From  1982  to  1987,  he  served  as  Grand 
Marshal  of  Supreme  Council.  During  the  years  of  his  Active  membership,  and  to  the 
extent  his  failing  health  permitted  during  his  retirement  to  Past  Active  rank,  Supreme 
Council  was  the  beneficiary  of  his  extensive  experience  and  wise  counsel.  I  personally 
will  remember  always  his  gracious  hospitality  and  many  kindnesses  to  me  on  the  six 
occasions  I  made  my  annual  visits  as  Deputy  for  Ontario  to  the  Valley  of  North  Bay. 

ILL . .  BRO .'.  ALLAN  LORNE  MACKA Y,  33° 

On  Friday,  May  13,  1994,  Ill.'. Bro. '.The  Very  Reverend  Dr.  A.  Lome  Mackay,  33°, 
Past  Grand  Prior  of  Supreme  Council  passed  into  the  nearer  presence  of  God.  His  was  a 
life  of  devotion  to  his  Creator  and  of  service  to  God’s  children.  No  one  who  heard  him 
will  ever  forget  the  kindness,  the  compassion  and  the  wisdom  spoken  in  such  a  melliflu¬ 
ous  voice.

PERMISSIONS  AND  DISPENSATIONS 

Ill Bro.’.  James  Allan  Forde  received  the  15°,  16°  and  17°  in  Delta  Chapter  ot  Rose 
Croix  on  March  27,  1993.  Bro.  Forde  visits  Florida  every  winter  on  business  and  on 
vacation.  He  sought  permission  to  receive  the  18°  in  the  Valley  of  Tampa  on  March  31, 
1994.  Ill  .‘.Bro. '.Thomas  W.  S.  Band,  33°,  suggested  he  might  be  better  advised  to  wait 
until  he  had  the  opportunity  to  receive  the  degree  in  the  Valley  ol  Calgary. 
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I  agreed  with  Ill Bro.\ Band  and  suggested  further  that  it  might  be  possible  for  Bro. 
Forde  to  receive  the  18°  in  another  Canadian  valley  at  a  time  when  he  would  be  in  the 
country. 

In  refusing  Bro.  Forde’ s  request,  I  noted  that  there  is  no  provision  in  our  Statutes,  nor 
any  concordat  between  our  Supreme  Council  and  any  other  Supreme  Council,  which 
permits  the  conferral  of  courtesy  degrees. 

RULINGS 

III Bro.'. Norman  C.  Smith,  a  resident  of  White  Rock,  British  Columbia,  winters  in 
Florida  for  some  six  months  each  year.  While  there  he  joined  Freemasonry  and  subse¬ 
quently  received  the  Scottish  Rite  degrees  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  in  the 
Valley  of  Tampa. 

He  then  affiliated  with  a  craft  lodge  in  White  Rock,  and  sought  admission  by  way  of 
visitation  and  affiliation  with  Fraser  Valley  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Langley,  British 
Columbia.  The  Valley  refused  to  admit  him. 

In  1992  I  ruled,  and  my  ruling  was  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Council  at  its  Annual 
Session  that  year,  that  Article  73  of  the  Statutes  of  Supreme  Council  was  to  be  strictly 
enforced,  and  that  any  Mason  who  received  degrees  in  contravention  of  the  Article  was 
not  to  be  recognized  in  this  jurisdiction  as  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite,  and  was  precluded  from  admission,  whether  as  a  visitor  or  otherwise,  to 
any  Constituent  Body  owing  allegiance  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

It  was  on  the  authority  of  this  ruling  that  the  valley  denied  admission  to  Bro.  Smith.  I 
ruled  that  the  valley  was  right  in  doing  so,  and  that  the  ruling  of  1992  was  applicable  to 
Bro.  Smith  even  though  he  had  affiliated  with  a  craft  lodge  in  British  Columbia  after  he 
had  joined  the  Valley  of  Tampa. 

Ill  .7  Bro Scott  Bukovac,  is  a  member  of  Blue  Mountain  craft  lodge  in  British 
Columbia.  In  the  spring  of  1992,  shortly  after  receiving  his  Master  Mason  degree,  he 
inquired  of  the  Valley  of  Vancouver  whether  it  would  be  possible  for  him  to  join  the 
Scottish  Rite  and,  in  particular,  whether  he  could  do  so  in  Japan  where  he  would  be 
going  in  late  August  1992  to  reside  and  to  work  for  a  period  of  at  least  a  year. 

He  was  told  apparently  that  he  might  encounter  some  difficulty  because  of  residency 
requirements  of  the  Orient  of  Japan  and  Korea,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A. 

Upon  his  arrival  in  Japan,  Bro.  Bukovac  learned  that  the  Orient  would  be  conferring 
degrees  in  Tokyo  in  mid-October.  He  was  assured  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Orient  that  he 
met  their  residency  requirements  since  he  was  then  actually  residing  there  and  intended 
to  continue  to  do  so  for  an  extended  period,  he  was  working,  paying  taxes  and  con¬ 
tributing  economically  to  the  community.  It  would  seem,  indeed,  that  he  in  fact  had  no 
other  residence  than  where  he  was  then  residing  in  Tokushima,  some  600  kilometres 
from  Tokyo. 

However,  before  travelling  to  Tokyo,  he  took  the  precaution  of  telephoning  both  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Valley  of  Vancouver  and 
received  assurance  that  if  he  received  the  degrees  in  Tokyo,  he  would  be  able  to  affiliate 
with  the  Vancouver  Bodies  if  and  when  he  resumed  residence  in  Canada. 
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Bro.  Bukovac  then  received  in  Tokyo  the  compulsory  degrees  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  from  the  4°  to  32°.  He  reported  enthusiastically  his  progress  to  the  Valley 
of  Vancouver  and  enquired  the  process  for  affiliating  upon  his  return  to  Canada.  In 
reply,  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  valley  wrote  to  him  on  November  27,  1992,  “In 
October  ot  this  year,  the  SGC  tor  Canada  visited  our  Vancouver  Bodies.  He  advised 
that  he  had  issued  a  decree  to  the  effect  that  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite  taken  outside 
Canada  will  not  be  recognized  in  the  future  in  Canada.” 

Quite  simply  this  was  not  the  ruling  adopted  by  Supreme  Council  as  referred  to  above. 
However,  the  Grand  Secretary  advised  Bro.  Bukovac  he  would  ask  the  Deputy  for 
British  Columbia  to  apply  to  me  for  a  ruling  or  interpretation. 

When  I  received  the  request,  I  sought  the  advice  of  all  the  other  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation.  I  agree  with  their  unanimous 
advice  to  me  and  rule  that  Bro.  Bukovac  is  entitled  to  apply  for  affiliation  in  Constituent 
Bodies  owing  allegiance  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Recognizing  Bro.  Bukovac’s  interest  in  the  Scottish  Rite,  I  have  no  doubt  that  when  he 
does  affiliate,  he  will  lose  no  time  in  witnessing  the  conferral  and  imbibing  the  lessons 
in  the  intermediate  degrees,  including  those  which  are  compulsory  in  accordance  with 
Article  88  of  the  Statutes  of  our  Supreme  Council. 

Ill.'. Bro.’. Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and 
Legislation,  has  recommended  to  me  that  it  might  prove  of  assistance  in  considering  sit¬ 
uations  such  as  the  foregoing  if  the  Statutes  were  to  contain  a  definition  of  “permanent 
residence”.  I  think,  with  respect,  that  the  suggestion  is  a  good  one,  and  I,  in  turn,  would 
recommend  that  the  Committee  consider  the  wording  of  a  definition  for  submission  as 
an  amendment  for  consideration  at  the  1995  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council. 

I  respectfully  request  that  my  Rulings  with  respect  to  Bros.  Smith  and  Bukovac,  namely 
that 

(1)  Article  73  of  the  Statutes  of  Supreme  Council  is  still  applicable  to  a  brother 
who  contravenes  its  provisions  even  though  he  subsequently  affiliates  with  a 
craft  lodge  in  Canada;  and, 

(2)  Article  73  of  the  Statutes  of  Supreme  Council  is  not  applicable  to  a  brother 
who  while  permanently  resident  in  a  foreign  Jurisdiction  receives  degrees  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  conferred  in  such  Jurisdiction  and  subsequently  returns  to 
resume  permanent  residence  in  Canada. 

ORDER  OF  DEMOLAY 

Ill .'.  Bro.’.  Gerald  A.  Chaulk,  33°,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on  DeMolay  will 
present  the  Committee’s  report  later  in  this  Annual  Session. 

I  do  not  wish  to  anticipate  what  he  will  report.  I  do  want  to  thank  the  Committee  lor 
their  efforts. 

I  want  also  to  offer  my  congratulations  to  the  Order  on  the  75th  Anniversary  they  are 
celebrating  this  year  in  recognition  of  the  founding  of  the  Order  by  111 .'.  Bro.'.  Frank  S. 
Land,  33°,  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  in  1919. 
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Once  again,  I  was  pleased  to  attend  the  Frank  S.  Land  Breakfast  during  the  Conferences 
of  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Secretaries  of  North  America  at  Crystal  City,  Virginia,  on 
February  22.  This  year  the  Breakfast  was  hosted  by  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  and 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  Scottish  Rite  and  by  the  Rani  Ghar  Grotto. 

I  was  very  privileged  to  be  made  an  Associate  Member  of  New  Brunswick  DeMolay 
and,  during  my  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Moncton  on  May  7,  to  witness  an  outstand¬ 
ing  presentation  by  Phil  Drader-Coronation  Chapter,  and  to  be  the  recipient  of  a  hand¬ 
some  plaque  in  recognition  of  my  visit. 

THE  SUPREME  COUNCILLOR 

Once  again  this  year,  I  congratulate  Ill.'.Bro/.R.  Eldon  Greer,  33°,  and  his  Committee 
on  the  production  of  a  most  interesting,  illustrated  issue  of  The  Supreme  Councillor. 

The  issue,  Edition  No.  47  was  published  in  November  1993,  and,  in  particular,  commu¬ 
nicated  to  all  members  of  the  Rite  across  Canada,  a  synopsis  of  the  reports  and  events  of 
the  1993  Annual  Session  months  before  the  publication  of  the  official  Proceedings  of 

the  Session. 

Comparably  few  brethren  acquire  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Proceedings,  but  the  Supreme 
Councillor  is  delivered  to  every  member  in  every  valley.  Thus  every  Scottish  Rite 
Mason  in  Canada  has  the  opportunity  of  keeping  abreast  of  the  activities  of  the  Supreme 
Council  and  his  fellow  brethren  across  the  country. 

I  am  pleased  that  following  my  plea  at  the  1993  Annual  Session,  copies  of  the  Supreme 
Councillor  are  now  being  sent  also  to  Supreme  Councils  and  National  Grand  Lodges 
with  which  we  are  in  amity. 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION  OF  CANADA 

I  am  very  gratified  that  during  my  term  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  donations  to 
The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada  exceeded  $1.3  million.  In  particular, 
I  am  pleased  that  donations  this  year  were  the  highest  ever  in  the  history  of  the 
Foundation. 

The  President  of  the  Foundation,  Ill.*. Bro.\ Dr.  N.  Richard  Richards,  33°,  the  Vice- 
President,  Ill Bro.\  I.  Dale  Steeves,  33°,  the  other  officers,  the  Directors,  the  Members 
of  the  Awards  Committee,  the  Valley  Representatives,  and  of  Dr.  Marcia  Rioux  and  the 
staff  of  the  G.  Allan  Roeher  Institute,  are  all  to  be  thanked  for  the  many,  many  hours 
they  have  devoted  to  the  service  of  those  less  able  than  we  to  help  themselves.  We  are, 
indeed,  indebted  to  them  all. 

Sadly,  however,  I  note  that  in  each  of  the  three  years  just  past,  the  number  of  individual 
donors  has  declined  and  the  total  of  their  donations  has  decreased. 

Despite  the  admirable  efforts  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  team,  most  of 
our  brethren  seem  not  to  be  embracing  the  opportunity  of  practising  that  virtue  they 
once  professed  to  admire — at  least  not  in  their  lifetime. 
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Receipts  from  bequests  over  the  three  year  span  have  far  exceeded  donations  from  the 
living.  One  thinks  of  the  admonition  of  Almustafa  the  chosen  and  the  beloved,  “All  you 
have  shall  some  day  be  given.  Therefore  give  now,  that  the  season  of  giving  may  be 
yours  and  not  your  inheritors.” 

Remembering  Bacon’s  truism  that  in  charity  there  is  no  excess,  the  directors  of  the 
Foundation  are,  I  know,  well  aware  of  the  problem.  In  addition  to  publication  of  the 
Annual  Report,  The  Foundation  Newsletter,  continued  showing  of  the  video  “Finding 
the  Way”,  the  Blue  Envelope  appeal,  the  special  fund-raising  events  and  the  exhorta¬ 
tions  at  meetings,  the  directors  are  currently  working  on  a  number  of  new  initiatives 
which  will  be  presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Members  of  the  Foundation  in 
Halifax,  and  which,  I  am  confident,  will  result  in  an  increase  of  donors  and  donations. 

APPRECIATION 

How  can  I  adequately  thank  all  those  persons  who  have  been  so  kind  and  so  helpful 
throughout  the  past  year — and,  indeed,  through  all  three  years  I  have  been  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander? 

I  have  tried  to  express  appreciation  as  I  went  along,  but  I  always  thought  that  the 
expression,  at  least,  of  my  appreciation  fell  far  short  of  really  communicating  the  grati¬ 
tude  I  felt  in  my  heart.

I  pledge  my  support  to  my  successor,  and  wish 
for  him  that  his  term  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  will  be  as  happy  and  rewarding  to 
him  as  mine  has  been  to  me.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  Annual  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1994 
records  a  net  decrease  of  637  resulting  in  a  total  membership  of  30,1 12. 

Membership  in  our  Lodges  of  Perfection  decreased  by  636  or  2.1%,  the  Chapters  of 
Rose  Croix  decreased  by  571  or  2.1%  and  the  total  membership  of  the  Consistories 
decreased  by  541  or  2.3%. 

For  the  Fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1994,  the  following  amounts  totalling  $437,838  were 
received  and  remitted  to  the  Grand  Treasurer-General:

From  this  very  interesting  Session,  it  would  seem  that  our  focus  should  be  not  to  initiate 
our  21 -year-old  sons,  but  initiate  them  when  they  are  more  mature.  Our  society  is 
changing,  its  not  the  same  as  when  we  were  21.  Men’s  priorities  have  changed  and  we 
as  a  fraternal  organization  have  to  change  to  accommodate  these  changing  times. 

These  conferences  are  always  a  source  of  information.  The  marvellous  exchange  of 
ideas  is  always  useful.  This  year  we  were  fortunate  to  meet  and  chat  with 
Ill .’.  Bro.k Michael  Highan,  Grand  Secretary  of  The  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient, 
Free  &  Accepted  Masons  of  England.  I  believe  this  was  his  first  visit  to  one  of  these 
conferences.  He  was  very  well-received  and  brought  a  fund  of  knowledge  to  the 
Session.

Before  ending  this  report,  may  I  thank  most  sincerely  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  for  her 
dedicated  and  devoted  efforts  in  managing  so  efficiently  the  Supreme  Council  office. 
She  has  managed  to  keep  us  from  erring  on  so  many  occasions.  My  thanks  also  to  Mrs. 
Katie  B.  Benton  who  manages  the  details  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation 
and  assists  so  ably  with  so  many  other  office  routine  matters. 

To  all  the  Secretaries  and  Registrars  for  attending  so  quickly  to  all  the  demands  emanat¬ 
ing  from  this  office  my  thanks. 

Also,  my  appreciation  to  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  John  V.  Lawer  for  his  sup¬ 
port  during  the  year. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  our  Executive  Secretary,  Robert  G.  Wands,  who  is  a  very  diligent 
worker.  His  knowledge  and  expertise  with  computers  and  their  inner  workings  is 
invaluable.  Thanks  Bob.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  TREASURER-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Financial  Statements  and  Auditors’  Report  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1994,  which  will  be  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Session.  These 
Financial  Statements  constitute  both  a  general  and  a  detailed  report  of  all  revenues  and 
expenses  during  the  year  as  required  by  Article  28(c)  of  the  Statutes. 

The  net  value  of  all  assets  of  Supreme  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  con¬ 
sisting  of  cash  on  deposit,  investments  at  cost  together  with  amounts  receivable  or  pre¬ 
paid  at  June  30th  amounted  to  $1,278,519,  an  increase  of  $46,908  from  the  preceding 
year. 

Total  operating  revenue  of  $190,971  was  $17,622  less  and  operating  expenses  of 
$244,928  were  $66,903  more  than  those  of  the  previous  year.  As  a  result,  the  1994  fis¬ 
cal  year  produced  an  operating  deficit  of  $53,957  as  compared  to  an  operating  surplus 
of  $30,568  for  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  operating  results,  there  were  investment  income  and  capital  losses  of 
$100,865  compared  to  similar  income  of  $90,912  in  the  previous  year.  As  a  result,  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1994  shows  a  net  surplus  of  $46,908  compared  to  a  net  surplus  of 
$121,480  for  1993. 

I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Ill.  Bros.  John  I.  Carrick,  33°,  and  Robert  G.  Wands,  33°, 
for  their  invaluable  advice  and  assistance  during  the  year,  as  well  as  to  Ms.  Margaret  L. 
Tweedle  and  Katie  B.  Benton  who  have  served  us  so  well  in  our  office.

Your  Board  of  Trustees  is  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1994,  the  assets  under  its  charge  totalled  $1,278,519  as  compared  to 
$1,231,61  1  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The  details  are  shown  in  the  annual 
Financial  Statements. 
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During  the  year,  we  had  $192,000  in  securities  mature  or  were  called  for  redemption. 
Investments  of  these  and  additional  funds,  for  a  total  of  $272,615  were  made  in  various 
securities  to  produce  a  yield  of  7.13%.  The  details  of  securities  matured  and  purchased 
are  disclosed  in  the  Annual  Financial  Statements. 

All  securities  were  held  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  35(b)  of  the 
Statutes,  and  income  therefrom,  has  been  paid  to  Supreme  Council.

FOUNDATION  LUNCHEON 

The  Luncheon  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  was  held  in  the  Port  Royal  C 
&  D  Room  of  the  World  Trade  and  Convention  Centre,  with  Dr.  N.  Richard  Richards 
presiding. 

Dr.  Richards  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  asked  Rev.  William  Fairley  to  give  the 
Invocation.  All  enjoyed  a  very  delicious  lunch. 

Dr.  Richards  called  upon  the  Vice-President  of  the  Foundation,  I.  Dale  Steeves,  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  guest  speakers,  Dr.  Danquah  and  Mr.  Schofield.  Dr.  Danquah,  a  recipient  of 
one  of  the  major  grants  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation,  is  working  in  the 
clinical  psychology  programme  at  Dalhousie  University.  To  express  the  thrust  of  his 
research  simply,  it  is  to  assist  patients  with  non-verbal  skills  to  communicate.  He, 
together  with  Mr.  Schofield,  an  electronic  master,  have  developed  a  means  of  allowing 
these  patients  to  communicate  with  one  another.  A  brief  outline  of  their  methodology  is 
outlined  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Foundation.  Mr.  Schofield,  with  coloured  slides, 
outlined  their  procedure. 

Mr.  Jack  Butters,  the  Foundation  Representative  for  the  Charitable  Foundation  in 
Halifax,  had  the  pleasant  task  of  thanking  these  two  talented  researchers  in  the  field  of 
mental  retardation.  Each  has  contributed  so  much  to  make  the  lives  of  many  of  their 
patients  much  more  meaningful  and  enjoyable. 

Before  the  luncheon  meeting  concluded,  as  has  been  the  tradition  over  many  years,  Dr. 
Richards  was  the  delighted  recipient  of  over  $42,000.  to  the  capital  fund,  from  valleys 
across  Canada. 

Dr.  Richards  thanked  each  presenter  for  their  generosity  and  for  their  continued  concern 
for  the  growth  and  wellbeing  of  the  Foundation. 

Dr.  Richards,  as  he  adjourned  the  meeting,  said  the  Question  and  Answer  Period  of  the 
afternoon  session  would  convene  at  2:00  in  Port  Royal  Room  E  of  the  World  Trade  and 
Convention  Centre,  but  reminded  each  to  take  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Foundation  with  them  as  they  left  the  dining  room.

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FRIDAY  AFTERNOON,  SEPTEMBER  9,  1994 
GENERAL  SESSION 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer  resumed  labour  and  called  the  afternoon 
General  Session  to  order  at  2:00  p.m.  in  Port  Royal  Room  E  of  the  World  Trade  and 
Convention  Centre. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  it  has  become  a  tradition  of  the  afternoon  Session  of  Supreme 
Council  to  have  a  time  when  the  brethren  are  free  to  ask,  and  hopefully  get  answers  to, 
many  of  the  questions  that  have  been  bothering  them  over  the  years.  Bro.  Lawer  turned 
the  Question  &  Answer  Period  over  to  Bro.  I.  Dale  Steeves,  who  has  agreed  to  chair  this 
part  of  the  afternoon  Session. 

Bro.  Steeves  thanked  the  SGC  for  giving  him  the  opportunity  of  chairing  this  always- 
interesting  part  of  the  Supreme  Council  Session,  but  he  said  that  he  approached  this 
assignment  with  fear  and  trepidation.  He  recalls  a  statement  made  by  Bro.  Adoniram  in 
the  8°  when  he  said  it  is  not  by  my  ability  alone  but  will  you  assist  me.  I  can  now  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  task  before  me. 

Before  asking  for  any  questions,  Bro.  Steeves  made  a  provision  that  since  the  questions 
are  impromptu,  and  likewise  the  answers,  it  might  arise  that  the  brother’s  answer  might 
be  his  opinion  and  not  necessarily  be  completely  supported  by  the  board  of  Supreme 
Council.  Bro.  Steeves  said  he  would  do  his  very  best  to  clarify  any  of  these  abstruse 
questions  that  might  arise. 

Having  said  this,  Bro.  Steeves  opened  the  floor  for  questions  with  the  hope  that  it  would 
be  an  interesting  and  informative  afternoon.  Remembering  that  it  was  seven  or  eight 
years  ago  when  these  Sessions  began  under  the  aegis  of  PSGC  Bennett,  who  has  made 
an  excellent  contribution  fielding  and  answering  so  many  interesting  and  sometimes 
contentious  questions,  he  thanked  Bro.  Bennett  very  much. 

Bro.  Steeves  began  by  saying  that  letters  have  been  sent  by  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General  to  all  valleys,  asking  that  questions  be  submitted  so  that  definative  answers 
might  be  properly  prepared,  but  not  one  question  was  received.  It  would  seem  that  all 
questions  have  been  asked  in  previous  Sessions,  or,  each  brother  is  so  well  versed  in 
Masonic  traditions  that  there  are  no  question  to  ask. 

So  that  things  will  move  smoothly  we  have  microphones  around  the  room  and  we  have 
a  travelling  mike.  When  asking  a  question,  please  state  your  name,  valley  from  which 
you  hail,  and  state  your  question  so  that  we  can  keep  the  record  straight. 

Question:  Bro.  John  Storey,  Valley  of  Toronto 

Bro.  Storey  said  we  are  so  delighted  to  have  before  us  today  this  magnificent  Coat  of 
Arms.  My  question  is:  Has  any  thought  been  giving  to  producing  a  metal  plaque  or  pho¬ 
tographic  reproduction  of  the  Arms,  for  a  valley  or  an  individual  to  purchase?  I’m  sure 
many  would  like  to  display  it  in  there  homes,  and  also  it  might  be  a  source  of  funds  for 
the  foundation. 


Answer:  Bro.  John  V.  Lawer,  SGC 
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Thank  you  Bro.  Storey  for  your  very  interesting  question.  We  have  just  received  per¬ 
mission  from  the  Athabaska  Herald  and  the  Heraldic  Authority  of  Canada,  to  prepare 
copies  of  our  Coat  of  Arms.  Several  Deputies  have  asked  for  copies,  which  they  would 
present  to  valleys  on  their  visits.  At  this  time  no  thought  has  been  given  to  preparing  a 
plaque,  but  its  an  excellent  idea.  I  believe  the  GSG  will  pursue  this  idea,  with  a  view  to 
having  photographic  reproductions  and  plaques  available  to  the  valleys  and  brethren.  I 
hope  that  answers  you  query  Bro.  Storey. 

Bro.  John  A.  Bourne,  PSGC,  added  that  the  new  Coat  of  Arms  would  be  published  in 
the  Statutes  and  Regulation  when  it  is  reprinted.  Bro.  Lawer  explained  that  the  present 
description  and  picture  of  our  Arms,  granted  from  Lord  Lyon,  will  be  retained  and  our 
new  Coat  of  Arms  and  its  description,  presented  to  us  by  Athabaska  Herald  and  the 
Canadian  Heraldic  Authority,  registered  in  Canada  the  Grant  already  given  to  us  from 
Her  Majesty  and  Lord  Lyon  King  of  Arms,  in  Edinburgh. 

Bro.  Secretary  said  that  copies  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  will  be  made  available  to  anyone 
that  wishes  to  purchase  the  same,  at  a  nominal  price. 

Question:  Bro.  I.  Dale  Steeves 

We  have  heard  of  several  new  Supreme  Councils  being  formed  in  the  past  years.  What 
is  the  criteria  for  the  formation  of  such  Councils? 

Answer:  Bro.  C.  Fred  Kleinknecht,  SGC,  Southern  Jurisdiction 

Bro.  Steeves,  before  I  answer  that  question,  may  I  congratulate  all  the  new  Honorary 
33°  brethren  who  have  just  been  coroneted  yesterday.  I  would  like,  on  behalf  of  my 
Supreme  Council,  to  send  to  them  a  subscription  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Journal  for  two 
years.  Now,  if  I  were  chatting  to  new  33°  in  my  jurisdiction,  I  would  suggest  that  they 
remember  our  Foundation  in  their  wills  and  bequests,  and  remind  their  friends  of  this 
worthy  endeavour.  I’m  not  in  my  own  jurisdiction,  so  I  can’t  do  that,  but  take  it  under 
advisement  for  your  own  Foundation. 

As  to  the  question.  At  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  for  North  America,  held  yearly, 
there  is  a  Session  on  recognition  of  Grand  Lodges.  This  conference  recommends  that  a 
Grand  Lodge  be  recognized,  and  we  accept  that  as  a  regular  Grand  Lodge.  When  this 
occurs,  the  new  Grand  Lodge  writes  to  us  asking  us  to  form  Supreme  Councils.  We 
have  formed  Supreme  Councils  in  Portugal,  Rumania,  and  Poland.  First  we  initiate  the 
brethren  into  the  Scottish  Rite  and  then  we  form  a  Supreme  Council  and  install  their 
officers,  but  I  must  reiterate,  these  Councils  stemmed  from  brethren  of  regular  Grand 
Lodges.  We  invited  these  brethren  to  Washington,  where  they  received  their  33°  in  our 
presence  and  then  their  Supreme  Councils  were  formed. 

The  Supreme  Councils  in  Eastern  Europe  are  very  poor,  and  have  been  under  commu¬ 
nist  domination  for  forty-five  years.  They  are  in  a  quandary  as  to  what  to  do.  We  are 
attempting  to  give  them  guidance.  They  use  our  ritual,  but  each  Council  can  initiate 
their  brethren  according  to  their  own  standards.  This  is  the  method  we  have  used. 

Fraternal  relations,  many  feel,  is  a  hard  and  difficult  job,  but  it  really  is  not,  if  you  allow 
the  Grand  Lodges  to  carry  out  most  of  the  detailed  work,  and  that  is  how  we  have  dealt 
with  the  situation  in  Europe. 


FRIDAY  AFTERNOON,  SEPTEMBER  9,  1994 
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Several  years  ago  two  Grand  Masters  from  Columbia,  in  South  America,  came  to 
Washington  and  said  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Columbia  had  taken  it  upon  himself  to  form  another  Grand  Lodge,  and  these  two  Grand 
Masters  didn't  appreciate  this  development.  I  listened  to  their  presentation  but  replied 
that  they  should  return  to  Columbia  and  work  out  their  difficulties  in  their  own  country. 
That  occurred  five  years  ago,  and  nothing  had  happened,  so  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  suspended  relations  with  the  Supreme  Council  of  Columbia.  Just 
recently,  six  Grand  Masters  of  Grand  Lodges  in  Columbia — 1  believe  their  are  seven — 
came  to  Washington  and  asked  us  to  set  up  another  new  Supreme  Council.  My  Council 
was  in  a  dilemma  what  to  do.  After  some  soul  searching,  we  suggested  that  these 
Columbian  Masons  come  to  Panama  and  receive  their  Scottish  Rite  Degrees.  I  did  this 
with  full  backing  of  my  Council.  There  were  1 17  in  this  class  of  candidates  in  Panama 
City,  among  them  five  Grand  Masters.  They  came  to  Panama  at  their  own  expense,  and 
paid  the  initiation  fee  into  membership  in  the  Southern  Jurisdiction.  Then  they  wanted 
to  form  a  Supreme  Council. 

By  the  way,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  who  had  formed  his  own  Grand  Lodge, 
expelled  7  of  his  33°  members  from  the  Supreme  Council  of  Columbia.  These  seven 
were  without  a  Supreme  Council  with  which  to  belong. 

I  suggested  to  them  that  they  come  to  Washington,  and  we  would  confer  the  33°  upon 
each  of  them  again.  My  Council  was  in  accord.  They  did  come,  19  strong.  Then  from 
that  group,  a  new  Supreme  Council  of  Columbia  was  formed.  That  is  where  Columbia 
stands  now. 

To  complete  the  story,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Columbia,  formed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  ceased  to  be 
recognized  by  the  members  of  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  of  North  America.  My 
Council  does  not  view  this  as  a  problem,  but  an  opportunity  to  see  regularity  before  our 
eyes. 

Thank  you  Bro.  Steeves  for  permitting  me  to  respond  to  the  question. 

Bro.  Steeves  asked  SGC  Lawer  if  he  would  wish  to  add  some  comments  as  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  regarding  this  question. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  he  would  be  pleased  to  present  the  Canadian  position.  To  quote  from 
the  report  on  Fraternal  Relations  in  the  1993  proceedings,  page  1 13,  “Recognition  of 
Supreme  Councils  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada:  “In  view  of  the  foregoing  com¬ 
ments  regarding  recognition  of  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Czech  Republic  and  South 
Africa,  your  committee  believes  that  is  appropriate  for  it  to  note  formally  that  it  is  the 
established  practice  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  to  extend  recognition  only  at  an 
Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  after  receiving  the  report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  and  considering  the  committee’s  recommendations”. 

Later  today  I  will  present  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  ot  which  I 
am  its  Chairman,  and  we  will  deal  with  certain  recommendations  with  which  we  have 
already  dealt  in  Executive  Session,  specifically  with  regard  to  recognitions.  As  you  are 
aware,  each  Supreme  Council  is  completely  independent,  and  uses  the  criterion  which  it 
has  available  to  it,  to  make  any  decision  as  to  recognition.  It  does  not  necessary  follow 
that  if  one  Supreme  Council  should  recognize  another,  we  in  Canada  should  do  so  also. 
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But  one  principal  that  is  always  considered,  in  recognizing  a  Supreme  Council  in  anoth¬ 
er  jurisdiction,  is  whether  or  not  the  Scottish  Rite  in  that  jurisdiction  draws  its  member¬ 
ship  from  a  Grand  Lodge,  which  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  consider  to  be  regular,  and, 
basically,  if  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  have  not  recognized  it,  neither  will  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Canada. 

Later  on  this  afternoon  you  will  hear  specific  reference  made  to  such  cases  where  your 
committee  has  given  consideration  and,  as  a  result  of  the  actions  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in 
Canada,  we  have  refused  to  extend  recognition  to  Supreme  Councils. 

So,  it  is  not  necessarily  the  recognition  of  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  in  America, 
but  recognition  by  Canadian  Grand  Lodges,  which  our  Supreme  Council  may  or  may 
not  extend  their  recognition,  but  the  basic  principal  is  that  the  Grand  Lodge  in  that  juris¬ 
diction  is  regular. 

Bro.  Steeves:  Thank  you  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Bro.  Steeves  added  that  he  has  a  personal  relationship  with  recognition  of  a  Supreme 
Council.  When  he  was  made  Grand  Representative  to  Brazil  several  years  ago,  his 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick  did  not  recognize  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Brazil.  Since 
that  time  each  now  recognizes  the  other. 

Bro.  Rutherford:  Bro.  Kleinknecht,  your  presentation  has  opened  a  window  for  me  to 
enter,  because  the  members  of  the  class  of  94,  from  Nova  Scotia,  wanted  to  present  pins 
to  each  of  the  candidates.  Your  words  give  that  opportunity  to  ask  the  class  to  stand  and 
receive  these  pins,  but  also,  it  might  give  them  the  opportunity  of  presenting  a  cheque  to 
the  president  of  the  foundation  Bro.  N.  R.  Richards. 

Question:  Bro.  Carman  Riggs,  Valley  of  Halifax 

Bro.  Chairman,  my  question  pertains  to  ritual  changes  which  have  been  discussed  at 
Supreme  Council  Session  and  passed,  but  the  details  have  not  been  included  in  a  new 
reprinting  of  the  rituals.  Is  it  permissible  for  lodges  to  implement  these  changes,  as  they 
are  valid  from  the  time  that  the  amendment  was  made,  in  our  lodges  immediately? 

Answer:  Bro.  Thomas  V.  Hannan,  Chairman  Rituals  Committee 

If  a  change  has  been  approved,  and  an  insert  hasn’t  been  issued  from  Supreme  Council 
office,  and  perhaps  a  complete  reprinting  of  this  ritual  is  not  in  the  offing,  my  answer 
would  be  for  you  to  implement  the  change  immediately. 

Question:  Bro.  Clayton 

Commenting  on  the  previous  discussion,  the  issuing  of  glued  inserts  for  the  rituals  is  a 
very  easy  way  to  keep  this  ritual  updated.  As  a  director  of  several  degrees  in  the  Valley 
of  Calgary,  I  have  problems  with  some  of  the  wording  in  these  rituals.  Who  should  I 
communicate  with  to  suggest  changes  or  modifications? 

Answer:  Bro.  I.  Dale  Steeves 

Bro.  Clayton,  you  could  write  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Rituals  Committee,  Bro.  Tom 
Hannan,  through  your  deputy,  or  through  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  in 
Hamilton.  The  address  for  your  deputy  and  the  secretary  are  in  the  proceedings. 
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Question:  Bro.  William  Vaughn,  Valley  of  Niagara  Falls. 

Pertaining  to  the  rituals  most  valleys  are  now  working.  Some  are  in  rather  poor  condi¬ 
tion.  When  can  we  expect  that  all  rituals  will  be  reprinted  and  received? 

Answer:  Bro.  Thomas  V.  Hannan,  Chairman  Rituals  Committee 

On  page  120  of  the  Proceedings  of  1993,  all  the  rituals  that  have  been  revised  are  listed, 
and  also,  on  the  docket  are  4  or  5  which  are  being  reprinted  at  the  present  time.  These 
are  presently  in  the  draft  stage.  If  the  rituals  you  have  are  well  worn,  perhaps  a  new 
revised  version  is  in  the  Supreme  Council  Office,  and  perhaps  you  should  contact  them 
in  this  regard.  The  price  of  a  new  copy  is  very  modest. 

Question:  Bro.  John  Storey,  Valley  of  Toronto 

My  question  is  in  regard  to  recognition.  Within  three  years,  Hong  Kong  will  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  government  of  Chinese  Communists.  I  understand  that  the  government  will 
permit  the  Scottish  Rite  to  operate.  There  are  chapters  of  the  Rose  Croix  there  now,  and 
brethren  have  received  their  30°,  31°,  32°  there  as  well.  There  are  very  few  33°  in  the 
orient.  When  I  came  to  Canada  from  Hong  Kong,  I  was  permitted  to  affiliate.  Perhaps 
we  should  be  taking  steps  now  to  prepare  for  the  time  when  more  brethren  will  be 
immigrating  from  Hong  Kong.  We  now  should  be  prepared  to  assist  them  in  becoming 
part  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada. 

Answer:  SGC  Lawer 

Bro.  Storey,  this  would  be  a  matter  for  consideration  by  the  members  of  the  Fraternal 
Relations  Committee.  The  brethren  to  whom  you  make  reference  are  members  of  the 
jurisdictions  of  England  &  Wales,  of  Scotland,  and  of  Ireland.  There  may  be  others  in 
Hong  Kong  who  hold  allegiances  to  jurisdictions  other  than  those  that  I  have  men¬ 
tioned.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  jurisdictions  represented? 

Bro.  Storey:  No,  I’m  not  aware  of  any,  but  having  said  that,  there  are,  in  China,  lodges 
operating  completely  independent  of  those  in  Hong  Kong,  i.e.  the  English  &  Welsh, 
Scottish,  and  perhaps  Irish  constitutions.  On  this  basis,  if  there  is  a  large  influx  of 
Chinese  Nationals  coming  into  Canada  at  this  time,  perhaps  this  subject  could  be 
addressed.  I  fully  understand  that  this  is  a  subject  for  the  Committee  on  Fraternal 
Relations,  with  which  to  deal. 

SGC:  We  should  all  be  thinking  in  terms  of  how  we  are  to  greet  these  “Brethren  ”.  I’ve 
already  met  a  number  of  Chinese  in  Toronto,  and  I  firmly  believe  there  will  be  a  further 
increase  in  the  future.  Since  Hong  Kong  is  a  British  Crown  Colony,  speaking  personally 
on  behalf  of  my  committee  and  with  the  permission  of  our  SGC-elect,  it  would  be 
appropriate  for  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  in  conjunction  with  the  Supreme 
Councils  of  England  &  Wales,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  to  discuss  this  situation  before  it 
does  become  critical.  It  might  be  appropriate  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  might 
be  the  body  to  deal  with  it,  since  all  these  people  are  indeed  British  subjects.  I  know,  as 
you  do  as  a  Trontonian,  that  there  are  in  the  city  300,000  Chinese  residents.  I  believe 
that  it  would  be  for  my  committee,  with  the  support  of  Bro.  Crosby,  to  tind  a  new  home 
for  these  brethren  with  us.  I’m  sure  this  will  come  to  fruition  with  our  tirm  resolve  and 
with  consultation  and  support  of  those  Supreme  Councils  already  mentioned. 
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Question:  Bro.  Douglas  Wilson,  North  Bay 

I  have  been  asked  that  after  a  brother  has  received  his  14°  or  18°  and  is  of  an  inquiring 
mind,  since  no  literature  is  presented  to  him  at  the  conclusion  of  these  degrees  by  the 
lodge  or  chapter,  where  could  he  secure  this  information. 

Answer:  Chairman  Steeves 

Such  material  could  be  obtained  through  the  lodge  of  research  in  London,  England, 
Quaturo  Coronati  Lodge,  27  Great  Queen  St.,  London,  England,  WC2B  5BB. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  added  that  perhaps  the  book  this  brother  is  seeking  is 
“The  Bridge  to  Light”  published  and  issued  by  the  Supreme  Council  Southern 
Jurisdiction.  Bro.  Secretary  said  it  is  an  excellent  publication,  covering  all  the  degrees, 
and  it  is  available  through  our  Supreme  Council  office  in  Hamilton. 

Question:  Bro.  Don  Masked,  Grand  Secretary,  Valley  of  Edmonton 

I’ve  been  very  interested  in  the  present  discussions.  In  Edmonton,  we  have  candidates 
who  are  usually  interested  in  the  work  they  have  heard,  but  hearing  it  once  it  is  hard  to 
retain  all  the  nuances  and  subtle  meaning  contained  in  the  beautiful  lectures.  I  may  be 
criticized  for  what  I  have  done,  but  so  many  of  the  candidates  have  asked  for  more 
information,  that  I  made  up  a  small  booklet  containing  the  lectures  in  several  degrees  of 
lodge  and  chapter,  and  sold  them  at  a  modest  sum  of  $10.00,  which  the  valley  donated 
to  the  Almoners  Fund  of  the  valley. 

Answer:  Bro.  C.  Edwin  Drew,  Valley  of  Toronto 

Chairman  Steeves  interjected:  Before  you  begin  Bro.  Drew,  I  would  like  to  introduce 
you  to  the  brethren  who  might  not  know  your  position  in  the  craft.  Brethren,  Bro.  C. 
Edwin  Drew,  The  Most  Worshipful,  The  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Bro.  Steeves,  thank  you  very  much  for  the  kind  gesture.  When  I  received  my  degrees  in 
the  Rite,  I  was  given  a  copy  of  Pikes  “Moral  and  Dogmas”,  which  I  read  slowly.  Later  I 
received  a  copy  of  a  Summary  of  Pikes  Moral  &  Dogma  by  PSGC  Henry  Clausen, 
which  I  found  much  easier  to  read  and  understand.  Written  in  modern  language  and 
well  illustrated.  I  believe  this  volume  is  still  available,  perhaps  SGC  Kleinknecht  would 
confirm  that  statement. 

SGC  Kleinknecht  did  reply  by  saying  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  has  withdrawn  Clausen’s  commentaries  as  an  official  publication  and 
replace  it  with  “Bridge  to  Light”.  I  might  say  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Prince  Hall 
Masonry  has  asked  and  received  permission  to  use  this  publication,  and  they  order  it  in 
quantities  of  50  volumes  at  a  time.  We  would  be  pleased  if  each  of  you  would  obtain  a 
copy  and  read  it.  The  price  is  nominal.  We  make  no  money  on  its  distribution.  In  the 
very  near  future  another  publication  will  be  issued  by  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  “Essays 
by  Pike”.  We  hope  it  will  be  as  successful  as  “Bridge  to  Light”. 

Bro.  Robert  Wands:  I  would  like  to  add  that  most  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  have  excel¬ 
lent  libraries  which  contain  extensive  sections  on  Scottish  Rite  Masonry.  If  you  make  a 
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request  to  any  of  them,  you  will  receive  a  volume  on  loan.  If  any  Bro.  wishes  a  copy  of 
“Bridge  to  Light"  it  can  be  obtained  through  our  Supreme  Council  office.  The  price  is 
approximately  $1 1.75,  varying  according  to  U.S.  exchange. 

Answer:  Bro.  John  Lawer 

Bro.  Steeves,  to  return  to  the  comments  that  Bro.  Masked  has  made  regarding  distribu¬ 
tion  of  lectures  of  our  degrees.  Speaking  now  as  a  brother  and  not  as  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  maybe  my  Council  might  not  agree  with  what  I  am  about  to  say.  I  com¬ 
mend  you  for  what  you  have  done.  If  a  brother  is  interested  enough  to  ask  for  that  Infor¬ 
mation  we  should  aid  him  in  his  search.  I  think  it  is  very  useful  to  a  person  who  is  really 
interested  in  this  message  contained  in  our  lectures  to  have  copies.  During  my  Masonic 
career  I  have  asked  for  copies  of  lectures  I’ve  heard  in  different  lodges  and  have  never 
been  refused  a  copy.  Today’s  society  needs  to  further  the  dissemination  of  the  Truths, 
and  High  Principals  mouthed  in  our  marvellous  lectures.  Well  done  Don. 

Bro.  Ken  Riggs,  Valley  of  Sarnia:  Several  people  have  requested  the  Supreme  Council 
Blazer  Crests  which  I  haven’t  been  able  to  supply  because  of  ill  health.  I  will  have  a 
new  supply  in  the  near  future  and  if  you  contact  GSG  John  Carrick  at  Supreme  Council 
office  he  will  have  the  price  and  availability. 

Question:  Bro.  Jim  Fowlie,  Valley  of  Calgary 

Recently  I  ordered  some  copies  of  a  “Manual  for  Officers”.  I  understand  it  is  out  of 
print.  Will  it  be  re-issued?

The  revision  to  the  Manual  has  just  been  approved  by  Supreme  Council  at  this  Session, 
so  we  hope  to  have  the  Manual  in  the  hands  of  all  valleys  by  the  spring.  We  are  sorry 
that  it  has  taken  so  long  to  complete  this  task. 

Question:  Bro.  John  I.  Carrick,  Hamilton 

Bro.  Steeves,  I  have  a  question  which  was  posed  to  the  Grand  Secretaries  at  their  con¬ 
ference  in  Washington  last  spring.  Its  not  a  question  which  I  feel  we  can  answer  here 
this  afternoon,  but  I  would  request  that  each  brother  listen  to  the  question,  cogitate,  and 
ask  the  brethren  in  his  respective  valley,  and  perhaps,  if  you  give  an  answer  to  your 
Deputy,  the  Deputies  can  present  a  consensus  of  opinions  at  our  Session  in  Kingston 
next  year. 

“Why  should  a  man  join  Freemasonry?  What  do  we  expect  of  the  new  member  when  he 
does  join?”  The  Grand  Secretaries  who  participated  in  the  discussion  wholeheartedly 
agreed  that  there  is  no  “pat”  answer  to  this  question.  However,  we  agreed  that  it  we 
evaluate  the  person  and  his  interest  in  Freemasonry,  then  the  question  can  be  answered. 
Each  Brother  at  the  conference  approached  the  question  “Why  join  Freemasonry?”  very 
seriously  and  the  moderator  stated  that  he  was  especially  thankful  for  their  active  partic¬ 
ipation.  They  selflessly  shared  personal  experiences  and  at  times  sensitive  information 
for  the  benefit  of  the  group. 

The  moderator  opened  the  Table  Topic  with  the  following  comments:  A  couple  of 
weeks  ago  while  having  lunch,  I  shared  a  table  with  a  stranger  in  a  downtown  food 
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kiosk.  This  young  man  took  note  of  my  Masonic  lapel  pin  which  prompted  his  question: 
WHY  WAS  I  A  MASON?  I  was  to  learn  this  young  family  man  was  a  chemical  engi¬ 
neer  and  after  a  very  interesting  conversation,  he  asked  two  questions:  Why  should  HE 
join  the  Freemasons?  And  What  is  expected  of  HIM,  should  HE  join  the  Freemasons? 

Bro.  Steeves:  Thank  you  Bro.  Secretary  for  a  very  timely  question.  Fm  sure  we  all  have 
our  own  individual  answers  to  that  question  and  Fm  sure  it  is  worthy  of  our  attention, 
consideration  and  worthy  of  our  explanation  to  other  individuals. 

Bro.  Kleinknecht  addressed  Bro.  Steeves:  I  have  been  conferring  with  my  brethren  and 
we  would  like  to  suggest  that  if  any  Brother  makes  a  $50.00  contribution  to  your 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation,  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction 
will  forward  a  complimentary  copy  of  “The  Bridge  to  Light”  to  each.  If  your  Grand 
Secretary-General  will  forward  those  names  to  me  I  will  have  those  books  forwarded  to 
each  Brother. 

Bro.  Steeves:  Thank  you  very  much  SGC  Kleinknecht.  That  is  a  very  generous  offer. 
Question:  Bro.  McLean,  Vancouver 

How  will  questions  asked  by  a  brother  during  the  year  be  answered? 

Answer:  Bro.  Steeves 

If  the  Deputy’s  answer  does  not  satisfy  the  brother,  it  would  be  sent  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  and  through  him  to  the  Advisory  Council  for  further  study. 

Bro.  Steeves,  on  behalf  of  Ill.’. Bro.'. N.  R.  Richards,  asked  those  brethren  who  are  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  to  meet  for  a  brief  meeting  in  the 
board  room. 

Bro.  Steeves:  SGC,  the  time  allotted  for  the  question  and  answer  period  has  expired.  I 
feel  it  has  been  interesting,  much  information  has  been  disseminated.  I  thank  each 
brother  who  has  participated. 

SGC:  Bro.  Steeves,  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  chairing  this  excellent  session.  The 
exchange  of  ideas  has  been  most  worthwhile.  I  can  remember  years  ago,  before  the 
question  and  answer  period  was  instituted,  the  Honorary  Members  felt  they  were  not  a 
part  of  the  Session,  as  they  were  not  allowed  to  participate.  Now  the  question  and 
answer  period  has  proven  to  be  a  worthwhile  learning  period.  We  have  asked  that  each 
of  you  submit  questions  that  bother  you  through  your  Deputy,  unfortunately  with  little 
success.  We  feel  that  if  we  could  review  these  questions  before  hand,  a  more  meaning¬ 
ful,  broader  answer  could  be  given.  We  are  not  trying  to  alter  the  spontaneity  of  the 
Session,  just  that  some  questions  need  to  be  researched  for  a  full  and  accurate  answer. 

The  SGC  resumed  the  chair  and  asked  Bro.  Stanley  Matheson  to  present  his  Report  on 
the  General  State  of  the  Rite. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Article  40(d)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  requires  that  we  “consider  throughout  the 
year  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  State  of  the  Rite  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  to  suggest 
programs  designed  to  stimulate  interest  of  the  Rite  and  to  report  to  this  Supreme 
Council  at  each  Annual  Meeting.” 

HIGHLIGHT 

This  past  year,  as  the  Allocution  attested,  Ill  ,\Bro.\  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  represented 
Supreme  Council  and  addressed  the  brethren  in  every  Province  in  Canada.  From  the 
valley  notices  and  Reports  of  the  Deputies,  the  visit  of  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  was  the  highlight  of  the  year.  Each  Deputy  reported  his  pleasure  in  accom¬ 
panying  him  to  lodges,  chapter  or  consistories,  where  members  were  attentive  to  and 
inspired  by  his  messages.  Ill Bro.\ Lawer  has  honored  Supreme  Council  in  his  term  as 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  as  his  illustrious  predecessors  have  done  through  the 
years. 

NOTICES  AND  REPORTS 

Again  this  year,  we  were  indebted  to  the  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  in  each  valley  for 
providing  us  with  regular  notices  and  newsletters.  One  of  our  members  said,  “It  is  a 
pleasure  to  serve  on  this  committee  and  to  receive  notices  from  across  Canada  to  see 
how  other  valleys  do  their  work  and  serve  their  members.”  The  regular  notices  had  one 
commonality  -  local  leadership  is  eager,  sensitive  and  concerned.  Time  after  time,  out¬ 
going  valley  leaders  acknowledged  that  their  year  as  TPGM,  MWS,  or  C-in-C  was  the 
year  they  will  remember  forever.  Many  present  at  this  session  will  recall  that  special 
year  in  office,  which  leads  to  the  observation  that  if  Scottish  Rite  has  any  problems,  the 
members  here  assembled  have  the  solution. 

The  Reports  of  the  Deputies  will  be  presented  in  full  in  the  Proceedings,  but  the  one 
message  which  these  reports  proclaimed  is  that,  in  the  valleys  across  Canada  the  work  is 
well  presented,  the  membership  is  enthusiastic,  and  the  leaders  are  dedicated  to  the 

preservation  and  well-being  of  the  Rite.

SERVICE  TO  OTHERS 

This  year  was  declared  by  the  United  Nations  as  the  Year  of  the  Family.  In  Canada  - 

-  There  are  over  6  million  families 

17%  of  the  families  are  described  as  one-parent  families 

-  Our  birth  rate  is  the  lowest  in  the  world 

-  There  is  an  increase  in  two  earner  couples,  especially  in  families  with  children 
under  16  years. 

The  need  for  service  was  never  greater.  This  is  fertile  ground  for  our  work  in  DeMolay. 
As  the  International  Order  of  DeMolay  celebrates  its  75th  anniversary,  your  committee 
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recognized  the  support  which  is  mounting  for  this  organization  in  aggressive  valleys 
across  Canada  as  was  reported  by  the  Chairman  of  our  Special  Committee.  In  Atlantic 
Canada,  the  plan  to  host  an  Atlantic  Provinces  Conclave  in  1996  should  be  an  incentive 
for  future  development.  In  Alberta,  craft  lodges  are  sponsoring  individual  chapters  of 
DeMolay  and  these  chapters  are  demonstrating  their  ability  at  special  Scottish  Rite 
meetings. 

Had  we  planned  to  celebrate  the  Year  of  the  Family  we  could  list  our  accomplishments 
but  instead,  we  commend  those  valleys  which,  in  the  normal  course  of  events  made 
worthwhile  contributions  to  families  in  the  past  year. 

The  Valley  of  Brandon  continued  to  operate  its  Masonic  “We  Care”  Cancer  Van, 
transporting  persons  to  clinics  and  to  the  treatment  centre  in  Winnipeg. 

Many  valleys  remembered  the  families  of  deceased  members  with  presentations 
at  Easter  and  Christmas,  when  the  brethren  made  personal  visits  on  behalf  of  the 
valley. 

There  was  an  interesting  note  in  the  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  notice.  The 
Almoner  was  appealing  for  funds.  It  is  good  to  see  that  the  fund  is  being  used  for 
the  intended  purpose  of  distributing  Masonic  charity. 

The  Valley  of  Sydney  donated  $5,000.  to  the  new  Victoria  County  Hospital  to 
assist  families  requiring  medical  attention  in  this  part  of  the  Province. 

The  Scottish  Rite  brethren  in  St.  John’s  continued  to  be  a  part  of  the  extended 
family  to  residents  in  nursing  home.  On  two  occasions  in  June,  they  were  hosts  to 
100  guests  each  evening. 

This  is  not  an  extensive  listing  of  worthwhile  activity  for  the  year  in  review,  rather  it  is 
a  sampling  of  what  was  done  to  alleviate  problems  as  they  were  recognized.  Perhaps,  in 
time  to  come,  we  will  follow  the  trend  of  endorsing  May  15th  as  the  International  Day 
of  the  Family  and  develop  appropriate  programs  to  mark  that  day. 

BRETHREN  REMEMBERED 

During  the  past  year,  each  valley  paid  tribute  to  brethren,  who  have  passed  through  the 
portals,  to  partake  of  that  far  better  life  which  must  survive  the  grave.  The  obituary  of 
each  Honorary  Member  of  Supreme  Council  who  died  during  this  year  will  be  printed 
in  the  Proceedings.  We  remember  these  faithful  brethren  with  deep  affection  and  extend 
our  sincere  sympathy  to  each  of  their  loved  ones. 

BRETHREN  HONORED 

Meanwhile,  many  brethren  were  recognized  for  50  and  60  years  of  service  with  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  jewels  and  bars  which  were  not  only  welcomed  by  the  recipients  but  the 
presentations  were  enjoyed  by  all  who  took  part. 

In  the  Valley  of  Calgary,  Ill  .'.Bro.\ Emery  Morter,  32°,  was  presented  with  his  70  year 
bar  on  May  18,  1994,  by  Ill Bro.\ Myron  Lusk,  33°,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alberta.  Bro.  Morter  celebrated  his  99th  birthday  on  May  20th. 

Again  this  year,  a  number  of  reunions  were  dedicated  to  brethren  in  recognition  of  their 
generous  contribution  of  time  and  talent  to  their  valley.  These  worthy  brethren  epito¬ 
mize  Scottish  Rite  and  we  commend  those  who  planned  this  recognition.  This  is  truly 
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an  important  acknowledgement  and,  it  follows,  that  the  planning  and  preparation 
require  care  and  attention  to  assure  that  the  desired  result  brings  pride  and  satisfaction 
to  the  member  and  the  membership.  When  it  is  done  well,  it  is  an  event  of  lasting  histor¬ 
ical  significance. 

We  also  note  with  pride  the  selection  and  election  of  Scottish  Rite  members  to  offices  in 
Grand  Lodges  from  coast  to  coast.  We  know  that  these  brethren  have  a  strong  commit¬ 
ment  to  Freemasonry  and  we  trust  that  their  term  of  office  will  stimulate  renewed  inter¬ 
est  in  their  respective  areas. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Each  Deputy  reported  another  drop  in  membership.  The  trend  which  has  been  apparent 
for  several  years  continues  unabated.  Some  valleys  proved  an  exception  to  the  rule  - 
Kingston,  Windsor,  and  Sudbury  retained  their  respective  membership  levels. 

The  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  began  the  year  with  3031  members.  They  held  two 
classes  and  enabled  54  candidates  to  receive  the  14°.  They  also  restored  30  members. 
However,  they  reported  87  deaths,  2  withdrawals  and  1  suspension,  so  that,  at  year  end, 
they  numbered  3025  members.  It  is  the  largest  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Canada  and  their 
accomplishment  this  year  warrants  recognition. 

The  Isle  Royale  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  in  Sydney,  N.S.,  completed  a  most  successful 
year  with  a  gain  of  15  members. 

Meanwhile,  consideration  has  been  given  to  member  revitalization  and  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  John 
W.  Lowry,  33°,  Deputy  for  Ontario,  reported  serving  on  a  joint  committee  entitled 
“Vision  2000”  for  this  purpose.  It  is  hoped  that  its  membership,  including  Grand  Lodge 
Officers  and  representatives  of  concordant  bodies,  will  be  able  to  report  favourably  with 
positive  suggestions  to  the  respective  bodies. 

In  British  Columbia,  Ill.*.  Bro. \N.  Malcolm  MacLean,  33°,  Deputy  for  that  Province,  is 
a  member  of  a  joint  committee  developed  in  a  “Work  Together”  attitude  which  is 
designed  to  capture  the  spirit  of  Masonry. 

In  Saskatchewan,  the  Provincial  Deputy’s  Meeting  continues  to  deal  with  matters 
affecting  Scottish  Rite  in  that  jurisdiction  and  this  year  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan  were  invited  and  attended. 

In  Halifax,  the  Deputy  for  the  three  easterly  Provinces,  met  with  the  members  of 
Supreme  Council  in  the  area  to  consider  subjects  of  importance  to  the  valleys  concerned. 

LEADERSHIP  TRAINING 

From  time  to  time,  reference  has  been  made  in  this  report  to  a  formalized  officer  train¬ 
ing  program,  to  be  held  at  a  convenient  dat,  following  installation.  The  recommended 
content  would  include  a  review  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  the  Manual  for 
Officers,  parliamentary  procedure,  and  the  appropriate  By-Laws.  Initially,  the  officers 
of  all  three  bodies  should  be  included,  and  the  training  designed  to  help  all  those  who 
aspire  to  lead  their  respective  bodies.  We  understand  the  Manual  for  Officers  is  present¬ 
ly  out  of  print  but  this  should  be  rectified  in  due  course. 
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ADMINISTRATION 

During  the  year,  we  were  pleased  to  note  a  number  of  administrative  improvements  as 
revealed  in  the  regular  notices  and  newsletters. 

Routine  business  is  being  handled  more  efficiently. 

More  bodies  are  opting  for  joint  installation  ceremonies. 

The  Valley  of  Guelph  is  rotating  business  meetings  throughout  the  various 
regional  locations. 

-  More  bodies  have  revised  their  By-Laws  to  improve  their  administration. 

Some  bodies  are  actively  seeking  new  quarters  to  control  the  hemorrhaging  of 
expense  for  present  facilities. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  number  of  valleys  now  using  a  single  application  for 
all  bodies  of  the  Rite. 

More  bodies  are  experimenting  with  Newsletters  to  maintain  contact  with  their 
members. 

NEWSLETTERS 

Respecting  newsletters,  there  were  two  items  of  particular  interest  which  appeared  in 
the  past  year  which  are  worthy  of  comment.  The  first  concerned  Jennifer  Stewart,  a 
Halifax  based  designer,  who  wrote  in  the  Glove  and  Mail,  November  24,  1993,  giving 
an  account  of  a  Masonic  funeral  service  for  her  grandfather,  who  lived  in  rural  Prince 
Edward  Island.  This  was  reprinted  in  the  Official  Communication  of  the  Valley  of 
Edmonton.  The  second  is  a  report  by  the  TPGM  in  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s,  NFLD,  to 
the  membership  on  the  “Progress  in  Research  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation.”  This  was  a  synoptic  report  on  an  address  delivered  by  Dr. 
Moxley-Haegert,  a  researcher  supported  by  the  Foundation,  who  practices  in  the 
Janeway  Hospital  in  St.  John’s. 

These  references  feature  individuals  who  have  had  recent  contact  with  Masonry  and  yet 
will  go  on  to  influence  many  more  people  in  their  lifetime.  These  references  point  to  the 
fact  that  our  actions  speak  louder  than  words.  We  may  never  know  how  much  has  been 
accomplished  but  because  Masonry  cares,  two  more  individuals  are  speaking  on  our 
behalf.  It  behooves  us  to  constantly  encourage  our  brethren  to  make  such  information 
public  and  the  newsletter  is  an  excellent  way  to  spread  the  news. 

FRATERNAL  VISITATIONS 

It  is  with  considerable  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  report  an  increase  in  the  inter-valley 
visitations.  We  note  that  the  Fraser  Lodge  of  Perfection  visited  the  Valley  of 
Bellingham,  Washington;  the  Edmonton  brethren  visited  Lacombe  to  present  the  12°  to 
the  brethren  of  the  Central  Alberta  Valley;  40  members  from  the  Valley  of  Windsor  vis¬ 
ited  brethren  in  Detroit,  and  the  Valley  of  Montreal  played  host  to  members  from  the 
Valley  of  Burlington,  Vermont,  and  the  Valley  of  Ottawa,  at  the  Hochelaga  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  We  also  noted  that  several  lodges  moved  their  meetings  to  accommodate 
their  brethren  resident  in  these  areas.  Maxwell  Lodge  of  Perfection  journeyed  from 
Fredericton,  N.B.,  to  Boisetown,  N.B.,  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection  travelled  to  St. 
Stephen,  N.B.,  to  see  the  Charlotte  County  members  confer  the  6°;  members  of  Victoria 
Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Halifax,  N.S.,  journeyed  to  Chester,  N.S.,  where  the  south  shore 
brethren  portrayed  the  8°,  and  the  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection  travelled  from 
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Sydney,  N.S.  to  Wycocogamagh,  NS.  to  share  an  evening  of  fellowship  with  the  many 
members  from  the  area. 

All  in  all,  these  experiences  are  valuable  in  bringing  people  together,  sharing  Masonic 
experiences,  observing  ritualistic  and  degree  work,  and  developing  durable  fraternal 
friendships. 

In  the  notice  from  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Lodge  of  Perfection,  we  read  the  following  mes¬ 
sage  from  our  late  Ill.’. Bro.\ W.  L.  Wright,  33°.  “Freemasonry  has  two  main  goals  for 
this  present  age,  as  in  fact,  for  every  age  -  the  development  of  character  and  the  realiza¬ 
tion  of  brotherhood.  It  is  the  genius  of  Masonry  to  take  our  philosophy  which  is  old, 
simple  and  universal  -  to  bring  men  together  and  made  them  friends. ..This  is  one  of  the 
great  purposes  of  our  fraternity  -  to  be  a  focus  of  fellowship  in  which  men  may  be 
brought  together  that  they  may  know  and  understand,  and,  therefore,  love  each  other.  It 
is  our  desire  to  make  friends  in  the  world;  bring  men  a  little  closer  together  so  that  each 
may  feel  the  heartbeat  of  the  other,  and  sit  down  together  and  learn  to  be  friends.”  This 
is  indeed  a  benefit  to  be  derived  from  fraternal  visitations  in  particular  and  Masonry  in 
general. 

SPECIAL  MENTION 

Your  committee  has  been  impressed  with  the  initiative  of  the  Southalta  Consistory  for 
inviting  Master  Masons  to  attend  their  exemplification  of  the  Scottish  Rite  3°.  Since 
1991,  they  have  worked  diligently  and  have  exemplified  each  of  the  first  three  degrees. 
Such  a  program  should  appeal  to  brethren  who  may  not  be  otherwise  involved. 

We  are  pleased  to  know  that  the  brethren  in  Niagara  Falls  are  preparing  for  the  125th 
Annual  Session  in  1999.  As  an  anniversary  project,  each  valley  might  review  its  annual 
program  to  exemplify  a  degree  or  degrees  previously  communicated. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past,  the  social  side  was  not  neglected.  The  Valley  of  London, 
Ontario,  appeared  to  have  the  most  extensive  social  program  with  seven  annual  events 
for  members  and,  on  many  occasions,  families  were  invited  and  involved. 

The  many  references  in  valley  notices  to  Vesper  Services,  Christmas  activities,  and  the 
Easter  Morning  Breakfast  sponsored  by  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  gave  witness  to  suc¬ 
cessful  events  that  served  to  bring  families  together  to  share  a  meaningful  time. 

The  November  Issue  of  the  Supreme  Councillor,  gave  excellent  coverage  to  the  Annual 
Session  in  Hamilton,  Ontario.  Ill.’.Bro.'.R.  Eldon  Greer,  33°,  is  commended  for  the 
content  of  this  publication.  In  this  regard,  we  appreciated  the  summary  of  our  1993 
Report  and  we  note  the  fact  that  the  Sudbury  Lodge  of  Perfection  saw  fit  to  reprint  a 
portion  of  it. 

CONCLUSION 

As  we  reflect  on  the  activity  reported  in  the  year  under  review,  we  should  ask  how  it 
related  to  the  precepts  and  objectives  of  Scottish  Rite  in  1994.  You  will  appreciate  the 
favourable  comment  on  our  present  leadership  at  all  levels,  believing  that  the  priceless 
and  enduring  heritage  passed  down  to  us  was  capably  cared  for  by  those  who  were 
properly  charge  with  its  protection. 
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We  heard  the  call  for  membership  growth  and  improved  attendance.  It  is  curious  to 
observe  the  present  day  preoccupation  with  peace,  security,  care  for  the  environment, 
human  rights,  equality,  personal  integrity  and  growth  -  all  subjects  which  have  interest¬ 
ed  Masonic  students  for  generations.  Masonry  has  long  recognized  the  validity  in  main¬ 
taining  values  which  are  considered  worthwhile  for  the  betterment  of  society.  This  year, 
the  new  members  who  joined  our  ranks  were  customarily  challenged  “to  judge  kindly, 
rationally  and  with  a  generous  heart”.  From  this  group  should  emerge  the  leaders  which 
could  make  Masonry  more  relevant  to  our  communities.  Meanwhile,  Reports  of 
Deputies  were  replete  with  examples  of  the  strong  fraternal  spirit  permeating  our  val¬ 
leys,  forming  a  base  for  the  development  of  relevant  and  dynamic  programs. 

In  our  planning,  we  frequently  find  that  the  objectives  so  carefully  considered  can  be 
illusive.  When  left  with  a  feeling  “that  something  more  could  be  done”,  we  have  cause 
for  disappointment  but  not  discouragement.  It  is  time  to  reflect  on  our  hopes  and  aspira¬ 
tions  and  to  bring  our  goals  into  a  sharper  focus.  This  is  the  process  which  leads  to 
renewed  determination  enabling  us  to  seek  imaginative  solutions  to  the  problematic 
challenges  facing  us  today. 

Finally,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  one  and  all  for  their  valuable  contribu¬ 
tion  in  helping  to  focus  on  the  outward  expression  of  our  prevailing  principles  through¬ 
out  the  current  year.

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  wishes  to  report  on  the  discharge  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  it  by  Article  40(c)  of  the  Statutes  of  Supreme 
Council  of  keeping  informed  with  respect  to  Fraternal  Relations  with  other  Supreme 
Council’s  and  Masonic  bodies  throughout  the  world  and  to  report  thereon  to  the 
Supreme  Council  at  each  annual  meeting. 

XII  Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the  Americas: 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Chile  hosted  the  XII  Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand 
Commanders  of  the  Americas  at  Santiago,  De  Chile,  November  24-28,  1993. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  represented  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  was 
elected  Second  Vice-President  of  the  conference,  and  authored  and  submitted  a  paper 
entitled  “Perspectives  of  Scottish  Freemasonry  in  the  21st  Century”. 

The  venue  for  the  Sessions  was  the  beautiful  and  impressive  Club  De  La  Republica. 
headquarters  of  both  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Chile  and  The  Scottish  Rite. 

Ill ,’.Bro.\ Victor  Hugo  Vasquez  Diaz,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  a  most 
gracious  host  and  able  chairman.  It  was  a  proud  moment  for  him  when  on  the  first  for¬ 
mal  day  of  the  meeting  he  was  privileged  to  welcome  His  Excellency  Patricio  Aylwin 
Azocar,  President  of  Chile,  and  to  invite  him  to  address  the  delegates.  The  President 
was  accompanied  by  The  Minister  of  External  Affairs  and  The  Minister  of  Agriculture.

He  is  the  very  exemplar 
of  a  Grand  Representative.  The  committee  wishes  to  express  to  him  on  behalf  of  The 
Supreme  Council  of  Canada  sincere  appreciation  for  all  the  kindnesses  and  courtesies 
extended  by  him  and  his  dear  wife.  Tele,  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  and 
his  wife,  Audrey,  throughout  the  conference. 

The  Charter  of  Santiago  issued  at  the  conclusion  of  the  conference  emphasized  the  need 
for  members  of  The  Scottish  Rite  to  study  again  the  great  principles  of  the  order  and 
then  to  apply  them  to  improve  the  condition  of  humankind,  with  particular  emphasis  on 
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the  young,  the  leaders  of  tomorrow,  so  that  every  person  may  develop  fully  his  potential 
in  a  society  which  is  in  a  state  of  constant  change.  In  practical  terms  ways  must  be 
found  to  combat  paramount  social  problems  of  our  time:  drugs,  delinquency,  terrorism, 
miserable  housing  conditions,  poor  health  and  a  deteriorating  environment. 

In  other  resolutions  the  conference  confirmed  the  right  of  Supreme  Council’s  participat¬ 
ing  in  the  Reunion  of  the  Americas  to  attend  such  reunion  even  though  they  might  not 
be  recognized  by  all  jurisdictions  participating. 

In  an  endeavour  to  further  the  exchange  of  helpful  information  and  the  results  of  experi¬ 
ences  among  the  various  Supreme  Councils  participation  in  international  conferences 
and  support  of  the  international  bulletin  was  recommended,  as  well  as  the  exchange  of 
the  publications  of  the  various  Supreme  Councils. 

The  conference  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Uruguay  to  host  the 
XIII  Reunion  at  Montevideo. 

39th  Conference  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders: 

This  year’s  Conference  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  was  hosted  by  The 
Supreme  Council  of  Germany  in  Berlin,  May  25-28,  1994. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  attended  the  conference  in  the  capacity  of  an 
observer,  and  delivered  a  paper  which  he  authored  on  the  conference  theme  “Education 
and  Culture  as  a  basis  for  the  Ethos  of  Social  and  Cultural  Structures”. 

It  is  noted  that  the  European  Conference  accords  observer  status  only  to  Supreme 
Councils  in  the  Americas  with  the  understandable  exception  of  The  Supreme  Council  of 
Iran-in-Exile.  Thus  the  representatives  present  from  the  two  Supreme  Councils  in  the 
United  States  and  from  Mexico,  Argentina  and  Columbia  were  also  accorded  observer 
status. 

The  conference  was  well  organized  and  capably  chaired  by  Ill Bro  Gunter 
Munzberg,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Once  again  the  fraternal  harmony  existing  between  the  craft  and  the  rite  was  evidenced 
by  the  cocktails  and  dinner  hosted  for  the  delegates  and  observers  and  their  ladies  by 
The  Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
Germany. 

It  was  a  moving  experience  to  attend  in  Freemason’s  Hall  in  Berlin  a  conferral  of  the  4° 
in  the  German  Language  by  The  Lodge  of  Perfection  “Fortschritt”. 

The  highlight  of  the  conference  was  the  Pilgrimage  to  Potsdam  to  see  the  very  chair  at 
Sans  Souci  in  which  Frederick  the  Great,  King  of  Prussis,  died  on  August  17,  1986  and 
to  pay  homage  at  the  grave  on  the  terrace  of  the  palace  in  which,  as  he  wished,  he  final¬ 
ly  rests. 

Since  Conferences  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  are  not  held  in  those 
years  in  which  International  Conferences  are  held,  the  next  conference  is  scheduled  to 
be  held  in  Spain,  May  26-30,  1996. 
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XVth  World  Conference  of  Supreme  Councils: 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  has  accepted  the  invitation  to  attend  the  XVth  World 
Conference  of  Supreme  Councils  scheduled  to  be  held  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  May 
28-31,  1995. 

Each  Supreme  Council  which  has  signified  its  intention  to  be  present  has  been  asked  to 
submit  a  paper  on  the  Conference  Theme,  “The  Aims  and  Purposes  of  The  Scottish  Rite”. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  express  its  deep  appreciation  to  Ill .'.  Bro  .*.  Hon.  John  R. 
Matheson,  33°,  for  undertaking  so  willingly  and  so  ably  the  authorship  of  the  submis¬ 
sion  on  behalf  of  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Your  committee  notes  that  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  has  been  chosen  by 
Ill Bro  .'.Jean  Pierre  Grenier,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  The  Supreme 
Council  of  Switzerland  and  Vice-President  of  the  conference,  to  be  a  member  of  a  com¬ 
mission  of  five  to  extract  from  the  most  important  elements  of  the  papers  submitted  a 
resume  for  discussion  in  plenary  session. 

Your  committee  is  most  pleased  that  Ill .'.  Bro  .'.Grenier  is  attending  the  120th  Annual 
Session  of  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Australia: 

From  June  15-17,  1994,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  was  privileged  to  attend 
the  annual  meeting  of  The  Supreme  Council  for  Australia.  The  visit  marked  the  first 
occasion  a  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  a  sister  constitution  was  present  at  an 
Australian  Supreme  Council  Annual  Meeting. 

All  the  meetings  of  The  Supreme  Council  and  a  preceding  installations  of  Prince 
Charles  Edward  Stuart  Sovereign  Council  No.  45,  were  held  in  the  modern  and  magnifi¬ 
cent  Sydney  Masonic  Centre. 

In  the  absence  of  M.P.  Bro.  Andrew  Watt,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  due  to 
illness,  the  meetings  of  The  Supreme  Council  were  conducted  by  V.P.  Bro.  Norman  E. 
M.  Winckle,  33°,  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander,  who  the  Canadian  delegation  had  had 
the  pleasure  of  meeting  in  Washington  at  the  Biennial  Session  of  The  Supreme  Council 
of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  in  October,  1993. 

Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Lawer  delivered  to  V.P.  Bro.  Winckle,  for  presentation  to  M.P.  Bro.  Watt, 
the  certificate  and  decoration  of  his  honorary  membership  in  The  Supreme  Council  of 
Canada.  Sadly,  M.P.  Bro.  Andrew  Watt  passed  away  on  June  21,  1994.  While  he  did 
know  of  the  honorary  membership  conferred  upon  him,  he  did  not  live  to  receive  his 
certificate  and  decoration. 

Your  committee  notes  with  pleasure  the  conferral  upon  Ill .'. Bro.'. Lawer  of  honorary 
membership  in  The  Supreme  Council  for  Australia. 

Your  committee  reports  that  although  harmonious  relations  appear  to  exist  between  all 
members  of  the  Rite  in  Australia,  none  of  the  chapters  which  retained  allegiance  to  The 
Supreme  Councils  of  England  and  Wales  and  of  Scotland,  when  The  Supreme  Council 
for  Australia  was  established,  have  since  changed  their  allegiance. 
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Belgium: 

On  behalf  of  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  your  committee  expresses  its  congratula¬ 
tions  and  best  wishes  to  The  Supreme  Council  for  Belgium,  which  celebrated,  on 
November  20,  1993,  its  175th  anniversary. 

Columbia: 

The  history  of  the  dispute  between  The  Supreme  Council  for  Columbia  and  symbolic 
Masonry  in  that  country  was  well  summarized  by  Ill.  Francis  G.  Paul,  33°,  then 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction,  USA  (Proceedings  N.M.J.  pp  108-110)  in  his  allocution  delivered  at 
Boston  in  August  1993,  immediately  preceding  the  Annual  Session  of  The  Supreme 
Council  of  Canada.  Following  the  recommendation  in  the  Allocution  The  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  suspended  relations  with  The  Supreme 
Council  for  Columbia. 

Your  committee,  while  taking  cognizance  of  the  earlier  severance  of  relations  by  The 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  and  the  suspension  of  relations  by 
The  Supreme  Councils  of  Chile  and  Argentina,  continued  to  hope  that  for  the  benefit  of 
all  Masons  the  situation  in  Columbia  might  yet  be  settled  amicably. 

In  any  event,  it  was  thought  by  your  committee,  that  it  would  be  preferable  for  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  rely  upon  the  maxim  audi  alteram  partem  and  hear  the  position  of  The 
Supreme  Council  for  Columbia  directly  from  the  lips  of  its  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  Ill  .'.Bro.'. Dr.  Oscar  Sierra  Sabalza,  33°.  It  was  believed  last  year  that  this 
position  was  particularly  appropriate  since  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  Lawer  would  be  attending  the  XII 
Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  The  Americas  in  November,  1993,  when 
representatives  of  other  Supreme  Councils  from  Latin  America  would  be  in  attendance. 

Ill  .'.Bro.'. Lawer,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  did  in  fact  listen  to  the  submission  of 
Ill.'. Bro.'. Sabalza  in  Santiago  De  Chile,  and  subsequently  to  his  comments  in  Paris  in 
December,  1993,  and  in  Berlin  in  May,  1994. 

From  the  presentations  by  Ill  .‘.Bro. ‘.Sabalza  three  points  emerged,  firstly,  it  became 
apparent  that  the  differences  between  the  craft  and  the  rite  were  no  closer  to  an  amicable 
settlement,  secondly,  in  view  of  Ill .'.  Bro .'.  Sabalza’s  interpretation  of  the  Grand 
Constitutions  of  1786,  an  interpretation  at  variance  with  that  of  many,  if  not  most  other 
Supreme  Councils,  including  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  it  seems  unlikely  a  settle¬ 
ment  of  differences  will  soon  occur,  thirdly,  The  Supreme  Council  for  Columbia  is  con¬ 
tinuing  to  draw  its  members  from  The  Central  Grand  Lodge  of  Columbia  and  other  Grand 
Lodges  established  by  it,  which  are  not  recognized  by  The  Grand  Lodges  in  Canada. 

This  third  point  alone  would  be  sufficient  for  your  committee  to  recommend  a  suspen¬ 
sion  of  relations  with  The  Supreme  Council  for  Columbia. 

However,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing,  at  the  conference  in  Berlin,  Ill.'. Bro.'. Sabalza 
distributed  a  written  denunciation,  which  he  then  read  in  plenary  session,  of 
Ill .'.  Bro.'.C.  Fred  Kleinknecht,  who  was  not  present,  in  terms  not  at  all  calculated  to 
promote  that  love  and  harmony  which  should  at  all  times  characterize  Freemasonry. 
Your  committee  cannot  ignore  this  breach  of  Masonic  etiquette. 
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In  the  result  your  committee  recommends  that  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  suspend 
relations  with  The  Supreme  Council  for  Columbia. 

On  July  18,  1994,  a  circular  announcement  was  issued  by  The  Supreme  Council 
Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  advising  that  on  July  15,  1994,  in  Washington,  D.C.,  it  had 
formed  and  consecrated  The  Columbian  Supreme  Council,  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry,  and  had  installed  a  full  slate  of  officers.  The  members  of 
this  council  appear  to  be  drawn  from  five  of  the  generally  recognized  Grand  Lodges  in 
Columbia. 

While  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Kleinknecht  requested  on  its  behalf  recognition  by 
other  Supreme  Councils,  no  formal  request  from  the  Columbian  Supreme  Council  has 
been  received  by  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada.  In  any  event,  it  is  the  committee’s 
belief  that  recognition  at  this  time  is  premature. 

England  And  Wales: 

Your  committee  endorses  the  congratulations  already  expressed  by  its  Chairman  to 
M.P.  Bro.  The  Rev.  Canon  Richard  Tydeman,  33°,  who  has  succeeded  to  the  office  of 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  The  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  and  its 
Districts  and  Chapters  Overseas,  and  to  V.P.  Bro.  Sir  James  Stubbs,  KCVO,  TD,  33°, 
who  has  been  appointed  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander. 

Your  committee  endorses  also  the  appreciation  communicated  to  M.P.  Bro.  Harold  D. 
Still,  33°,  for  the  great  contribution  he  made  to  the  welfare  of  The  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Rite  during  the  years  he  served  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Your  committee  notes  with  pleasure  the  conferral  upon  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Lawer  of  honorary  membership  in  The  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales. 

Advice  has  been  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  H.E.,  M.  Ill Bro.',  James 
Daniel,  33°,  that  from  October  27-29,  1995,  The  Supreme  Council  will  be  celebrating 
the  150th  anniversary  of  its  founding.  Ceremonies  will  include  a  meeting  of  the  higher 
degrees,  at  which  the  30°  will  be  worked  in  full.  The  anniversary  meeting  and  consecra¬ 
tion  of  a  chapter  at  Freemason’s  Hall,  Great  Queen  Street,  and  a  service  of  thanksgiving 
at  Guildford  Cathedral.  In  addition  the  Supreme  Council  intends  to  publish  in  the 
autumn  of  1995  an  authoritative,  detailed  and  illustrated  history  of  its  first  one  hundred 
years. 

France 

Your  committee  notes  with  much  pleasure  and  appreciation  the  superlative  hospitality 
extended  by  The  Supreme  Council  for  France  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer 
and  his  wife  on  the  occasion  of  their  attendance  in  Paris  for  the  celebration  ol  the  Fete

Solsticiale  De  L’Ordre  Ecossais  in  December,  1995. 

This  was  the  first  time  a  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  The  Supreme  Council  ol 
Canada  had  been  present  at  the  most  impressive  ceremony  and  festivities  of  this  annual 
meeting  of  The  Supreme  Council  for  France.

The  occasion  was  especially  memorable  for  Ill.'. Bro.’.Lawer,  for  he  was  privileged  to 
be  made  a  membre  de  honneur  of  The  Supreme  Council. 

Your  committee  commends  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  cementing  even  fur¬ 
ther  the  strong  fraternal  ties  which  link  out  two  Supreme  Councils. 

Greece 

For  more  than  a  century  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Greece  and  The  Supreme  Council  of 
Greece  have  operated  as  independent  bodies  in  harmony,  with  the  latter  recruiting  its 
membership  from  the  former. 

However,  a  short  time  ago  a  group  separated  from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  form  a  new 
National  Grand  Lodge.  A  number  of  European  Grand  Lodges  have  transferred  their 
recognition  to  the  new  National  Grand  Lodge. 

Despite  representations  to  it  to  do  so,  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  in  North 
America,  in  February  1994  refused  to  follow  suit. 

The  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  continue  to  recognize  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Greece  and 
hence  your  committee  recommends  that  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  continue  to 
recognize  as  regular  The  Supreme  Council  of  Greece. 

Iran-in-Exile: 

While  it  appears  there  has  been  some  internal  dissension  among  members  of  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iran-in-Exile,  The  Grand  Lodge  itself  continues  to  be  recognized  as  regular  by 
The  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  and,  indeed.  The  Grand  Master  M.W.  Bro.  Hassan  Moshiri 
resides  in  Canada,  and  in  his  other  capacity  as  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  of  The 
Supreme  Council  of  Iran-in-Exile  is  a  frequent  and  welcome  visitor  to  The  Scottish  Rite 
Bodies  of  Toronto. 

Your  committee  recommends  continued  recognition  of  The  Supreme  Council  of  Iran- 
in-Exile,  and  notes  with  pleasure  the  attendance  at  the  120th  Annual  Session  of  The 
Supreme  Council  of  Canada  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Parviz  Yeganegi,  who 
resides  in  Vancouver. 

Italy: 

Since  1978  two  Supreme  Councils  have  existed  in  Italy.  The  one  led  by  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  Dr.  Fausto  Bruni,  and  the  other  by  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Manlio  Cecovini  and  his  successors  Elvio  Sciubba  and  Augusto  De  Megni. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  along  with  most  other  regular  Supreme  Councils,  rec¬ 
ognizes  the  Cecovini-Sciubba-De  Megni  Supreme  Council. 

It  recruits  its  members  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy. 

As  a  result  of  certain  allegations  made  against  some  of  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Orient,  a  number  of  European  Grand  Lodges  withdrew  their  recognition  of  The  Grand 
Orient. 
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As  in  the  case  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Greece,  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  in 
North  America  at  its  annual  conference  in  February,  1994,  expressed  its  continued 
recognition  of  The  Grand  Orient  of  Italy,  and  The  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  continue  to 
recognize  it. 

Based  upon  reports  of  charges  in  Italian  Civil  Courts  against  members  of  The  Scottish 
Rite,  including  its  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  The  Supreme  Council  of  The 
Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA  on  August  30,  1993,  suspended,  and  on  October  21,  1993, 
“completely  and  fully”  withdrew  its  recognition  of  The  Supreme  Council  of  Italy.  So 
far  as  your  committee  is  aware  no  other  Supreme  Council  has  withdrawn  recognition. 

Under  our  law  an  accused  is  presumed  to  be  innocent  until  he  has  been  proved  to  be 
guilty.  Since  your  committee  is  unaware  that  any  conviction  has  been  registered  against 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  De  Megni,  he  and  his  Supreme  Council  would  appear  to 
be  entitled  to  continued  recognition  by  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Mexico: 

Your  committee  notes  with  pleasure  that  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  had  the 
opportunity  during  the  XII  Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the  Americas 
of  presenting  M.P.  Bro.  Augustin  Arriaga  Rivera,  33°,  then  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  The  Supreme  Council  of  Mexico,  with  his  certificate  and  decoration  as 
an  honorary  member  of  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Your  committee  expresses  sincere  appreciation  to  him  for  his  outstanding  service  to  the 
cause  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  Mexico  and  overseas  during  his  nine  year  tenure  of 
office,  and  it  welcomes  and  offers  its  best  wishes  to  his  successor,  Dr.  Julian  Gascon 
Mercado,  33°. 

Your  committee  also  extends  congratulations  and  best  wishes  to  Ill .’.  Bro.".  Horst 
Rebing  Hartwig,  33°  upon  his  election  as  Grand  Chancellor.  He  has  already  proven 
himself  at  many  regional  and  international  meetings  as  an  outstanding  ambassador  for 
his  Supreme  Council. 

New  Zealand: 

On  February  12,  1994,  the  Inauguration  Ceremony  of  The  Supreme  Council  33°  for 
New  Zealand  was  conducted  at  Auckland  by  authority  of  The  Supreme  Council  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  the  officers  of  the  new  Supreme  Council  where  duly  installed 
and  invested. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  was  not  represented  at  the  inauguration  ceremony  but 
did  fax  its  best  wishes. 

At  the  beginning  of  July,  Ill.'. Bro.'. Lawer  was  the  first  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
to  visit  New  Zealand  following  the  inauguration  of  the  new  Supreme  Council. 

Your  committee  expresses  its  appreciation  to  M.P.  Bro.  Gordon  S.  Griffiths,  33°, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  other  members  of  The  Supreme  Council  lor  the 
warm  welcome  and  generous  hospitality  extended  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Lawer  and  his  wife,  Audrey,  during  their  stay  in  Auckland,  and  for  the  opportunity 
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given  Ill Bro Lawer  to  attend  an  enthronement  in  Ngatira  Chapter  of  Sovereign 
Princes  Rose  Croix. 

A  formal  written  request  for  recognition  was  presented  to  Ill Bro Lawer  by  M. 
Ill  .’.Bro. ".John  L.  B.  Stevens,  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General. 

As  the  new  Supreme  Council  is  regular  in  every  way,  your  committee  recommends  that 
The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  extend  recognition  to  The  Supreme  Council  for  New 
Zealand  and  that  Grand  Representatives  be  exchanged. 

Poland: 

On  October  19,  1993,  at  its  Biennial  Session  in  Washington,  immediately  following  the 
Ceremony  of  Conferral  of  the  33rd  degree,  in  the  presence  of  their  distinguished  visi¬ 
tors,  including  the  delegation  of  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  but  without  the  prior 
knowledge  of  the  delegation.  The  Supreme  Council  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  consti¬ 
tuted  Supreme  Councils  for  Poland,  for  Portugal  and  for  Romania  and  installed  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  each  council. 

In  June,  1994,  a  formal  request  for  recognition  was  received  from  The  Supreme  Council 
for  Poland. 

Your  committee  understands  that  The  Supreme  Council  for  Poland  draws  its  members 
from  the  membership  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Poland.  Since  this  Grand  Lodge  has  not 
been  recognized  by  Canadian  Grand  Lodges,  your  committee  recommends  that  the 
request  for  recognition  by  The  Supreme  Council  of  Poland  be  held  in  abeyance. 

Portugal: 

As  indicated  above  The  Supreme  Council  for  Portugal  was  inaugurated  by  The 
Supreme  Council  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA  at  Washington  on  October  19,  1993. 

Under  date  of  January  31,  1994,  The  Supreme  Council  for  Portugal  formally  requested 
recognition  by  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

This  Council  has  already  become  very  active  and  at  its  first  reunion  on  April  24,  1994, 
conferred  degrees  on  a  large  class  of  candidates. 

Your  committee  understands  that  it  draws  its  members  from  the  membership  of  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Portugal  which  is  recognized  as  regular  by  Canadian  Grand  Lodges. 
Accordingly  your  committee  recommends  that  The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  extend 
recognition  to  The  Supreme  Council  for  Portugal  and  that  Grand  Representatives  be 
exchanged. 

Romania: 

On  June  22,  1990,  the  Supreme  Council  for  France  recognized  as  regular  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Romania-in-Exile,  which  was  looked  upon  as  a  continuation  of  the  Supreme 
Council  established  in  Bucharest  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  France  on  December  18, 
1922.  The  Supreme  Council-in-Exile  was  composed  of  ex-patriate  Romanians  living  in 
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France  who  had  fled  the  communist  take-over  of  their  country,  and  was  headed  by 
Ill.’. Bro.'. Marcel  Shapira,  33°. 

Ill Bro.’.  Shapira  advised  that  on  May  7,  1993,  this  Supreme  Council  re-established 
itself  at  Bucharest.  It  continues  to  be  recognized  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  France, 
and  its  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  is  now  Ill.’.Bro.’.Dan-Amedeu  Lazarescu. 

No  request  for  recognition  of  this  Supreme  Council  has  ever  been  received  by  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Meanwhile,  during  1991  and  1992  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  sponsored  the  erection  of 
three  craft  lodges  on  Romanian  soil,  and  on  January  23,  1993,  the  National  Grand 
Lodge  of  Romania  was  constituted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  California. 

On  May  8,  1993,  Ill.’.Bro.'.C.  Fred  Kleinknecht,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  presided  over  the  conferral  of  that 
jurisdiction’s  4°-32°  on  a  class  composed  of  Masons  drawn  from  the  National  Lodge  of 
Romania. 

Then  on  October  19,  1993,  at  Washington,  D.C.,  a  number  of  these  brethren  were  elect¬ 
ed  to  the  33°,  and  a  Supreme  Council  was  established  there  and  its  officers  were 
installed  with  Ill Bro. '.Constantin  Iancu,  33°,  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Under  date  of  January  3,  1994,  this  Supreme  Council  formally  sought  recognition  by 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Since  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Romania  is  not  recognized  by  Canadian  Grand 
Lodges,  your  committee  recommends  that  the  request  for  recognition  by  this  Supreme 
Council  of  Romania  be  held  in  abeyance. 

Russia: 

As  the  result  of  initiatives  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Nationale  Francaise  several  symbolic 
lodges  have  been  established,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodge 
will  soon  follow. 

Meanwhile,  the  Supreme  Council  for  France  has  established  on  Russian  soil  a  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  a  Chapter,  an  Areopage,  a  Tribunal  of  the  31°  and  a  Consistory. 

During  a  visit  to  Moscow,  May  12-16,  1994,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Henri 
Baranger,  33°,  crowned  six  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  33°,  raising  the  num¬ 
ber  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  of  Russian  nationality,  resident  in  Moscow, 
to  seven. 

Everything  would  seem  to  be  in  readiness  for  the  constitution  shortly  of  a  Supreme 
Council. 

Your  committee  commends  the  Supreme  Council  for  France  for  the  success  it  has 
achieved  in  reintroducing  the  Scottish  Rite  in  our  northern  neighbour. 
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Uruguay: 

As  mentioned  above,  the  XII  Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the 
Americas  meeting  in  Santiago  De  Chile  in  November  1993,  accepted  the  invitation  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  Uruguay  to  host  the  XIII  Reunion  at  Montevideo. 

The  Supreme  Council  for  Uruguay  has  had  a  continuous  existence  since  it  was  founded 
under  a  warrant  issued  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  Brazil  on  September  17,  1856. 

Its  membership  is  drawn  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Uruguay,  which  is  recognized  by 
Canadian  Grand  Lodges. 

Fraternal  relations  have  never  been  established  between  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Uruguay  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  probably  simply  due  to  oversight  on  the 
part  of  both  Supreme  Councils. 

Scottish  Rite  protocol  requires  that  the  younger  Supreme  Council  must  seek  recogni¬ 
tions  from  the  older  one. 

As  the  result  of  informal  discussions  between  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  and 
Ill Bro Ariel  E.  Estable  Beretervide,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Uruguay  during  the  Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  in 
Santiago  De  Chile.  Your  committee  believes  that  the  Supreme  Council  for  Uruguay 
would  respond  favourable  to  a  request  for  recognition  from  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Canada  and  your  committee  recommends  that  such  request  be  made. 

United  States  of  America: 

Again,  as  always,  the  warmest  fraternal  relations  existed  during  the  past  year  with  the 
Supreme  Council  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  and  the  Supreme  Council  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction,  USA. 

Your  committee  is  delighted  to  learn  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  will  have  the 
pleasure  of  welcoming  to  the  120th  Annual  Session,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  C. 
Fred  Kleinknecht,  33°  and  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Robert  O.  Ralston,  33°,  each 
accompanied  by  distinguished  members  of  their  Supreme  Councils. 

Your  committee  expresses  appreciation  to  both  American  Supreme  Councils  for  the 
generous  hospitality  extended  to  the  Canadian  delegations  privileged  to  attend  the  annu¬ 
al  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  in  Boston,  in  August, 
1993,  and  the  biennial  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  Southern  Jurisdiction  in 
Washington,  in  October,  1993. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  thank  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Francis  G.  Paul,  33°,  for 
his  generous  references  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  in  his  Allocution  deliv¬ 
ered  at  Boston  a  year  ago.  On  behalf  of  all  members  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada, 
your  committee  prays  that  Ill  Bro Paul  may  soon  be  restored  to  good  health. 

The  Canadian  delegation  is  looking  forward  to  being  present  in  Cleveland,  September 
24-27,  1994,  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction.  Your  committee  extends  its  best  wishes  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Ralston  and  the  other  members  of  his  Supreme  Council  for  a  most  successful  meeting. 
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Your  committee  also  wishes  to  congratulate  both  American  Supreme  Councils  on  the 
excellence  of  their  publications  and  to  thank  them  for  sharing  them  gratis  with  the 
members  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada.  The  Scottish  Rite  Journal  and  the 
Northern  Light  are  a  credit  to  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

Concordant  Bodies:

Recognizing,  as  Supreme  Council  always  does,  the  primacy  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  your 
committee  is  very  pleased  to  join  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  welcoming  and 
extending  the  gavel  to  Ill/. Bro David  Hatt,  32°  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Many  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  are  also  active  members  in  bodies  of  the  York  Rite 
and  of  the  Imperial  Shrine  of  North  America.  A  sincere  welcome  is  extended  to  Most 
Excellent  Companion  and  Ill.*.  Bro  /.Cyril  J.  Collicott,  32°,  Grand  First  Principal  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  to  Ill.  Sir  Ainslie  Hart,  Ill. 
Potentate  of  Philae  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  of  the  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 

Your  committee  is  also  particularly  pleased  that  Most  Eminent  Knight 
Ill /.Bro /.Gordon  H.  Stuart,  33°,  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory 
of  Canada  and  Most  Ill.  Knight  Companion  Ill /.Bro /.Hugh  M.  Dunlop,  G.C.C.,  33°, 
Grand  Sovereign  of  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada,  are  able  to  be  present 
since  in  a  very  few  day’s  time  each  brother  will  be  presiding  at  the  annual  meetings  of 
their  respective  grand  bodies  in  Toronto.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  LIBRARY  AND  ARCHIVES 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  committee  has  had  another  busy  year,  and  we  believe  that  further  noticeable 
progress  has  been  made  towards  our  objective. 

First  of  all,  a  suggestion  was  made  at  our  last  Annual  Executive  Meeting  that  your  com¬ 
mittee  review  the  facilities  which  might  be  available  to  us  at  Brock  University,  St. 
Catharines,  Ontario.  A  visit  was  made  by  all  members,  with  the  welcomed  assistance  of 
Ill.'.  Bro  .’.Charles  Sankey,  33°,  and  our  most  interesting  and  helpful  guide  through  the 
Special  Collection  Department,  Mr.  John  Burtniak,  B.A.,  M.L.S.,  Chief  Librarian  and 
Archivist. 

Each  member  of  the  committee  subsequently  gave  his  assessment  of  those  very  profes¬ 
sionally  managed  facilities,  including  those  available  through  the  Inter-Library  Loan 
Program.  However,  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  that  they  did  not  meet  the  objective  of 
making  our  library  material  available  to  our  members  wherever  they  may  reside. 

The  committee  therefore  decided  in  favour  of  our  next  option,  to  proceed  with  more  for¬ 
mal  negotiation  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  as  reported 
initially  to  you  a  year  ago. 

Arrangements  have  been  generally  agreed  to,  that: 

1.  Following  the  expiration  of  leases  for  the  second  floor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  build¬ 
ing  in  Hamilton  on  July  1/94,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  moving  its  Library  to 
some  of  that  space,  and  that  the  Supreme  Council  Library  will  be  provided  with 
space  within  that  area. 

2.  Servicing  the  needs  of  library  visitors  during  normal  office  hours  by  staff  mem¬ 
bers,  and  by  volunteers  during  other-than-office  hours,  would  include  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Scottish  Rite. 
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3.  Scottish  Rite  would  provide  shelving  compatible  with  the  type  used  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  Library. 

4.  Current  Scottish  Rite  periodicals/publications  would  be  supplied  by  Scottish  Rite, 
as  considered  to  be  necessary  by  the  Scottish  Rite  Library  Committee  from  time 
to  time,  but  these  purchases  would  be  coordinated  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Library. 

5.  No  rent  would  be  charged  for  our  space.  However,  an  annual  nominal  contribu¬ 
tion  (donation)  would  be  made. 

6.  Scottish  Rite  would  reimburse  Grand  Lodge  Library  for  all  postage/delivery 
expenses  incurred  relative  to  requests  from  its  members  in  Scottish  Rite  Library 
material  from  anywhere  in  Canada. 

7.  Your  committee  has  expressed  its  willingness  to  consider  contributing  to  a  muse¬ 
um/memorabilia  display  in  the  library  area,  when  such  an  idea  has  been  devel¬ 
oped  further. 

The  moving  of  our  library  items  to  the  Grand  Lodge  building,  when  the  space  is  avail¬ 
able  (September  7)  will  be  undertaken  after  an  inventory  has  been  properly  recorded,  as 
previously  reported  to  you. 

The  sorting  of  our  inventory  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  particularly  time-con¬ 
suming,  but  is  continuing  on  a  regular  basis.  We  would  especially  wish  to  acknowledge 
the  contribution  and  initiative  of  Ill Bro Bruce  Grant,  33°,  in  this  regard. 

Your  committee  acknowledges  with  appreciation,  the  contribution  of  books,  and 
manuscripts  and  various  memorabilia  from  a  number  of  brethren  and  Masonic  families; 
and  especially  a  large  number  of  books  from  the  Valley  of  Toronto.  Such  contributions 
are  most  welcome  and  we  ask  that  members  of  the  Rite  keep  us  in  mind  when  arranging 
for  the  disposal  of  such  items. 

All  jewels  and  memorabilia  in  our  care  are  now  displayed  appropriately  in  cabinets  on 
the  consistory  floor  of  the  Hamilton  Cathedral. 

Although  minimum  use  was  made  of  our  budget  this  year,  we  recommend  the  same 
amount  of  $1000.  be  approved  for  our  budge  for  this  next  year. 

A  sincere  “thank  you”  is  extended  to  the  many  who  have  given  various  expressions  of 
encouragement  during  this  past  year.

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  encourage  DeMolay  throughout  Canada  is 
pleased  to  give  an  account  on  the  progress  since  our  initial  report  presented  at  the  last 
Session. 

Acting  upon  the  recommendations  contained  therein,  we  contacted  each  valley  through 
their  Lodge  of  Perfection,  stating  our  purpose,  questioning  any  present  involvement, 
and  encouraging  their  support  -  particularly  in  sponsoring  new  chapters. 

The  letter,  circulated  in  mid-December,  has  generated  responses  for  16  valleys  - 
through  the  Secretaries,  designated  representatives  and  our  Deputies.  While  some  ot  the 
smaller  valleys  feel  their  numbers  are  of  insufficient  strength,  or  they  are  lacking  in 
youth  potential,  all  responses  were  positive  towards  such  a  program,  and  those  who 
have  taken  the  initiative  are  to  be  commended. 
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The  program  is  also  endorsed  by  the  Order  of  DeMolay  at  the  Supreme  Council  level. 
Grand  Master  Ill  .'.Bro.'. Fergus  Owens,  32°,  advises  the  Order  is  on  an  upswing  and 
has  provided  the  following  update  of  Chapters:

Other  Chapter  Executives  have  likewise  voiced  their  encouragement. 
Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Richard  Rosin,  32°,  Executive  Officer  for  Manitoba  states,  and  I  quote 
“more  than  ever  before  the  Order  of  DeMolay  is  needed  in  this  troubled  society.  During 
the  14  years  I  have  been  involved  I  became  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  values  that 
DeMolay  teaches,  and  how  much  it  can  help  young  men  develop  standards  to  be  guided 
by”  unquote. 

Ill .'.  Bro.*. Don  Masked,  33°,  Grand  Secretary  for  the  Valley  of  Edmonton,  reports  that 
area  as  very  active  -  with  the  local  chapters  demonstrating  their  abilities  in  the  craft 
lodges,  who  are  not  only  the  sponsors  but  also  strong  supporters  of  our  Rite. 

Calgary  continues  to  reap  the  results  of  their  support  through  ritual  presentations  at  their 
regular  meetings.  The  Masonic  fraternity  was  further  enlightened  with  the  “DeMolay 
Degree”  conferred  before  300  Masons  attending  their  Masonic  Spring  Workshop  in 
Kananaskis. 

The  Valley  of  Guelph  is  to  be  commended  on  their  prompt  action.  At  their  first  meeting 
after  our  last  Sessions  they  agreed  to  sponsor  a  chapter.  Progress  to  date  of  the  Royal 
City  Chapter,  which  also  encompasses  the  surrounding  areas  of  Fergus,  Kitchener  and 
Mount  Forest,  includes  a  monthly  newsletter  informing  members,  parents,  advisors  and 
friends  of  local  events. 

Ill  Bro.  Doug  Banks,  33°,  Grand  Secretary  to  the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection,  reports 
the  G.  Fred  Kingsmill  Chapter,  named  in  honour  of  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector- 
General  and  former  Deputy  for  Ontario,  is  considered  one  of  the  most  active  chapters 
throughout  Canada.  This  chapter,  founded  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Past  Masters’, 
Masters’,  and  Wardens’  Association,  continues  to  provide  leadership  personnel  that  is 
now  virtually  self-perpetuating. 

In  Atlantic  Canada,  the  Valley  of  Saint  John  has  agreed  to  sponsor  a  chapter  with  the 
appointment  of  a  former  Senior  DeMolay  as  the  liaison  officer. 
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Similarly  the  Valley  of  Sydney  has  shown  interest  and  their  committee  awaits  guidance 
which  is  being  arranged  through  the  Regional  Executive. 

With  the  risk  of  sounding  boastful  please  forgive  my  parochial  pride  as  I  elaborate  on 
the  progress  of  the  Phil  Drader  Coronation  Chapter.  Sponsored  by  the  Moncton  Lodge 
of  Perfection  and  reorganized  in  1991  this  chapter  now  exceeds  30  members,  with 
applications  being  processed  on  a  regular  basis.  They  have  applied  for  their  Charter 
which  is  expected  to  be  presented  in  October.  Ceremonial  teams,  similar  to  those  in 
Edmonton,  perform  their  ritual  at  craft  lodges  throughout  the  Province  which  in  itself  is 
a  great  public  relations  tool.  Not  to  be  outdone  is  a  Masonic  Degree  Team  comprised  of 
Advisors  and  Senior  DeMolays  who,  with  the  approval  of  Grand  Lodge,  confer  the  craft 
degrees,  but  limit  their  ambitions  to  candidates  who  are  Senior  DeMolays,  Advisors  and 
family  members  of  DeMolays,  such  as  a  recent  conferral  upon  a  Senior  DeMolay  and 
his  father. 

Peers  and  Brethren,  enough  said  about  the  past.  Let’s  press  on  with  the  challenge.  We 
agree  that  the  Order  of  DeMolay  develops  young  men  to  be  our  better  citizens  for 
tomorrow.  Your  committee  believes  there  is  much  more  potential  which  has  not  yet 
been  addressed,  and  we  recommend  that  those  valleys  which  have  not  yet  responded  be 
again  contacted  for  their  further  consideration  to  share  in  the  program. 

The  Masonic  fraternity  has  always  benefitted  from  its  relationship  with  DeMolay.  The 
craft  lodges  and  concordant  bodies  will  ultimately  gain  in  membership  which  continues 
to  be  on  the  downward  trend.  Our  greatest  need  for  DeMolay  is  adult  leadership,  we 
need  dads  and  lads.  The  boys  need  your  help.  Your  lodge  needs  new  members,  and  you 
need  the  feeling  that  comes  from  helping  others  and  making  this  world  a  better  place  to 
live.

TOAST  TO  THE  LADIES 
-proposed  by  Ill.*.  Bro  A  W.  Robertson  Carveth,  33° 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Your  Honours,  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master, 
Ladies  and  Brethren: 

Since  arriving  in  Halifax,  everyone  of  us  can  only  feel  the  sense  of  history  which  per¬ 
meates  this  grand  old  city.  I  propose  to  delve  into  a  bit  of  history  as  well. 

In  the  year  1770,  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  George  III,  a  statute  was  introduced 
in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  as  follows: 
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“All  women  of  whatever  age,  profession  or  degree, 
whether  virgins,  maids  or  widows,  that  shall,  from 
and  after  this  Act,  impose  upon,  seduce  and  betray 
into  matrimony,  any  of  His  Majesty’s  subjects,  by 
the  scents,  paints,  cosmetic  washes,  artificial 
teeth,  false  hair,  Spanish  wool,  iron  stays,  hoops, 
high-heeled  shoes,  bolstered  hips,  shall  incur  the 
penalty  of  the  Law  in  Force  against  witchcraft  and 
like  misdemeanours,  and  the  marriage,  upon  conviction, 
shall  stand  null  and  void.” 

I  have  been  totally  unable  to  determine  whether  or  not  this  law  was  ever  actually 
repealed.  In  any  event,  it  is  obvious  that  none  of  the  lovely  ladies  who  are  with  us  this 
evening  have  been  obliged  to  depend  on  artifices  such  as  I  have  mentioned  in  the  fore¬ 
going.  And  we  are  glad  of  that  on  several  counts.  These  are,  after  all,  the  mothers  of  our 
children,  the  beings  who  share  with  us  life's  troubles  and  triumphs,  the  ones  to  whom 
we  invariably  turn  for  opinion  and  encouragement,  the  ones  with  whom  we  can 
unashamedly  laugh  or  cry. 

And,  thank  heaven,  our  ladies  are  not  just  alter  egos.  In  most  cases  they,  like  others  of 
their  gender,  have  independent  minds  and  challenging  intellects.  Take,  for  example,  the 
woman  motorist  who  was  doing  120  kilometres  per  hour  on  a  highway  where  the  speed 
limit  was  90.  She  happened  to  glance  in  the  rear-view  mirror  and  spotted  two  highway 
policemen  on  motorcycles  as  they  pulled  out  from  behind  a  billboard  she  had  just 
passed.  They  seemed  to  be  catching  up  with  her,  so  she  put  her  foot  down  on  the  gas 
pedal  and  zoomed  up  to  140  kilometres  with  the  cops  in  hot  pursuit. 

Down  the  road  she  spotted  a  service  station.  Gunning  the  motor,  she  roared  into  the  sta¬ 
tion,  drew  to  a  screeching  halt,  jumped  out  of  the  car,  and  dashed  into  the  ladies  room. 

After  a  while,  she  came  out  and  saw  the  policemen  with  their  hands  on  hips  flanking  her 
car.  She  walked  over  to  where  they  were  standing  and,  with  a  big  grin  on  her  face,  said: 
“You  didn’t  think  I’d  make  it,  did  you?” 

Can  you  imagine  the  mixture  of  admiration  and  wonder  in  the  minds  of  the  two  police¬ 
men?  How  often  our  own  ladies  seem  able  to  produce  this  same  admiration  and  wonder 
in  us!  But,  it  is  our  admiration  which  we  deal  with  here!  Brethren,  I  ask  you  all  to  rise, 
charge  your  glasses,  and  join  me  in  a  toast  to  the  Ladies.

Here 
again,  his  knowledge  and  experience  was  most  helpful  and,  coupled  with  his  consider¬ 
able  skills  in  expediting  the  decision  making  process,  he  literally  saved  us  hours  of 
meeting  time. 

And  finally,  I  extend  my  personal  thanks  to  the  people  in  Hamilton  without  whom  we 
could  not  have  succeeded  in  this  task.  I  refer  particularly  to  John  Carrick,  Bob  Wands, 
Margaret  Tweedle  and  Katie  Benton  in  the  Supreme  Council  office,  Ken  Schweitzer, 
and  others  who  were  always  willing  to  help. 

In  closing,  I  must  say  most  emphatically  that  we  have  enjoyed  being  your  host  for  these 
Sessions  and  all  of  us  in  the  Valley  of  Halifax  thank  each  of  you  for  your  attendance. 
We  wish  you  a  safe  journey  home  and  trust  that  you  will  carry  with  you  pleasant  memo¬ 
ries  of  Supreme  Council  1994,  and  of  our  beautiful  city  of  Halifax. 

Thank  you  Ill .‘.  Bro.\  Howes.  We  will  look  forward  to  seeing  you  in  Kingston  next 
year.

REPORT  OF 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION  OF  CANADA 

To  The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  was  approved  by  the 
members  of  the  Foundation  on  Sept.  7,  1994,  in  the  Windsor  Room,  Prince  George 
Hotel,  Halifax,  N.S. 

It  has  not  been  the  practice  to  read  the  Annual  Report  in  its  entirety  at  this  Session.  It 
does  provide  an  opportunity  to  present  a  copy  of  the  Foundation  Report  to  Supreme 
Council  to  assure  that  for  no  other  than  historical  purposes  an  Annual  Report  was  pre¬ 
pared  and  approved  by  the  members  of  the  Foundation.  The  Annual  Report  contains  the 
President’s  Report,  the  Awards  Committee’s  Report  and  the  Treasurer's  Report.  At  this 
time,  I  will  share  with  you  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  report  and  hasten  to  encourage 
Scottish  Rite  Masons  to  read  and  study  the  full  report. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Foundation,  J.  N.  Fenton,  reports  that  on  June  30,  1994,  its  capital 
account  balance  was  $5,263,673.  an  increase  of  $529,182.  for  the  year. 

During  the  year  $400,000.  was  made  available  in  support  of  research  and  related  activi¬ 
ties.  The  Treasurer  advises  that  over  the  years  contributions  in  support  of  research  totals 
$4,309,900. 
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The  average  yield  on  investment  for  last  year  was  10.0%  compared  to  10.2%  for  the 
previous  year.  When  the  Treasurer’s  Report  was  prepared  available  yields  on  new 
investments  were  approximately  8%. 

The  Vice-President,  I.  D.  Steeves,  reported  on  matters  related  to  fund  raising  and  recog¬ 
nition  for  those  making  bequests  and  donations  to  the  Foundation. 

He  recommended: 

1.  The  Blue  Envelope  Program  be  continued. 

2.  That  we  encourage  the  gifting  of  bequests. 

3.  Social  activities  such  as  bonspiels,  theatre  nights  and  others  be  continued. 

4.  A  special  sterling  silver  lapel  button  be  crafted  for  donations  of  $1000.  or  more. 
The  design  of  the  button  and  the  name  of  the  award  to  be  designed. 

5.  Name  of  person(s)  making  bequests  be  printed  and  made  retroactive  to  July, 
1993. 

He  also  advised  the  members  that  information  related  to  using  life  insurance  taken  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Foundation  is  available  by  writing  to  the  Foundation  at  its  office  in 
Hamilton.  He  intimated  that  the  possible  use  of  credit  cards  as  a  source  of  revenue 
would  be  further  explored. 

In  the  Annual  Report,  the  President  reported  on  matters  from  the  Directors’  Meeting 
held  in  Hamilton,  in  April  1994. 

Approval  was  given  to  the  Awards  Committee  to  recommend  distribution  of  funds  for 
research  and  related  activities  to  the  value  of  $350,000.  and,  with  discretion,  the  use  of  a 
further  $50,000. 

A  matter  of  great  concern  to  the  Deputies  and  others  presenting  awards  has  been  the 
lack  of  identity  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  as  the  source  of  funds  for  the 
award.  In  the  future,  cheques  presented  to  a  recipient  will  have  stamped  on  it  the 
Foundation  Logo  and  information  that  the  funds  are  provided  by  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation. 

Although  the  video  “Finding  the  Way”  is  being  well  received,  it  is  too  early  to  ascertain 
what  influence  it  is  having  about  the  purpose  and  progress  of  Masonry  and,  particularly, 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Annual  Report  and  the  Foundation  Newsletter  would  be  published 
in  the  same  number  as  a  year  ago. 

The  Directors  agreed  that  the  administrative  charges  payable  to  Supreme  Council  be 
increased  from  $1400.  to  $1700.  per  month. 

Matters  related  to  activities  of  the  Awards  Committee  included  increasing  the  award  to 
Dr.  Moxley-Haegert  from  $20,000.  to  $35,000.  and  an  award  to  Ms.  Mary  Howse  of 
$5,000. 

The  report  contains  the  names  of  those  receiving  research  grants.  The  names  of  bursary 
winners  are  not  available  at  the  time  of  the  printing  of  the  Annual  Report  but  are  con¬ 
tained  in  the  newsletter. 
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The  reports  of  recipients  of  major  grants  on  the  results  of  their  research  efforts  during 
the  year  past  are  part  of  the  report.  They  include  Dr.  Arthur  W.  Clark  of  the  University 
of  Calgary,  Dr.  Robert  W.  Dykes  of  the  University  of  Montreal,  Dr.  Donald  R. 
McLachlan  the  University  of  Toronto,  Dr.  Marie  E.  Percy  of  Surrey  Place  Centre, 
which  is  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  the  trio  of  Hopkins,  Semba  and 
Rasmusson  from  Dalhousie  University.  The  forgoing  were  all  engaged  in  research  with 
a  physical-biological  orientation.  Dr.  Linda  Moxley-Haegert  of  St.  John’s, 
Newfoundland,  and  located  at  the  Janeway  Hospital,  affiliated  with  Memorial 
University,  Dr.  Marcel  Bouffard  of  the  University  of  Alberta  and  Dr.  Samuel  Danquah, 
were  provided  funds  for  investigation  in  the  socio-economic  area.  The  latter  is  located 
at  the  Halifax  County  Rehabilitation  Centre  and  discussed  his  research  with  those 
attending  the  luncheon  on  Friday,  Sept.  9. 

Gifts  were  received  at  the  luncheon  amounting  to  $42,000.  from  valleys  in  Vancouver, 
Edmonton,  London,  Windsor,  Ottawa,  Halifax,  St.  John’s  and  individual  brethren.  This 
gifting  of  donations  has  become  an  interesting  and  satisfying  experience  at  the  Annual 
Luncheon  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation. 

We  are  indebted  to  Valley  Representatives  and  Jack  Butters,  Halifax  Valley 
Representative,  in  particular.  He  served  as  liaison  resource  person  with  the  Halifax 
Arrangements  Committee  in  helping  to  plan  the  luncheon  and  having  a  meeting  place 
available  for  Valley  Representatives  to  meet.  Sixteen  Valley  Representatives  and 
Foundation  Directors  met  following  the  Question  &  Answer  Period  of  Supreme 
Council.  We  were  privileged  to  have  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Fred  Kleinknecht 
share  with  us  fund  raising  experiences  in  the  Southern  Jurisdiction.  It  was  agreed  that  a 
meeting  of  Valley  Representatives  should  be  an  annual  event. 

We  appreciated  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer's  invitation  to  meet  with  the 
Deputies  to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  concern  about  the  Foundation's  Program. 

A  motion  was  duly  moved  and  seconded  at  the  Members  Meeting  on  Sept.  7,  approving 
the  action  of  the  Directors  for  1993-94.

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Hannan  for  his  Report  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RITUALS  &  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Brethren: 

This  will  be  my  first  attempt  at  preparing  and  delivering  a  report  of  this  committee  at 
Supreme  Council.  It  has  not  been  what  you  might  call  a  banner  year  when  the  accom¬ 
plishments  of  the  committee  are  reviewed  in  this  report.  It  has  been  more  or  less  a  time 
of  transition  as  a  new  Chairman  has  taken  over.  Assuming  the  Chairmanship  was  not 
done  without  a  great  deal  of  soul  searching  and  doubt  as  to  my  ability  to  be  able  to  carry 
out  the  duties  as  capably  as  Ill.'.Bro.'.Sankey,  33°,  who  is  so  knowledgeable  about  rit¬ 
ualistic  matters.  Fortunately,  he  is  still  a  member  of  the  committee  and  I  have  been  able 
to  seek  his  advice  more  than  once  during  the  year.  For  all  his  generous  assistance  I  have 
been  most  grateful.  This  year  has  been  a  learning  experience  for  me  as  Chairman. 
Although,  there  might  not  seem  to  be  much  to  show  for  the  efforts  of  the  committee,  be 
assured  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  time  devoted  to  the  procedure  of  revising  the  ritu¬ 
al  -  which  requires  the  reading  and  checking  of  the  drafts  to  make  corrections  and  sug¬ 
gested  changes.  It  is  very  time  consuming. 

1.  Revisions  of  Rituals  - 

The  revision  of  the  rituals  has  been  an  ongoing  project  for  several  years.  The  1993 
Report  of  the  Committee  indicated  the  status  of  the  various  rituals.  Because  of  the  mini¬ 
mal  supply  of  some  of  the  rituals,  the  revision  and  preparation  for  printing  of  those  has 
taken  precedence. 

During  the  past  months  the  office  staff  has  prepared  drafts  of  the  following  rituals:  6°, 
14°,  18°,  26°,  31°.  The  drafts  have  been  submitted  to  the  committee  for  review  to  check 
for  errors  and  omissions  as  well  as  making  suggested  changes.  At  the  time  of  preparing 
this  report,  the  rituals  are  in  various  stages  of  completion  of  the  final  drafts  and  being 
made  “camera  ready”  for  printing.  It  is  anticipated  the  printing  will  be  completed  soon 
and  the  distribution  of  the  new  rituals  will  take  place.  The  Committee  recommends 
that  the  old  copies,  presently  in  use,  should  be  recalled  as  soon  as  the  new  rituals 
are  received. 

As  I  indicated  previously,  the  revision  process  involves  a  great  deal  of  time.  If  a  ritual  is 
to  be  revised,  then  all  possible  approved  changes  should  be  made  which  will  make  for  a 
better  text  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned.  The  criteria  used  in  the  revising  process  is 
not  to  change  the  meaning  or  substance  of  the  text,  but  to  clarify  the  essential  passages 
and  reduce  the  “elegant  obsoletes”  which  do  nothing  to  enhance  the  degree.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  retain  the  beauty  of  the  language  used  in  certain  passages.  At  the  same 
time,  some  forms  such  as:  “thee”,  “thou”,  “thou  hast”,  etc.,  and  any  archaic  words  are 
changed  to  modern  day  English.  Substitutions  are  made  for  some  words  which  create 
difficulties  in  the  pronunciation  and  the  meaning.  Hopefully,  this  will  make  it  easier  to 
communicate  the  lessons  portrayed  in  a  more  meaningful  way. 

In  order  to  have  some  uniformity  in  the  printing  of  the  rituals,  a  new  format  has  been 
adopted  for  the  set-up  of  the  ritual  and  guidelines  have  been  established  for  the  typing. 
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Your  committee  says,  ‘Thank  you”,  to  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Wands,  33°,  and  the  office  staff  for  the 
time  devoted  to  the  revision  process.  They  are  to  be  commended  for  their  diligence  and 
patience  as  they  cope  with  the  many  delays,  frustrations  and  problems,  including  the 
Chairman,  which  seem  to  pop  up  quite  frequently.  Your  Chairman  has  appreciated  all 
the  help  and  co-operation,  as  well  as  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  my  suggestions  and 
concerns. 

2.  Approved  Revisions  of  the  32°  - 

(a)  The  Prologue  for  the  dramas  of  the  32°  was  revised  and  approved  in  1992.  Copies  of 
the  new  text  were  to  be  forwarded  to  the  several  Consistories  with  the  instructions  that 
the  new  text  was  to  be  used.  Through  an  oversight,  these  copies  were  not  sent.  This 
matter  will  be  given  the  necessary  attention  soon. 

(b)  In  the  “Opening  and  Closing  Ceremonies”  of  the  32°,  an  historical  correction  was 
approved  in  1993  to  change  the  words,  “Salix,  Noni,  Tengu,”  to  Salix,  Nonis,  Tengu”. 
Through  an  oversight,  the  copies  of  the  change  were  not  sent  to  the  respective 
Consistories.  This  matter,  too,  will  be  attended  to. 

3.  Significance  of  the  question,  “What  is  your  age”  in  the  degrees  - 

Apparently  this  question  was  brought  forth  sometime  ago  and  has  been  awaiting  an 
answer.  Thanks  to  Ill, '.Bro. '.Pierre  Phaneuf,  33°,  who  has  copies  of  the  old  French 
Rituals,  the  answer  was  found.  The  significance  of  the  “age”  of  a  brother  in  a  degree 
was  a  part  of  the  secret  work.  The  answer  to  the  question,  “What  is  your  age?”  estab¬ 
lished  whether  you  had  received  the  degree. 

4.  “No”  “Opening  and  Closing  Ceremonies”  in  the  18° 

Because  there  are  “Opening  and  Closing  Ceremonies”  in  the  Lodge  and  Consistory, 
there  is  a  misconception  that  the  same  applies  to  the  Chapter.  Not  so!  There  is  “No” 
“Opening  Ceremony”  because  the  Chapter  is  never  “Closed”.  Labour  is  only  suspended. 
This  is  an  essential  part  of  the  message  of  the  18°  -  the  commandment  to  love  one 
another,  never  ceases  but  remain  Open  and  active.  According  to  the  ritual,  as  approved 
through  the  years,  the  Chapter  is  never  closed  from  the  time  it  is  constituted  until  such 
time  that  the  Chapter  surrenders  its  Charter.  Unfortunately,  on  page  6  of  the  present  rit¬ 
ual  of  the  18°,  the  heading,  “Opening”  is  used.  In  the  revision  of  the  ritual,  the  heading 
will  be  changed  to  “Ceremony  of  Resuming  Labour”. 

5.  Combining  the  Ritual  and  the  Joseph  drama  for  the  26°  - 

The  text  for  the  26°  has  been  in  two  parts:  an  opening  ceremony,  including  the  obliga¬ 
tion  and  secret  work,  which  was  issued  in  1981  and  the  Joseph  drama  text.  It  was  rec¬ 
ommended  in  1992  that  the  two  parts  be  combined  into  a  single  ritual  for  the  26°.  A 
draft  has  been  prepared,  combining  the  two  parts,  each  with  a  separate  introduction  and 
heading.  From  the  information  available,  it  would  appear  that  this  degree  is  only  in  use 
in  a  few  valleys. 
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6.  Revision  of  the  33°  Ritual  - 

A  draft  of  the  revision  was  submitted  to  the  committee  for  review.  The  revision 
involved  changes  in  the  Ceremony  of  :  Opening  and  Closing  of  Supreme  Council; 
Reception  of  a  Candidate  for  the  33°;  Installation  of  the  Officers  of  the  Supreme 
Council.  This  matter  will  be  dealt  with  in  Executive  Session  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander. 

7.  What’s  Next  on  the  Agenda? 

These  are  a  few  of  the  items  on  the  agenda  which  will  require  attention  in  due  course: 

(1)  A  review  of  the  manual  for  the  Communication  of  Degrees.  The  date  on  the 
present  manual  is  1958.  It  would  seem  obvious  that  a  revision  would  be  in  order. 

(2)  Articles  to  be  placed  on  the  altar  for  a  regular  meeting  of  a  Lodge,  Chapter  or 
Consistory. 

(3)  Continuation  of  the  revision  of  the  rituals  of  other  degrees,  such  as,  the  12°,  25° 
and  the  32°. 

(4)  A  manual  with  guidelines  for  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  “Open 
Installations”  and  “Open  Easter  Ceremonies”. 

Your  Chairman  expresses  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  committee  for  their 
patience  and  understanding  and  help  given  during  the  year.  I  regret  that  I  was  not  able 
to  seek  advice  from  Ill  .'.Bro.*.  Walter  Mortlock,  33°,  because  of  his  serious  health  con¬ 
dition.  We  pray  for  the  continued  progress  of  his  recovery. 

Your  committee  felt  a  deep  sense  of  loss  in  the  passing  of  Ill Bro .‘.The  Very 
Reverend  A.  Lome  Mackay,  33°,  Past  Grand  Prior,  and  a  member  of  this  committee  for 
several  years.  The  committee  records  their  sincere  appreciation  for  his  unselfish  and 
devoted  service  to  this  committee  and  to  this  Supreme  Council.  We  shall  cherish  his 
memory.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
JURISPRUDENCE  AND  LEGISLATION 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren 

Article  40(e)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  Supreme  Council  requires  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  to  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
laws  and  jurisprudence  of  the  Rite  referred  to  it  by  this  Supreme  Council  or  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  to  make  recommendations  with  respect  thereto,  and  to 
report  thereon  to  this  Supreme  Council  at  each  Annual  Meeting. 

In  accordance  with  Article  47(a)iii  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  the  notices  of 
motion  to  amend  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  submitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General 
before  May  1,  1994,  in  accordance  with  Article  47(a)i,  and  circulated  to  all  Active  and 
Past  Active  Members,  have  been  referred  to  the  Committee  for  report  to  Supreme 
Council  at  this  Annual  Session.  In  accordance  with  Article  47(a)iii  only  those  proposed 
amendments  upon  which  the  Committee  reports  favourably  may  be  considered  and 
voted  upon  at  this  Annual  Session. 

The  proposed  amendments  are  as  follows: 

The  following  proposed  amendment  by  Ill .'. Bro.’.  J.  Campbell  Matheson,  33°,  is  to 
Article  64(c) 

On  the  first  line,  delete  the  word  “auditors:  and  on  the  third  line,  replace  “Such  reports" 
with  “Such  audited  reports”. 

This  amendment,  proposed  by  Ill  .‘.Bro.*.  J.  Campbell  Matheson,  33°,  was  referred  back 
to  the  Committee  for  further  consideration. 

Article  12 


The  proposal  of  Ill. ‘.Bro .'.Ralph  H.  Rutherford,  33°,  would  shorten  the  time  the  broth¬ 
er  is  counted  over  75  years,  from  a  period  of  5  years  to  1  year,  allowing  a  valley  to  hon¬ 
our  older  brethren  without  losing  the  right  of  nomination  to  the  same  extent  as  does  the 
existing  Article. 

A  further  amendment  is  being  proposed  by  Ill.'.  Bro  .'.Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  and 
another  prepared  by  Ill  .'.Bro. '.James  C.  Bassey,  33°,  which  were  not  received  by  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  before  May  1,  1994,  and,  therefore,  by  virtue  of  Article  47(b) 
may  be  proposed  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Active  Members  present  after  ref¬ 
erence  to  and  favourable  report  by  this  Committee.  Such  favourable  report  is  hereby 
given. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  propose  that  the  various 
amendments  be  dealt  with  in  three  parts:

The  Committee  reports  favourably  upon  the  wording  of  the  proposed  amendment,  in 
order  that  the  proposed  amendment  may  be  considered  and  voted  upon ,  leaving  it  to 
the  judgement  of  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  philosophy 
expressed  by  Ill .'.  Bro.'. Rutherford  when  voting  upon  the  resolution.

Amendment  to  Article  74(a) 

After  “ . in  this  Jurisdiction”  add  “and  whose  permanent  residence  (or  whose  prin¬

The  Committee  reports  favourably  on  the  amendments  to  Article  74(a)  and  74(d),  pro¬ 
posed  by  Ill .'.  Bro.’. Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  to  clarify  the  residence  of  an  applicant  for 
membership. 

Amendment  to  Article  75(d) 

An  amendment,  proposed  by  Ill .'.  Bro .’.  Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  that  the  following  shall 
be  added  as  Subsection  (d)  of  Section  75  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  and  the  imme¬ 
diately  following  paragraphs  shall  be  re-lettered  (d)  to  (f)  respectively: 

‘There  shall  be  added  to  the  official  form  for  all  three  degrees,  ([1]  Lodges  of 
Perfection,  [2]  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix,  [3]  Consistories),  a  statement  of  consent  and  a 
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release  signed  by  the  applicant  under  the  space  provided  for  the  signatures  of  the 
brethren  recommending  the  applicant  and  to  be  signed  by  the  applicant  separately  and 
distinctly  from  the  main  body  of  the  application  form  as  follows: 

In  consideration  of  your  receiving  this  application  for  membership,  I  consent 
to  investigations  being  made  from  any  source  relating  to  my  qualifications  for 
membership  in  the  Lodge/Chapter/Consistory. 

I  also  release  the  Lodge/Chapter/Consistory,  and  each  of  its  respective  mem¬ 
bers,  and  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  A.&  A.S.R.  of  Freemasonry  of 
Canada  from  all  claims  which  I  may  have  arising  from  the  investigations  of 
my  qualifications  or  my  rejection  if  such  should  occur.

The  committee  reports  favourably  on  the  amendments  to  Article  75(d)  to  provide  a  con¬ 
sent  to  an  investigation  of  the  candidate  and  his  legal  release  to  Supreme  Council.

An  amendment  to  have  our  Statutes  and  Regulations  include  our  Coat  of  Arms  as  grant¬ 
ed  by  the  Canadian  Heraldic  Authority. 

The  Committee  agrees  and  recommends  that  the  pictorial  design  and  wording  as  grant¬ 
ed  and  set  forth  by  the  Canadian  Heraldic  Authority,  as  proposed  by  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  be  added  to  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  and  reports 
favourably  thereon. 
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Amendment:  Page  13  -  Article  20(a) 

An  amendment,  proposed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  of  creating  a  new  office 
of  “  12.  Sword  Bearer”. 

Grand  Sword  Bearer  was  added  as  an  officer  of  Supreme  Council. 

The  committee  reports  favourably  on  this  amendment.

Change  the  description  of  the  “THE  JEWEL”  to  read  “of  the  Thirty-third  degree  shall 
be  a  double  headed  eagle,  its  wings  displayed,  surmounted  by  a  Prussian  crown  and  a 
triangle  of  white  edged  with  gold,  its  apex  uppermost,  with  the  figures  33  in  gold 
upon  it,  and  holding  a  sword  in  its  claws;  from  the  sword  depends  the  inscription  Deus 
Meumque  Jus,  in  letters  of  gold.  The  wings  and  the  tip  of  the  tail,  the  crown  and  the  hilt 
of  the  sword  shall  be  of  gold  and  the  rest  of  the  jewel  silver,  The  jewel  shall  be  worn 
suspended  from  the  neck  by  a  white  watered  ribbon  1  inches  wide  edged  with  gold.” 

The  description  of  “THE  GRAND  DECORATION  of  the  Order  for  an  Active  Member 
of  this  SUPREME  COUNCIL”  change  that  portion  that  reads  “The  eagle  is  crowned 
with  a  golden  diadem”  to  read  “The  eagle  is  crowned  with  a  golden  crown  of  Prussia”. 

The  Committee  reports  favourably  on  the  amendments,  proposed  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  to  clarify  the  descriptions  of  the  Jewel  and  the  Grand  Decoration. 

Amendment:  Page  47  -  Chain  Collar 

Change  the  second  sentence  that  reads  “From  the  lower  link  supporting  the  triangle....” 
to  read  “From  the  lower  link  supporting  the  triangle,  its  apex  uppermost  with  the  fig¬ 
ures  33  upon  it,  is  suspended  a  double  headed  eagle  of  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector- 
General  surmounted  by  a  crown  of  an  active  Member. 

The  Committee  reports  favourably  on  the  amendment,  proposed  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  to  clarify  the  description  of  the  Chain  Collar. 

Amendment:  Page  43  -  Fifty  Year  Decoration.  Sixty  Year  Decoration  and  Seventy  Year 

Decoration 


Ill  Bro.\  Roy  W.  Austin  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  end  of  each  paragraph  in  each 
of  the  above,  that  is,  the  following  shall  be  added  at  the  end  of  the  description  of  each 
Decoration  -  “A  lapel  pin  shall  also  be  presented  showing  “50  years”,  “60  years”,  or 
“70  years”  whichever  may  apply.  Also  a  suggested  design  for  the  pin. 

A  more  appropriate  wording  to  that  suggested  by  Ill.’.Bro.'.Roy  W.  Austin,  33°,  would 
be  to  add  the  words  “A  Lapel  Pin,  in  form  approved  by  the  Supreme  Council,  showing 
“50  years”,  “60  years”,  or  “70  years”  (as  the  case  may  be)  shall  also  be  presented.”

Amendment:  Page  10,  Add  to  end  of  paragraph  from  previous  page: 

“With  the  exception  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  or  the  Deputy,  no 
Inspector-General  (Sovereign  Grand  or  Honorary)  shall  interfere  with  the  author¬ 
ity  or  responsibility  of  the  Presiding  Officer  of  a  Body.”

of  Bodies  in  a  Valley,  for  receiving  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander...”. 

after  “...agreed  upon  by  their  Presiding  Officers”  add  “or  as  provided  for  in  the  joint 
by-laws  referred  to  above.” 

Amendment:  Page  28.  First  &  second  paragraphs  under  “Collars,  Jewels  and 

Decorations”: 


after  “...is  at  labour”  add  “,  and  at  refreshment  at  the  discretion  of  the  Body.” 
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replace  second  paragraph  with  “Scottish  Rite  jewels  may  be  worn  only  in  other 
Scottish  Rite  Bodies  or  in  a  communication  or  meeting  of  a  Masonic  Body  with 
which  this  SUPREME  COUNCIL  is  in  amity,  when  a  representative  of  Scottish 
Rite  is  invited  to  attend  and  to  wear  his  collar,  jewels,  and  decorations.” 

Amendment:  Page  29.  second  paragraph  under  “(a)  The  Head  Table.”: 

Replace  with  “The  Presiding  Officer,  or  other  member  who  is  chairman  for  the 
occasion,  shall  occupy  the  centre  chair.  The  speaker  should  be  seated  immediately 
at  the  right  of  the  chairman,  except  when  the  head  table  guests  includes  an  official 
representative  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Province  in 
which  the  banquet  is  being  held,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  or  his  Deputy. 
In  this  case,  the  ranking  guest  will  be  seated  to  the  right  of  the  chairman,  with  the 
speaker  to  his  left.  If  there  is  a  second  ranking  guest,  he  shall  be  at  the  immediate 
left  of  the  chairman,  with  the  speaker  to  the  right  of  the  first  ranking  guest  and  all 
others  placed  alternately  according  to  rank  on  the  right  and  left.”

The  Committee  reports  favourably  on  the  foregoing  nine  proposed  amendments  to  the 
1981  Manual  for  Officers,  except  that  on  page  29  “his  Deputy”  should  read  “the  Deputy 
for  the  Province  concerned”. 

GENERAL 

Your  Committee  has  considered  the  permissions  and  dispensations  referred  to  in  the 
Allocution  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  particularly,  the  request  of 
Ill .'.  Bro.'.  James  Allan  Forde  to  receive  the  18°  in  the  Valley  of  Tampa.  Bro.  Forde  was 
given  the  opportunity  of  completing  his  Rose  Croix  Degrees  in  Canada,  and  this 
Committee  approves  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  refusing  permis¬ 
sion  to  Bro.  Forde  to  receive  his  18°  in  Tampa,  Florida,  when  it  was  quite  practical  for 
Bro.  Forde  to  receive  his  18°  in  Canada. 

Your  Committee  has  noted  the  actions  of  Ill .'.  Bro.'.  Scott  Bukovac  with  respect  to  his 
obtaining  his  Scottish  Rite  degrees  4°  to  32°  in  Tokyo,  Japan,  while  living  and  working 
in  that  country  and  that  he  made  proper  enquiries  of  those  in  authority.  Your  Committee 
approves  of  the  ruling  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  recognizing  that  Bro. 
Bukovac  received  his  Scottish  Rite  Degrees  in  the  jurisdiction  in  which  he  was  “resid¬ 
ing"  at  the  time  and  which  was  in  amity  with  this  jurisdiction,  and  that  he  is  entitled  to 
affiliate  with  constituent  bodies  in  this  Supreme  Council  jurisdiction. 

Your  Committee  agrees  with,  and  reports  favourably  on,  the  actions  taken  by  the  SGC, 
and  particularly  with  respect  to  the  above  two  noted  brethren.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
AUDIT  AND  FINANCE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Article  49(a)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  details  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  and  Finance  and  the  Committee  now  reports  to  Supreme  Council  on  the  discharge 
of  these  duties. 

1.  Constituent  Body  Financial  Reports 

The  financial  reports  of  the  Constituent  Bodies  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Committee. 
This  review  did  not  include  three  valleys  who,  at  the  time  of  writing,  had  not  filed  the 
required  reports.  Regrettably,  these  three  valleys  were  also  delinquent  in  the  filing  of 
their  financial  returns  last  year.  The  Deputy  responsible  for  each  of  these  valleys  has 
been  advised  of  the  failure  to  file  the  reports.  Hopefully,  action  will  be  taken  to  insure 
this  condition  is  rectified  for  subsequent  years.  When  the  delinquent  reports  are 
received  they  will  be  reviewed. 

Further  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  reports  was  observed.  The  practice  of  provid¬ 
ing  the  Deputies  of  Supreme  Council  with  a  detailed  summary  of  deficiencies  in  the 
reports  has  helped  the  valleys  to  take  corrective  action,  and  this  has  resulted  in  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  reporting  process.  Nine  valleys  filed  reports  which  contained  defi¬ 
ciencies.  The  Deputies  will  again  be  informed  of  the  deficiencies,  and  this  should  help 
these  valleys  to  correct  the  shortcomings  in  their  reports. 

The  review  of  the  reports  indicates  that  the  constituent  bodies  are,  generally  speaking, 
in  satisfactory  financial  shape.  With  the  reductions  in  membership  being  experienced  by 
practically  all  valleys,  they  are  urged  to  constantly  monitor  their  finances  and  take 
whatever  corrective  action  that  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  a  sound  financial  position. 

Several  years  ago  this  Committee  recommended  that  valleys  prepare  five  year  financial 
forecasts  to  assist  in  their  financial  planning.  We  urge  all  valleys  to  carry  out  this  pro¬ 
cess.  It  will  prove  very  valuable  in  anticipating  the  future  financial  requirements  of  the 
valley. 

2.  Constituent  Bodies  By-Law  Amendments 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  has  reviewed  all  requests  for  by-law  amendments  per¬ 
taining  to  financial  matters,  and  has  forwarded  comments  and  recommendations  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  concerning  these. 
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3.  Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  Grand  Treasurer-General,  Board 
of  Trustees  and  Auditors 

The  Committee  has  examined  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  the 
Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Auditor.  These  reports  were 
found  to  be  acceptable  and  the  Committee  recommends  their  adoption. 

4.  Financial  Operations  for  the  Year  Ended  June  30,  1994 

The  financial  statement  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1994  was 
reviewed.  The  operations  for  the  year  resulted  in  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expense  of 
$46,908.00,  compared  with  a  budgeted  excess  of  $53,355.00,  and  an  excess  in  the  prior 
year  of  $121,480.00  Revenues  were  slightly  below  budget,  while  expenses  were  slightly 
above  budget.  While  the  expenses  overall  only  slightly  exceeded  the  total  budgeted 
expenses,  the  Committee  is  gravely  concerned  with  the  significant  over-expenditure  in 
the  cost  of  attendance  at  other  Supreme  Council  and  International  Meetings.  This 
expense,  in  the  year  ended  June  30,  1994,  represented  approximately  18%  of  the  total 
expenses  of  Supreme  Council  and  will  approximate  15%  of  the  budgeted  expenses  for 
the  year  which  will  end  on  June  30,  1995.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Advisory  Council  take  a  hard  look  at  this  expense  category  and  take  such  action  as  may 
be  necessary  to  significantly  reduce  this  cost  in  future  fiscal  periods. 

The  financial  result  exceeds  the  target  set  by  Supreme  Council,  which  requires  that 
there  be  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expense  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  maintain  the  pur¬ 
chasing  power  of  the  income  from  our  investment  portfolio. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1994  be  adopted. 

5.  Budget  1994-1995 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  1994-1995  fiscal  period  has  been  reviewed  by  the 
Committee  and  suitable  background  information  on  the  various  revenue  and  expense 
categories  was  received. 

The  proposed  budget  is  projecting  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expense  of  $15,129.00 
which  amount  will  not  quite  meet  the  financial  targets  of  Supreme  Council;  however, 
the  financial  results  over  the  last  number  of  years  have  comfortably  exceeded  our  target 
and  the  budgeted  result  for  1994-1995  is  not  of  concern. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  1994-1995  budget. 

6.  General 

Last  year  the  Grand  Treasurer-General  prepared  a  ten  year  financial  forecast  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Committee.  This  forecast  has  been  updated,  taking  into  account  the 
results  of  the  past  fiscal  period.  The  updated  forecast  shows  a  slightly  better  result  than 
the  original.  It  appears  that  any  increase  in  the  level  of  Supreme  Council  dues  may  be  a 
little  further  down  the  line  than  originally  thought. 
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The  Committee  thanks  the  Grand  Treasurer-General  for  updating  the  very  important 
planning  took,  and  recommends  that  it  continue  to  be  updated  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  Committee  reviewed  the  manner  in  which  the  investment  portfolio  of  Supreme 
Council  is  administered.  This  review  would  suggest  that  the  portfolio  can  be  more  effi¬ 
ciently  managed  with  financial  benefit  to  Supreme  Council.  It  is  therefore  recommend¬ 
ed  that  the  custody  of  the  investment  portfolio  be  transferred  to  RBG  Dominion 
Securities  who  will  execute  transactions  only  upon  the  instructions  of  the  Supreme 
Council.  Article  35(b)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  requires  such  a  change  to  be 
approved  in  Executive  Session. 

The  Committee  acknowledges  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  and  the  Executive  Secretary.

John  Dixon,  33°,  the 
Grand  Representative  of  this  Supreme  Council  near  the  Supreme  Council  of  Chile.  In 
May,  the  Calgary  Southalta  Consistory  members  exemplified  The  Scottish  Rite  1°  with 
Master  Masons  in  attendance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 
To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Once  again,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  annual  report 
on  the  activities  and  condition  of  Scottish  Rite  in  the 
Province  of  New  Brunswick  for  the  year  1993-1994. 

As  in  the  past,  the  loss  of  distinguished  brethren  has 
taken  its  toll.  We  are  saddened  by  the  deaths  of  27  mem¬ 
bers  throughout  the  jurisdiction  including 
Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Hubert  Caines,  33°,  of  Saint  John.  To  their 
families  we  extend  our  deepest  sympathy.  As  well  as  the 
loss  of  these  brethren,  several  of  our  senior  members  are 
noticeably  absent  from  our  meetings  due  to  health  limi¬ 
tations,  and  we  recognize  them  for  their  Masonic  contri¬ 
butions  as  well  as  their  community  achievements. 


During  my  visits  throughout  the  valleys,  I  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  observe  and  apprize  the  affairs  of  the  bodies.  In  most  instances,  the  offi¬ 
cers  display  a  keen  interest  but  the  attendance  seems  on  the  decline  and  should  be 
addressed.  In  general,  the  State  of  the  Rite  seems  to  be  in  good  order  notwithstanding 
the  continuous  drop  in  membership.  The  numbers  of  initiates  into  the  craft  lodges  is 
noticeably  on  the  upswing  and  through  time  should  augment  this  situation  to  a  degree. 
Combined  with  deaths,  suspensions,  demits,  and  smaller  classes  of  candidates,  we  again 
show  a  loss.  The  Lodges  of  Perfection  have  declined  from  1,208  to  1,184.  Chapter  fig¬ 
ures  show  a  drop  from  993  to  970  and  the  Consistory  had  a  net  loss  from  830  to  809. 

A  close  liaison  continues  between  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Rite.  Ill  .’.Bro .’.Carr  W. 
Graham,  33°,  the  Consistory’s  C-in-C,  is  serving  his  second  year  as  Grand  Master. 
Ill .’. Bro.'. William  Balser  Jr.,  a  33°  nominee,  was  recently  installed  as  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  Ill.’.  Bro  .’.George  Trentowsky,  33°,  is  serving  as  Senior  Warden. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  presence  of  our  SCG  making  his  official  visits  to  the 
valleys.  We  are  delighted  that  Audrey  accompanied  him  and  I  am  sure  they  both  left  a 
lasting  impression  upon  their  acquaintances.  My  personal  thanks  to  all  the  officers  and 
brethren  for  the  warm  and  generous  reception  afforded  us  in  each  valley. 

Valley  of  Saint  John 

In  my  last  report,  I  mentioned  that  an  arrangement  seemed  to  be  working  satisfactorily, 
using  Grand  Lodge  facilities  with  the  grand  secretary  assuming  these  additional  duties. 
Unfortunately,  the  work  load  became  too  burdensome  and  a  new  secretary  /registrar  is 
being  sought. 

The  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  its  Annual  Reunion  on  November  12  and  13.  I  was  very 
pleased  that  a  long  and  faithful  member.  Ill  .’.Bro  .’.Albert  M.  Lawson,  32°,  was  recog¬ 
nized  for  his  dedication  over  many  years  and  still  attends  all  the  meetings. 
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The  Annual  Divine  Service  was  held  in  St.  Paul’s  Anglican  Church  on  November  14 
with  The  Very  Reverend  Donald  Noseworthy  ministering  the  service.  The  annual 
Christmas  party  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple  this  year,  with  the  proceeds  again 
donated  to  our  Charitable  Foundation. 

My  official  visit  was  made  to  the  valley  on  December  13,  and,  accompanied  by  the 
local  33°  members,  we  were  heartily  welcomed  under  the  Honourable  Swords  and 
Stars.

The  May  meeting  was  held  in  St.  Stephen  and  was  widely-acclaimed  by  the  local  mem¬ 
bers  who  normally  do  not  journey  to  the  Saint  John  meetings. 

Sponsorship  of  a  Demolay  was  unanimously  approved  at  the  March  meeting. 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Don  de  Vlaming,  32°,  a  former  Master  Councillor,  was  appointed  as  the  liai¬ 
son  officer  and  hopes  to  have  some  activity  bustling  by  the  Fall. 

The  Chapter  Reunion  was  held  on  March  26  with  a  class  of  seven  candidates.  The  ban¬ 
quet  speaker  was  the  well-known  Reverend  Robert  Hussey,  who  delivered  a  very  inspir¬ 
ing  message. 

Dispensation  was  granted  to  invite  families  and  friends  to  the  Easter  Sunday  ceremonies 
and  breakfast  festivities. 

The  Annual  Meeting  and  installation  of  Consistory  officers,  scheduled  for  Moncton  in 
January,  was  cancelled  due  to  inclement  weather.  The  installation  ceremonies  were  held 
at  the  April  meeting  in  Fredericton.  Ill  Bro.\ Carr  W.  Graham,  33°,  who  is  also  Most 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  replaced  Ill .\Bro.\ Scott  Ellsworth,  32°,  as  Commander- 
in-Chief.  The  Consistory  Reunion  was  held  on  October  15-16  with  a  small  class  of  can¬ 
didates. 

As  mentioned,  we  were  honoured  with  the  presence  of  our  SGC  in  May,  and  with  our 
ladies,  enjoyed  a  delightful  evening  of  musical  entertainment,  leaving  enriched  with 
Bro.  Lawer’s  words  of  wisdom.  Ill.'.Bro.’.Trentowsky,  33°,  is  to  be  commended  in 
organizing  the  function. 

The  Annual  Returns  indicate  that  the  lodge  membership  dropped  from  365  to  362. 
Likewise,  the  chapter  suffered  a  loss  from  396  to  382,  while  the  consistory  declined 
from  830  to  809. 

Valley  of  Moncton 

Several  by-law  changes  were  approved,  specifically  in  response  to  recommendations 
from  the  Audit  and  Finance  Committee  suggesting  more  flexibility  in  the  fees  and  dues 
structures.

A.  E.  Crossman,  32°,  succeeding 
Ill Bro.'.  N.  D.  Keirstead,  32°,  as  TPGM.  Unfortunately,  Bro.  Crossman,  shortly  after 
assuming  office,  realized  a  recent  change  in  his  work  commitments  out  of  the  province 
is  not  compatible,  and  Ill .’.  Bro.’. Doug  Wood,  33°,  consented  to  act  in  his  stead  for  the 
balance  of  the  one-year  term.

The  banquet  and  dance  finalized  the  weekend 
activities  and  climaxed  a  memorable  occasion. 

The  Britton  Chapter  Reunion  was  held  on  February  26,  with  M.W.S.  Barry  Ellsworth, 
32°,  enjoying  his  second  year  at  the  helm.  All  degrees  were  conferred  with  the  recently 
established  16°  cast  settling  in  with  their  second  performance.  Easter  Ceremonies  were 
conducted  in  the  usual  manner  with  the  33°  members  assisting. 

Membership  in  the  lodge  dropped  from  510  to  498,  while  the  chapter  declined  from  344 
to  341. 

Valley  of  Fredericton

small  class  of  candidates.  Due  to  other  commitments,  three  of  the  petitioners  travelled 
to  the  Saint  John  Reunion  for  their  degrees. 

The  November  meeting  was  held  in  Boiestown,  where  the  video  film  on  Scottish  Rite 
Charities  was  widely-acclaimed  and  should  improve  the  donor  participation  from  that 

area. 

I  was  privileged  to  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  on  January  27,  make  my  official  visit, 
and  encourage  their  involvement  in  Demolay. 

King  Solomon  Chapter  held  its  installation  ceremonies  on  October  28,  with 
Ill .‘.  Bro. ’.E.  Stanley  Matheson,  33°,  as  the  installing  officer.  Due  to  a  similar  activity  , 
within  the  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  we  each  were  conducting  a  ceremony  simulta¬ 
neously.

Bro.'.P.  D.  Hambrook,  33°,  brought 
greetings  on  our  behalf. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  represent  the  Rite  at  the  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Brunswick,  F.  &  A.  M.  which  was  held  in  Saint  John  on  May  13-14. 

This  year  the  Royal  and  Select  Masons  met  in  Moncton  on  May  21,  with  a  kind  invita¬ 
tion  extended.  Unfortunately,  I  had  an  out-of-province  commitment  and  delegated 
Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  H.  Jarvis,  33°,  a  Past  Inspector-General  of  that  Order,  who  brought  frater¬ 
nal  greetings  on  our  behalf. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  report  that  Demolay  in  the  Moncton  area  continues  to  broaden  its 
horizons  with  interest  generating  around  Boiestown,  Bathurst,  Chatham,  and  Saint  John.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  sixth  report  as  Deputy  for 
Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  Newfoundland 
on  the  State  of  the  Rite  in  my  jurisdiction. 

Valley  of  Halifax 

My  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Halifax  took  place  on 
November  4,  1993.  I  was  received  with  honours  and 
accompanied  by  SGIC  Phil  Raymond,  and  a  large  con¬ 
tingent  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General.  We  were  privi¬ 
leged  to  witness  an  excellent  portrayal  of  the  1 1°. 

On  November  5,  1993,  I  chaired  a  meeting  of  all  the 
Honorary  Inspectors-General  in  my  jurisdiction.  The 
meeting  was  well-attended  and  the  dialogue  very  mean¬ 
ingful.  Some  of  the  items  discussed  will  be  brought  to  Supreme  Council’ s  Meeting  of 
the  Deputies.  These  meetings  offer  an  opportunity  for  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General 
to  ask  questions,  make  suggestions,  and  generally  have  input  in  Scottish  Rite.  Following 
the  meeting,  we  enjoyed  a  dinner  in  the  Banquet  Hall. 

On  February  3,  1994,  I  accompanied  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer,  on 
his  official  visit  to  the  valley.

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Frank  MacKay  presented  the  SGC  with  a  Commemorative  Jewel  of  the  250th 
Anniversary  of  the  first  Masonic  Lodge  in  Canada. 

I  made  my  official  visit  to  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  May  13  and  14,  1994.  I 
was  received  with  the  usual  honours,  accompanied  by  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General 
from  the  area,  and  observed  the  excellent  portrayal  of  all  the  compulsory  degrees  of 
Lodge  of  Perfection  on  five  candidates.

On  December  10,  1993,  Scottish  Rite  again  participated  in  a  joint  Christmas  church  ser¬ 
vice  with  Shannon  Chapter  of  the  York  Rite. 

My  official  visit  to  the  valley,  took  place  on  March  15,  1994.  I  was  accompanied  by  the 
Honorary  Inspectors-General  and  was  received  with  the  appropriate  honours.  I  was 
privileged  to  act  as  Installing  Officer  of  this  joint  installation  of  the  three  bodies  using 
the  Winnipeg  method  of  joint  installation.  Following  the  installation,  I  addressed  the 
brethren. 
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On  April  29,  1994,  I  accompanied  Bro.  Lawer  on  his  visit  to  this  valley.  We  were  well- 
attended  by  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  from  the  area,  and  were  received  with  the 
appropriate  honours.

We  extend  our  deepest  sympathy  to  their 
families  and  friends. 


Valley  of  Barrie 

The  Valley  of  Barrie  has  had  another  very  successful  year  holding  both  Fall  and  Spring 
Reunions  in  each  of  its  bodies.  The  Fall  reunions  honoured  Ill.'.Bro.'.F.  C.  “Frank" 
Lovering,  33°,  while  the  Spring  reunions  paid  tribute  to  Ill.'.Bro.'.F.  K.  “Fred" 
Doolittle,  33°.  These  two  members  were  well-deserving  of  these  honours  having  faith¬ 
fully  served  both  the  valley  and  Supreme  Council  for  many  years. 

The  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  reported  42  candidates  for  the  year  and  the  Spry 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  had  43,  while  the  Barrie  Consistory  totalled  69.

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SGC  presented  an  informative  luncheon  address  that  was  well-received  by  a  near¬ 
capacity  gathering  of  some  150  members. 

Prior  to  the  portrayal  of  the  18°,  I  was  pleased  to  accompany  our  SGC  and  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  Supreme  Council  and  be  received  in  the  Chapter  with  full  and  appropriate  hon¬ 
ours  by  the  members  of  the  valley. 

Well-attended  Easter  Ceremonies  were  conducted  in  Barrie  as  well  as  in  auxiliary  chap¬ 
ters  in  Orillia,  Bracebridge,  Collingwood,  Newmarket  and  Owen  Sound.

Counted  among  the  numbers  at 
this  service  was  a  large  contingent  of  members  of  our  Supreme  Council. 

I  applaud  Barrie  on  the  continued  publication  of  the  Triangle,  a  very  well-produced  and 
informative  Newsletter  relating  to  the  activities  of  this  very  industrious  valley. 

I  offer  my  thanks  to  the  officers  of  the  Valley  of  Barrie  and,  in  particular, 
Ill Bro .’.  Eldon  Greer,  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year. 

Valley  of  Chatham 

The  Valley  of  Chatham  reports  a  net  loss  for  the  year  of  23  members  in  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  continuing  trend  of  declining  membership  in  our 
Rite  as  a  whole.  The  word  declining  does  not  fit  in  any  of  the  other  activities  in  which 
this  valley  is  involved.  They  are  an  extremely  active  and  energetic  group  and,  although 
they  may  be  relatively  few  in  numbers,  continue  to  portray  all  of  the  degrees  of  the 
Lodge  and  the  Chapter  in  a  most  impressive  manner.  They  are  also  active  and  support¬ 
ive  of  charitable  and  community  activities  and  sponsor  important  social  activities  that 
are  beneficial  to  the  valley.

Through  the  efforts  of  the  dedicated  bingo  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Annual  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Golf  Tournament,  the  members  were 
proud  to  be  able  to  present  $25,500.  to  the  Foundation  at  the  Friday  Luncheon  of 
Supreme  Council  in  Hamilton  on  September  10,  1993. 

I  offer  a  sincere  thank  you  to  Ill.’.Bro.’.C.  T.  Hill,  33°,  Grand  Secretary,  the  members 
of  the  valley  and,  in  particular,  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  for  their  assistance  and 
much  valued  support  provided  me  during  the  year. 

Valley  of  Woodstock 

The  Valley  of  Woodstock  continues  to  thrive  and  completed  another  successful  year  in 
1993-94.  ' 

The  Woodstock  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  9  meetings  during  the  year  holding  its  reunion 
in  the  fall.  The  Centennial  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  held  5  meetings  conducting  its 
reunion  in  the  spring. 

The  Lodge  of  Perfection  reported  8  candidates  during  the  year  and  8  deaths  resulting  in 
no  loss  in  total  membership.  In  fact,  the  membership  in  the  valley  in  the  last  5  years  has 
increased  some  5%  which  is  a  credit  to  the  vitality  and  enthusiasm  prevalent  in  this  val¬ 
ley. 

I  was  pleased  to  make  my  official  visit  to  the  Valley  on  October  30,  1993,  on  the  occa¬ 
sion  of  its  Fall  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunion.  I  was  privileged  to  witness  the  portrayal  of 
the  13th  and  14th  degrees.

The  valleys  are  looking  toward  Supreme  Council  for  assistance  and 
guidance  in  this  troubling  area. 

I  am  appreciative  of  the  support  of  all  of  the  members,  particularly  those  from  my  own 
valley  who  accompanied  me  on  my  travels  this  past  year. 

I  extend  a  sincere  thank  you  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  as  well  as  the  executive 
and  office  staff  of  Supreme  Council  for  their  courteous  assistance  as  well  as  their  much 
appreciated  guidance  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  this  my  sixth  annual  report  on 
the  State  of  The  Rite  in  the  Valleys  of  Hamilton, 
Kingston,  North  Bay,  Ottawa,  Peterborough,  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  Sudbury,  and  Thunder  Bay. 

Valley  of  Hamilton 

The  Valley  of  Hamilton  hosted  the  1  19th  Annual 
Session  of  our  Supreme  Council  during  the  week  of 
September  6,  1993.  At  the  risk  of  seeming  somewhat 
biased,  Hamilton  being  my  home  city,  I  would  be  remiss 
if  I  did  not  heartily  congratulate  and  thank 
Ill Bro  Allard  Loopstra,  33°,  Chairman  of  the 
Organizing  Committee  and  his  two  Co-Chairman,  Ills. 
Bros.  Richard  Skinner,  33°,  and  Robert  Whitmore,  32°, 
along  with  a  large  number  of  dedicated  workers  for  an  excellent  Session.  An  abundance 
of  favourable  comments  have  been  received  from  the  attending  Honorary  Inspectors- 
General  and  their  ladies.  I  was  indeed  proud  to  be  associated  with  my  Hamilton 
brethren  in  this  their  commendable  achievement.  The  details  of  the  Session  are  recorded 
in  the  1993  Proceedings. 

During  the  week  of  November  1  through  November  6,  1993,  the  Murton  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory  held  their  reunion  in  that  order.  At  the  Friday  Consistory  luncheon,  M.  Wor. 
Bro.  C.  Edwin  Drew,  Grand  Master,  The  Grand  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada  in  The 
Province  of  Ontario,  was  the  keynote  speaker,  at  this,  his  Consistory.  At  the  Saturday 
Consistory  luncheon,  the  usual  procedure  of  selecting  three  members  of  the  class  to 
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speak  for  five  minutes  each  was  observed.  Their  choice  of  subject  matter  usually  relates 
to  their  personal  Masonic  careers  to  date.  This  is  always  enlightening  and  inspirational 
to  the  attentive  audience. 

The  membership  committee  of  the  Hamilton  Valley  has  initiated  a  membership  revital¬ 
ization  programme  entitled  “Vision  2000”.  The  work  has  now  progressed  to  the  stage 
where  several  in-depth  combined  discussion  meetings  have  been  held  with  representa¬ 
tives  from  other  concordant  Masonic  bodies,  including  Grand  Lodge  (Ontario),  Royal 
Arch,  the  Shrine,  and  York  Rite.  The  stated  objective  of  these  meetings  is  to  develop  an 
integrated  membership  plan  through  information  exchange  and  networking.  I  have  been 
pleased  to  attend  these  meetings  as  one  of  the  two  representatives  of  Scottish  Rite.  We 
can  expect  to  have  some  positive  suggestions  develop  for  the  common  good  of  all  seg¬ 
ments  of  our  Masonic  Order. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  visited  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  April  5, 
1994.  At  the  6  p.m.  banquet,  Bro.  Lawer  addressed  the  brethren  and  then,  in  the 
Cathedral  before  the  portrayal  of  the  12°,  he  was  presented  with  an  honorary  life  mem¬ 
bership  in  Murton  Lodge. 

During  the  1994  Spring  Assembly,  May  2-3,  Lodge,  and  May  5-7,  Consistory,  a  full 
slate  of  degrees  was  presented  in  fine  fashion. 

Early  in  1994,  the  executive  members  of  the  Consistory  and  Towers  Inc.  (the  operating 
body  of  the  Hamilton  facility),  “recognizing  the  need  for  additional  income  to  offset  ris¬ 
ing  costs”,  established  a  “Stabilization  Fund”.  The  members  were  invited  to  donate  a 
nominal  annual  voluntary  maintenance  contribution  for  the  future  operation  and  preser¬ 
vation  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  in  the  Valley  of  Hamilton.  The  response  to  date  is 
encouraging. 

Year-end  membership  totals  record  the  following  losses:  Lodge  64,  Chapter  40  and 
Consistory  278  (new  total  of  10,561  consistory  members). 

Valley  of  Kingston 

My  annual  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Kingston  was  June  16,  1994.  I  am  grateful  to  Ill.  Bros. 
Fraser  Howes,  33°,  Active  Member,  and  Maynard  Slack,  33°,  for  arranging  the  day's 
agenda. 

Our  1995  Annual  Session  will  be  held  in  Kingston.  At  a  luncheon  meeting, 
Ill/. Bro /.Donald  Thornton,  33°,  Chairman  of  the  1995  Organizing  Committee,  along 
with  twenty  of  his  sub-committee  members,  outlined  the  particulars  of  their  progress  to 
date.  I  am  confident  that  the  brethren  of  Kingston  will  create  a  friendly  and  welcoming 
backdrop  for  our  Session  of  September  1995.  Historical  and  picturesque  Kingston,  nes¬ 
tled  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Ontario,  is  one  of  the  most  popular  tourist  attractions  of 
Ontario. 

In  the  evening,  the  4°  was  well  portrayed  for  the  benefit  of  eleven  candidates  of  the 
Kingston  Lodge  and  a  near  capacity  audience  of  members.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 


To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Illustrious  Brethren: 


I  am  pleased  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the 
activities  and  conditions  of  the  Rite  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  for  the  year  ending  May  31,1 994. 

As  in  past  years,  the  loss  of  distinguished  brethren  has 
taken  its  toll.  Although  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  our 
Supreme  Council  ranks  have  remained  intact,  neverthe¬ 
less,  we  are  saddened  by  the  deaths  of  24  members  in 
this  jurisdiction.  To  their  families  and  friends  we  again 
extend  our  deepest  sympathy. 

Falling  membership  in  this  Province  remains  a  major 
problem,  with  the  bodies  in  the  jurisdiction  reporting  a 
net  loss  of  94  during  the  past  year.  (79  in  Montreal  and 
15  in  Quebec  City).  Deaths,  withdrawals  and  suspen¬ 
sions  being  195;  admissions,  affiliations  and  restorations  amounted  to  101;  leaving  an 
overall  total  of  2386  for  all  bodies.  The  Lodges  of  Perfection  had  a  net  loss  of  31,  the 
Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  a  net  loss  of  30,  and  the  Consistory,  a  loss  of  18  during  the  past 
year. 
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Valley  of  Montreal 

I  was  able  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  all  meetings  of  the 
three  bodies  in  Montreal  and  was  received  officially  in  each  body. 

The  degree  work  was,  in  all  instances,  found  to  be  extremely  well  done  and  I  am 
pleased  to  congratulate  the  officers  and  degree  teams  for  their  dedication  and  conduct. 
All  in  all,  it  was  a  most  impressive  year. 

On  October  25,  1993,  the  Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  put  on  the  5°,  and  we 
were  delighted  to  receive  a  delegation  of  20  members  of  the  Valley  of  Ottawa,  among 
whom  was  Ill Bro.\ J.C.  Matheson,  33°,  Active  Member  of  our  Supreme  Council.  The 
evening  turned  out  to  be  even  more  of  a  “special”  night  with  the  arrival  of  9  members 
from  the  Valley  of  Burlington,  Vermont,  including  their  Deputy,  Ill Bro.\ Richard  W. 
Parker,  and  their  Active  Member,  Ill Bro Peter  G.  Huntsman,  33°.  This  was  indeed  a 
“landmark”  with  members  of  three  jurisdictions  in  attendance.  All  present  thoroughly 
enjoyed  this  exciting  event. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection,  held  on  Saturday,  November  27, 
1993,  10  members  of  the  Valley  of  Montreal  returned  the  favor  of  a  visit.  This  was  a 
most  enjoyable  day  and,  again,  we  thank  the  Valley  of  Ottawa  for  the  warmth  of  our 
reception  and  for  their  hospitality. 

The  Easter  Day  Ceremony  of  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  April 
3,  1994,  was  again  held  at  7:30  a.m.,  with  breakfast  being  served  before  the  meeting 
and  no  visitors.  After  the  Ceremony  of  Relighting  the  Lights,  the  brethren  were  able  to 
depart  for  home  by  9:30  a.m.  The  address  was  given  by  the  MWS  Brian  A.  Herridge, 
33°.  The  question  of  retaining  this  format  or  returning  to  an  afternoon  meeting  will  be 
decided  after  an  analysis  of  the  two  forms,  to  assess  the  impact  on  attendance. 

The  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory  portrayed  the  24°,  in  the  Trench  language,  on 
March  3,  1994,  and  it  was  very  well  done.  A  combined  cast  of  francophone  and  anglo¬ 
phone  members  co-operated  in  the  event  and  their  efforts  were  outstanding. 

The  Annual  Consistory  Reunion  was  held  on  the  weekend  of  April  15,  16,  1994,  with 
the  30°  first  and  second  apartments  being  done  in  Trench  and  the  balance  in  English. 

On  Saturday,  April  23,  1994,  a  busload  of  26  brethren  of  the  Montreal  Consistory,  trav¬ 
elled  to  Ottawa  for  a  fraternal  visit  to  the  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Ottawa  Consistory.  A 
very  enjoyable  day  was  had,  with  great  fellowship.  Everyone  enjoyed  the  excellent 
degree  work  done  by  the  brethren  of  Ottawa. 

A  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Burlington,  Vermont,  is  in  the  planning  stage  and  should  be 
finalised  in  the  near  future. 

I  heartily  recommend  that  future  inter-visitation,  between  Montreal  and  Ottawa,  and 
between  Montreal  and  Vermont,  be  continued. 
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Valley  of  Quebec 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 992-93,  1  referred  to  the  struggle  that  the  Valley  of 
Quebec  was  having,  because  of  being  unable  to  obtain  sufficient  attendance  from  mem¬ 
bers  residing  in  Quebec  City,  in  holding  some  of  their  meetings  or  in  conferring  certain 
degrees.  I  regret  to  report  that  this  situation,  basically,  remains  unchanged.  On  a  posi¬ 
tive  side,  the  Quebec  Lodge  of  Perfection  did  have  5  candidates  and  1  affiliation  during 
the  past  twelve  months.  However,  it  also  had  5  deaths,  1  demit  and  7  suspensions,  pro¬ 
ducing  a  net  loss  for  the  lodge  of  7. 

The  Quebec  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  had  no  candidates  for  this  year,  had  1  affiliation, 
and  suffered  the  loss  of  5  through  deaths  and  4  through  suspensions,  resulting  in  a  net 
loss  of  8. 

Following  our  Annual  Session,  in  Hamilton,  last  year.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
John  V.  Lawer,  expressed  a  desire  to  make  a  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Quebec. 
Subsequently,  arrangements  were  made  to  receive  him  on  March  17,  1994,  in  the 
Quebec  Lodge  of  Perfection.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  attendance  was  rather  pathetic,  even 
with  a  delegation  of  6  members  from  Montreal,  including  myself.  The  SGC  took  the  sit¬ 
uation  in  very  good  grace  and  gave  a  very  interesting  and  inspiring  address.  I  intend  to 
monitor  this  situation  very  closely,  and  have  the  support  of  members  from  the  Valley  of 
Montreal,  who  have  volunteered  to  give  whatever  assistance  may  be  required. 

General 

The  general  financial  situation  of  the  two  valleys,  in  this  jurisdiction,  appears  fairly 
good  and  despite  the  membership  problem,  the  enthusiasm  and  dedication  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  is  very  good. 

The  Montreal  Executive  Committee  continues  to  function  well  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Ill  Bro R.F.  Grindlay,  33°,  and  I  thank  him  for  his  dedication  and  enthusiasm. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  appreciation,  for  services  rendered,  to  Active  E.G. 
Kerr,  for  his  willing  assistance  and  support,  the  Honorary  Members,  and 
Ill.'.  Bro. \  R.M.  Rickard,  32°,  our  Grand  Secretary /Registrar,  for  their  guidance  and 
assistance  over  the  year.  I  am  also  very  grateful  to  Grand  Secretary-General,  John  I. 
Carrick,  and  his  willing  and  efficient  staff  for  their  unfailing  patience  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 
To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  my  Tenth  Annual  Report  to 
Supreme  Council  on  the  condition  and  activities  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  Valleys  in  Saskatchewan. 

Official  visits  were  made  to  all  valleys  in  the  Province, 
at  which  time  I  was  able  to  witness  business  meetings, 
degrees  being  conferred.  Installations  of  Officers,  and 
take  part  in  social  functions.  The  work  by  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  bodies  continues  to  be  of  the  high¬ 
est  calibre  and  every  attempt  is  being  made  to  see  that 
the  lessons,  rituals,  decorum,  and  fellowship  is  present¬ 
ed  in  such  a  way  as  to  encourage  interest,  participation, 
attendance,  and  membership.  Unfortunately,  all  bodies 
are  faced  with  declining  membership.  As  the  average 
age  of  our  members  increases,  so  do  our  losses,  due  to 
death.  It  is  hoped  that  with  all  the  various  bodies  in  Masonry  working  together  on  the 
Masonic  Renewal  Program,  that  we  can  stem  the  trend  we  are  now  experiencing. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  official  visit  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V. 
Lawer,  to  the  three  valleys  in  the  Province.  This  event  is  always  looked  forward  to  with 
great  enthusiasm  by  our  members  and  this  year  was  no  exception.  The  three  day  visit 
becomes  very  demanding  on  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  when  it  entails  travel¬ 
ling  and  attendance  at  the  three  functions  in  three  different  cities.  The  extra  effort  by  the 
bodies  to  ensure  that  each  event  proved  enjoyable  and  interesting  made  everything 
worthwhile. 

On  November  11,  1993,  Moose  Jaw  members  hosted  a  delightful  evening,  complete 
with  banquet  and  entertainment,  which  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all  in  attendance. 

Regina  members  held  their  reception  and  banquet  on  November  12,  1993,  in  the  newly 
decorated  Saskatchewan  Hotel.  The  evening’s  entertainment  included  the  Ceilmorh 
Scottish  Rite  Dancers. 

The  SGC  completed  his  Saskatchewan  visit  by  attending  the  75th  Annual  Perfection 
Reunion  in  Saskatoon,  named  in  his  honour,  to  commemorate  his  visit  on  November  13, 
1993.  The  Reunion  concluded  with  the  Annual  Scottish  Rite  Banquet. 

A  most  inspiring  address,  by  SGC  Lawer,  at  each  of  the  above  occasions,  was  well 
received  and  appreciated.  Gifts  marking  his  visits  to  the  valleys  were  presented,  for 
which  our  SGC  expressed  his  sincere  thanks.  The  membership  in  Saskatchewan,  and 
indeed  their  wives  and  ladies,  expressed  disappointment  that  Mrs.  Lawer  (Audrey)  was 
unable  to  accompany  her  husband  on  his  visit  and  asked  that  he  relay  their  greetings  and 
best  wishes  on  his  return. 
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Valley  of  Moose  Jaw 

Moose  Jaw  members  were  forced  to  postpone  their  Perfection  Reunion,  slated  for 
November,  1993,  when  a  lack  of  participants  prevented  the  degrees  from  being  con¬ 
ferred.  The  re-scheduled  Reunion,  held  on  February  25  and  26,  1994,  proved  to  be  most 
successful,  when  a  large  class  of  interested  candidates,  including  a  number  from  the 
Regina  Valley,  received  their  14°. 

The  Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  combined  the  communication  and 
conferral  of  Rose  Croix  degrees  with  their  Easter  Ceremonies.  The  ceremonies  were 
named  in  Honour  of  Ill Bro.\  James  R.D.  Lewis,  32°,  for  his  contribution  to  the 
Scottish  Rite,  in  particular,  and  Masonry  in  general.  The  ceremony  of  Extinguishing  the 
Lights  and  the  Solemn  Feast  of  the  Pascal  Lamb  were  well  attended  on  Maundy 
Thursday.  Ladies  and  Master  Masons  were  invited  to  be  present  for  the  Ceremony  of 
Relighting  the  Lights  as  well  as  the  Memorial  Service  on  Easter  Sunday  and  to  join  in 
the  Easter  Sunday  Breakfast. 

Both  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  held  open  installations  of  their  1994  officers.  A  banquet  preceded  the  installation 
of  the  lodge  while  an  hour  of  fellowship  and  a  lunch  were  enjoyed  by  members  and 
guests  following  the  installation  of  the  chapter. 

A  pancake  supper  and  a  barbecue  rounded  out  the  social  events  of  the  valley,  each  of 
which  were  reported  as  being  well-attended  by  members  and  their  ladies. 

Valley  finances  appear  to  be  in  order  with  only  minor  differences  being  experienced  in 
the  reporting  of  statistics.  Annual  dues  are  being  constantly  reviewed  to  assure  suffi¬ 
cient  income  is  available  to  take  care  of  the  ever  increasing  costs. 


Valley  of  Regina 

Members  of  the  Regina  Valley  were  saddened  to  learn  of  the  death  of  one  of  its  senior 
members  on  December  28,  1993,  in  the  person  of  Honorary  Inspector-General, 
Ill  .'.Bro.'.  William  James  Oliver,  33°.  The  full  account  of  this  distinguished  and  dedi¬ 
cated  Mason  will  be  found  in  the  Obituary  Records  of  these  proceedings. 

Seven  candidates  from  the  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection  travelled  to  Moose  Jaw  on 
February  25  and  26  to  take  part  in  the  reunion  and  obtain  their  perfection  degrees. 
Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  officers  are  to  be  commended  for  their  work  and  cour¬ 
tesy  in  conferring  and  communicating  the  degrees  on  behalf  of  the  Regina  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  thus  enabling  these  new  members  to  proceed  in  the  Rite. 

The  Regina  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  conferred  the  15°  and  communicated  the  16th  and 
17th  degrees  on  six  candidates  on  March  19,  1994.  The  18°  was  conferred  on  four  of 
the  candidates  on  Maundy  Thursday,  March  31,  1994,  while  two,  for  reasons  of  conve¬ 
nience,  received  their  18°  in  Moose  Jaw  on  the  same  date.  The  Ceremony  of 
Extinguishing  the  Lights  on  Maundy  Thursday,  March  31,  1994,  and  that  of  Relighting 
the  Lights  and  Memorial  Service  (at  which  family  and  friends  were  invited)  concluded 
the  Easter  Ceremonies. 
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Saskatchewan  Consistory  held  it's  75th  Anniversary  Reunion  on  May  19,  1994,  when 
nine  candidates  received  the  32°.  The  C-in-C  Ill Bro.\ Halldorson,  32°,  is  to  be  com¬ 
mended  for  his  determination  to  organize  a  one  day  reunion,  when  his  work  load  would 
not  permit  him  to  do  otherwise.  Indications  were  that  everything  went  smoothly  with  no 
complications. 

Following  the  lead  by  Saskatchewan  Consistory,  to  hold  an  open  installations  a  year 
ago,  both  the  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Regina  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  adopt¬ 
ed  the  procedure  to  encourage  greater  interest  and  attendance  at  installations.  With  spe¬ 
cial  guests  such  as  M.W.  Bro.  John  P.  Brooks,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Saskatchewan  A.F.  &  A.M.,  and  Rose  Whaley,  the  Worthy  Grand  Matron  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Saskatchewan  O.E.S.,  together  with  representatives  of  Wa  Wa  Temple  and 
other  bodies,  it  was  generally  agreed  that  this  new  departure  would  help  to  portray  the 
openness  of  the  Rite  and  improve  our  image. 

The  social  functions  of  the  valley  continue  to  prove  most  popular.  This  year's  activities 
included:  a  barbecue  at  the  R.C.M.P.  Drill  Hall,  sponsored  by  Saskatchewan 
Consistory,  to  which  ladies  and  friends  were  invited;  the  Christmas  party  with  1 10  per¬ 
sons  attending;  a  most  enjoyable  evening  consisting  of  an  excellent  banquet  and  enter¬ 
tainment  by  the  Johnson  Collegiate  Select  Choir.  Honored  guests  included  widows  of 
former  members  and  representatives  from  Supreme  Council,  Grand  Lodge  of 
Saskatchewan,  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  Wa  Wa  Temple,  and  other  bod¬ 
ies. 


Finances  in  the  valley  are  of  some  concern  resulting  in  steps  now  being  taken  to 
increase  annual  dues  in  1995  to  partially  overcome  this  condition. 

Valley  of  Saskatoon 

The  Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Perfection  staged  two  reunions  during  the  last  term  in  order  to 
accommodate  candidates  wishing  to  proceed  through  the  Scottish  Rite  degrees.  The 
75th  Annual  Reunion  was  held  on  November  12  and  13,  1993,  on  the  occasion  of  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander's  visit,  who,  after  being  piped  in  and  officially  received, 
witnessed  the  14°  conferred  by  the  officers  and  members  of  the  lodge.  A  mini-reunion, 
held  on  January  14  and  February  1 1,  1994,  enabled  a  further  five  candidates  to  com¬ 
plete  their  perfection  degrees. 

The  68th  Anniversary  of  the  Saskatoon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  Easter  Ceremonies.  Thirteen  candidates  witnessed  the  beautiful  lessons  as  the 
degrees  of  Rose  Croix  were  communicated  and  conferred.  The  Easter  Ceremonies  were 
well-attended  and  included  several  members  from  other  chapters.  The  Easter  Sunday 
Ceremony  of  Relighting  the  Lights,  including  friends  and  family,  increased  attendance 
at  its  Memorial  Service,  and  the  ever  popular  breakfast. 

Saskatoon  Consistory  was  able  to  increase  attendance  and  interest  throughout  the  year 
when  the  C-in-C,  Forbes  M.  Pomeroy,  made  good  on  his  promise  to  portray  several 
degrees  which  had  never  been  seen  before  in  Saskatoon.  This  ambitious  effort  and  a 
personal  invite  to  attend  resulted  in  a  59%  increase  over  the  previous  five  year  average. 
The  17th  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Consistory  honoring  the  Charter  Members,  was  held 
on  May  27  and  28,  1994.  Eleven  new  members  received  the  32°. 
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During  the  year  the  Grand  Secretary\Registrar,  Ill Bro.\ Leslie  E.  Heselwood,  33°, 
submitted  his  resignation  from  the  three  Scottish  Rite  bodies  in  Saskatoon.  His  efforts 
and  dedication  to  the  “Rite”  speaks  for  itself,  having  served  in  that  office  since  1980. 
Tribute  was  paid  to  Bro.  Heselwood,  when  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter  named  its  68th 
Anniversary  in  his  honour. 

Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation 

It  is  hoped  that  contributions  to  the  Foundation  will  be  improved  by  greater  individual 
effort  and  a  more  aggressive  approach  to  fund  raising  events  by  each  of  the  valleys. 
Moose  Jaw  members  held  two  functions  in  aid  of  this  charity,  while  Saskatoon  made 
use  of  the  Almoners  Fund  collections  at  reunions  and  special  occasions  to  increase  its 
contributions.  The  Regina  Valley  is  still  looking  for  a  suitable  project  to  generate  funds 
for  this  worthwhile  cause.  A  lapel  pin  promotion  was  suggested  to  the  foundation  as  a 
source  of  income  and  is  being  pursued  at  the  present  time.  The  video  tape,  “Finding  the 
Way”  and  reports  by  three  recipients  of  awards  have  increased  awareness  and  enhanced 
the  image  of  the  excellent  work  of  the  Foundation. 

Dispensations 

The  usual  dispensations  to  permit  family  and  friends  of  members  to  be  present  at  the 
Ceremony  of  Relighting  the  Lights  and  the  Memorial  Service  held  on  Easter  Sunday 
Morning  were  granted  to  the  three  Rose  Croix  Chapters  in  the  Province,  subject  to  the 
usual  qualifications.  Several  bodies  requested  permission  to  hold  open  installations  and 
others  made  requests  for  change  in  time,  date  and  location  of  meetings.  These  also  were 
routinely  granted. 

Deputy’s  Provincial  Meeting 

This  year,  the  Deputy’s  meeting  was  held  in  Moose  Jaw  on  April  10,  1994,  with  record¬ 
ed  attendance  of  27.  The  meeting,  which  now  acts  as  a  “sounding  board”  for  the 
Scottish  Rite,  addressed  many  concerns  of  a  province-wide  nature.  Special  guests 
included  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Fodge  of 
Saskatchewan  A.F.  &  A.M.,  M.W.  Bro.  John  P.  Brooks  and  Rt.  W.  Bro.  Howard 
Atkinson.  A  great  deal  of  interest  was  shown  in  the  corrective  measures  used  by  the 
various  bodies  to  overcome  common  problems. 

General 

During  the  past  year,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  bring  greetings  from  Supreme  Council  and 
to  represent  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  at  the  88th  Annual  Communication  ot 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan  A.F.  &  A.M.  It  was  also  my  privilege  to  see  that 
Supreme  Council  was  represented  at  the  opening  sessions  of  the  71st  Annual 
Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Saskatchewan  and  the  56th 
Annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Cryptic  Rite  Masons  of  Western  Canada  and 
to  extend  best  wishes  on  behalf  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer. 

Summary 

Once  again  I  wish  to  thank  those  whose  co-operation  and  support  were  of  great  assis¬ 
tance  throughout  the  year:  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  Thomas  V.  Hannan,  whose

Past  Active  Member,  Past  Grand  Prior 

The  citizens  of  Hamilton,  Ontario,  the  clergy 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  and  the 
Scottish  Rite  Masons  of  Canada,  lost  one  of 
their  most  respected  members  on  May  13, 
1994,  with  the  sudden  passing  of 
Ill Bro  The  Very  Reverend  Doctpr  A. 
Lome  Mackay  at  Hamilton,  Ontario. 

The  Very  Reverend  Doctor  A.  Lome  Mackay, 
B.A.,B.D.,D.D.,LLD.  was  born  at  the  Village 
of  Margate,  Prince  Edward  Island,  on  January 
4,  1915,  the  eldest  son  of  Mr.  &  Mrs.  John 
Sutherland  Mackay. 

Dr.  Mackay  received  his  early  education  on 
“The  Island — God’s  Country”  as  he  often 
referred  to  Prince  Edward  Island  and  taught 
school  there  for  a  short  period  before  com¬ 
mencing  his  more  formal  education  at  the 
University  of  Western  Ontario  at  London, 
Ontario.  His  first  training  in  theology  he 
obtained  at  the  Presbyterian  College  in 
Montreal,  leading  to  his  ordination  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada  in  1942.  Some  20  years  later  he  was  awarded  a  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree  by  that  same  College  in  1962.  His  adopted  city’s  own  university, 
McMaster  University,  awarded  him  a  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  in  1976. 

His  first  pastorate  was  in  Vancouver,  B.C.  for  4  years,  leading  him  to  return  to  the  east 
to  Montreal  where  he  assumed  the  pastoral  leadership  of  Montreal  West  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Montreal,  Quebec,  in  1946. 

The  session  of  one  of  Hamilton’s  oldest  and  most  distinguished  Presbyterian  churches, 
Central  Presbyterian  Church,  called  him  to  leadership  in  1952.  He  remained  as  the 
Minister  of  “Central”  until  his  retirement  in  1980. 

Dr.  Mackay  brought  his  great  leadership  and  administrative  skills  to  many  of  the  major 
boards  and  committees  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada, 
serving  in  addition  to  many  others,  as  Chairman  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  and 
as  a  member  of  the  Trustee  Board  of  that  Church  Assembly.  In  his  adopted  community, 
he  was  very  active  in  Presbytery  work  in  Hamilton  and  served  as  Moderator  of  the 
Hamilton  Presbytery. 

His  many  talents  that  were  so  well  known  by  all  who  knew  him  surfaced  on  the  national 
scene  and  in  1976/77  he  served  with  great  dedication  and  distinction  as  Moderator  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada. 

As  a  man  and  servant  of  God,  Dr.  Mackay  acted  as  Chaplain  to  the  Argyle  & 
Sutherland  Highlanders  Regiment  in  Hamilton,  the  Hamilton-Wentworth  Fire 
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Department,  and  as  Honorary  Chaplain  to  the  Royal  Hamilton  Military  Institute,  serving 
all  with  distinction. 


As  the  Minister  of  a  very  active  church  in  Hamilton,  he  was  always  busy  attending  to 
the  varied  and  numerous  requirements  of  his  flock,  but  somehow  he  found  the  energy 
and  the  time  to  bring  his  many  skills  to  a  great  number  of  distinguished  public  service 
organizations  in  his  community.

It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  one  man  could  render  to  so  many,  such  active  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  service.  His  whole  life  was  a  living  example  of  “service  above  self’. 

The  citizens  of  Hamilton  recognized  in  Dr.  Lome  Mackay  a  unique  blend  of  service, 
dedication,  consummate  skill,  godliness  and  a  warm  spirit  of  caring  and  friendship  and 
inducted  him  into  Hamilton’s  prestigious  Gallery  of  Distinction  in  1986. 

Bro.  Mackay  was  a  family  man  and  his  lifetime  partner,  Janet,  served  with  him  in  his 
many  activities  until  her  death  in  1985.  He  was  the  father  of  a  son,  Allan  Douglas  of 
Ottawa  and  a  daughter,  Janet  Elizabeth  (Beth)  Reilly  of  Hamilton  and  the  proud  grand¬ 
father  of  five  grandchildren. 

In  things  Masonic,  Bro.  Mackay  knelt  at  the  altar  of  Masonry  for  the  first  time  in 
Waverly  Lodge  No. 82  G.R.Q.  in  March  of  1949.  On  moving  to  take  up  his  charge  at 
Central  Presbyterian  Church  in  Hamilton  in  1952  he  became  an  affiliated  member  of 
one  of  Ontario’s  oldest  Masonic  Lodges — The  Barton  No. 6  G.R.C.  in  1953.  It  was  this 
Lodge  that  nominated  him  for  the  William  Mercer  Wilson  Medal  and,  in  1977,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  awarded  him  that  distinguished 
award — known  as  the  “Victoria  Cross”  of  Masonry  in  Ontario. 

Ill  .‘.Bro. ‘.Mackay  was  an  active  member  of  all  the  concordant  bodies  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  in  Canada,  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  the  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory. 

He  was  elected  to  and  served  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  as  its  T.P.G.M.  in  1968/69 
and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  Hereditary  Grand  Master  of  the  Order  of  the  Red 
Apple,  an  organization  made  up  of  the  officers  and  past  T.P.G.M. ’s  of  the  oldest  Lodge 
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of  Perfection  in  our  Supreme  Council.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  degrees  right  up 
until  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  made  a  life  member  of  the  Brantford  Scottish  Rite  Association  in  1982. 

As  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  Ontario  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  he  was 
elected  a  Provincial  Grand  Master  by  his  brethren  and  received  his  Patent  as  such  from 
Scotland  in  1976,  serving  for  5  years.  His  summations  of  the  day’s  assembly  at  Royal 
Order  were  inspiring  and  gave  to  all  who  heard  his  words  an  understanding  of  brother¬ 
hood  and  a  warm  feeling  of  love  for  all  mankind,  expressed  in  moving  and  humble 
words. 

The  great  dedication  and  service  to  Masonry  in  general  and  the  Scottish  Rite  in  particu¬ 
lar  was  acknowledged  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  who  elected  him  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General  in  1968  and  crowned  him  an  Active  Member  in  1977.  Once  again  his 
love  for  God  and  all  His  creatures,  became  once  more  apparent  when  he  was  elected 
Grand  Prior  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  in  1979. 

Our  Brother  delivered  the  sermon  at  several  Vesper  services  of  our  Supreme  Council 
and  gave  his  final  sermon  to  the  brethren  and  their  ladies  at  the  Vesper  services  at  St. 
John’s,  Newfoundland.  His  sermons  were  classic  and  demonstrated  admirably  what  a 
great  speaker  he  was.  He  delivered  addresses  to  so  many,  not  the  least  of  which  was  his 
address  delivered  at  the  Grand  Master’s  Banquet  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in 
Ontario  in  Toronto  in  1977  to  a  spellbound  audience. 

There  was  not  an  empty  seat  at  Central  Presbyterian  Church  on  the  occasion  of  his 
funeral  service  where,  with  the  Hamilton-Wentworth  police  and  firemen  as  honorary 
pallbearers,  those  in  attendance  remembered  their  particular  golden  memories  of  this 
fine  man  as  words  of  his  life  and  actions  were  presented  by  several  most  able  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  persons. 

It  was  said  of  our  dear  Brother  by  a  friend  of  long  standing,  “He  was  pious,  but  never 
pompous,  proud  but  always  humble.  To  spend  even  a  short  time  with  this  great  man  was 
to  feel  good  for  a  week.” 

Many,  many  Canadians  have  lost  a  good  friend  and  Brother  and  an  inspiration  to  us  all. 
Our  lives  are  somewhat  diminished  by  his  departing,  but  we  all  are  most  grateful  for  the 
privilege  of  having  known  him  and  each  in  our  own  small  way  shared  some  facet  ot  our 
pilgrim  journey  with  him. 


May  he  rest  in  well-earned  peace  and  may  Light  Perpetual  shine  upon  him.

Past  Active  Member,  Past  Grand  Marshal 

On  April  1,  1994,  the  Valley  of  North  Bay, 
Ontario,  lost  one  of  it’s  most  highly  respected 
members  in  the  death,  at  the  age  of  77,  of 
Lloyd  George  Miller  at  Cassellholme,  North 
Bay,  where  he  had  been  staying  for  only  three 
weeks,  following  several  years  of  failing 
health. 

Bro.  Miller  was  born  at  North  Bay,  on  May  30, 
1917,  where  he  attended  school,  graduating 
with  a  diploma  in  commerce.  His  first  employ¬ 
ment  was  in  the  accounting  department  of  a 
local  car  dealer,  subsequently  a  newspaper 
company,  then  returning  to  the  accounting 
department  of  an  automotive  electrical  service 
firm.  This  latter  employment  lasted  over  36 
years  and  was  only  interrupted  by  service  in 
the  Canadian  Army  for  three  and  one  half 
years,  which  took  him  to  England,  France, 
Belgium  and  Germany.  Following  the  war,  he 
returned  to  the  same  automotive  establishment, 
where  he  rose  to  branch  manager,  a  position  he 
held  until  his  semi-retirement  in  August  1975. 
During  his  lengthy  automotive  career,  he  served  in  several  secretarial  capacities  with 
both  provincial  and  national  trade  associations. 

Bro.  Miller  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Legion  Branch  23,  serving  that 
branch  as  Secretary-Manager  from  April  1976  to  December  1985.  He  was  a  lifetime 
member  of  Calvin  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  Bay  and  served  many  years  on  the 
Board  of  Managers.  A  Rotarian  since  1967,  he  was  President  of  the  Corporation  which 
operated  the  North  Bay  Rotary’s  “Camp  Trillicum”,  a  summer  camp  for  various  youth 
groups  in  the  North  Bay  area. 

Bro.  Miller  married  the  former  Mary  Christina  Stewart,  also  a  native  of  North  Bay,  and 
also  leaves  to  mourn  his  loss,  two  sons,  their  wives,  and  three  grandchildren. 

Ill  Bro.  Lloyd  Miller  was  initiated  into  North  Bay  Lodge  No. 6 17  on  April  9,  1948, 
passed  May  14,  and  raised  June  26  of  the  same  year.  He  served  as  Worshipful  Master  in 
1957,  Treasurer  from  1959  to  1965  and  District  Secretary  in  1959-60,  being  appointed  a 
Grand  Steward  in  1960.  He  served  as  District  Chairman  of  Benevolence  for  two  years. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  Bro.  Miller  was  initiated  into  North  Bay  Lodge  of  Perfection 
on  November  14,  1956,  and  received  the  14°  on  May  4,  1957,  the  18°  in  North  Bay 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  November  8,  1958,  and  the  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory  on  May  8,  1965.  He  served  as  TPGM  in  1964  and  was  progressing  towards 
MWS  of  the  Chapter  when  in  1967,  he  declined  further  advancement  to  assume  the 
office  of  Grand  Secretary/Registrar,  which  office  he  served  most  faithfully  for  twenty 
years.  He  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  on  September  10,  1968,  at 
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Hamilton,  and  was  crowned  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  in  the  same  city  on 
September  13,  1975.  At  the  1982  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  Bro.  Miller  was 
elected  to  the  position  of  Grand  Marshal,  which  he  held  until  1987.  He  retired  to  the 
position  of  Past  Active,  September  15,  1990.  He  was  also  a  member  of  Rameses 
Temple,  Toronto  and  of  the  Rorab  Shrine  Club  of  North  Bay. 

Bro.  Miller  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  Royal  Order  of  Scotland, 
since  December  1971. 

A  Masonic  memorial  service  was  conducted  on  Monday,  April  4,  1994,  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  North  Bay  Lodge  No.617.  The  service  was  held  at  the  Martyn  Funeral  Home, 
North  Bay.  The  service  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of  Masons  of  all  ranks  from  far 
and  wide.  The  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  C.  Kitto  of 
Calvin  Presbyterian  Church,  North  Bay. 

Bro.  Lloyd  G.  Miller,  with  his  quiet  strength,  gifted  with  rare  qualities  of  leadership, 
was  indeed  a  truly  friendly  and  caring  Masonic  Brother.  His  passing  from  our  midst  cre¬ 
ates  a  void  most  difficult  to  fill.  We  shall  most  certainly  miss  his  gentle  manner  and 
wise  counsel.  We  cherish  his  memory  in  our  hearts.

On  Sunday,  October  10,  1993,  Freemasonry  lost  one  of 
its  highly  esteemed  brethren  when  Ill Bro.'. Neil 
Murray  Brown  was  called  to  his  eternal  rest.

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ILL . .  BRO . .  JAMES  ARTHUR  HAMMILL,  33° 

James  Arthur  Hammill,  was  a  people’s  person,  born  in 
1904  in  Alberton,  a  small  hamlet  west  of  Hamilton.  He 
and  his  charming  wife  Urla  were  married  for  53  years. 
They  had  two  children,  Barb  and  John  and  six  grand¬ 
children.  John  is  a  32°  Scottish  Rite  Mason. 

Art  was  a  top  notch  salesman,  who  always  saw  the  best 
in  everyone.  He  was  proud  of  his  United  Empire 
Loyalist  heritage  and  a  member  of  the  Hamilton  Branch. 
His  hobbies  included  gardening,  genealogy  and  music. 
He  was  a  chorister  in  First  United  Church  Choir, 
Hamilton,  and  later  moved  to  Ryerson  United  Choir, 
Hamilton,  where  he  also  served  as  an  Elder.  He  was  a 
loyal  member  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Choir.

Bro.  James  Arthur  Hammill  died  December  2,  1993  after  enjoying  a  full  and  rewarding

At  peace  with  the  Lord,  on  Sunday,  December  19,  1993, 
at  Peel  Memorial  Hospital,  Brampton,  Ontario,  after  los¬ 
ing  his  tight  with  cancer,  his  departure  will  be  greatly 
felt  by  Masonry  in  general  and  the  Niagara  Valley  in 
particular. 

Bro.  Campbell,  a  very  dedicated  man,  was  known 
throughout  the  Niagara  Peninsula  as  the  “Tireless 
Minister”  because  of  the  number  of  hospitals  and  nurs¬ 
ing  homes  he  would  regularly  visit,  plus  the  private  and 
personal  visits  to  friends  and  shut-ins.  His  work  load 
was  heavy,  but  he  didn’t  seem  to  mind. 

Bro.  Campbell  was  born  in  Euphemia  Township, 
Lambton  County,  Ontario,  May  13,  1922,  and  attended 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  in  the  same  county, 
was  certified  in  1935,  and  graduated  from  London 
Normal  School,  May  13,  1942.  He  became  a  public  school  principal  in  the  mid  1940’s 
before  attending  Knox  College.  He  entered  the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  London, 
July  1943,  as  a  summer  student,  then,  attending  full  time  in  1945,  received  his  B.A.  in 
1947. 

Bro.  Campbell  married  Joanne  Sylvia  Hornell  in  Knox  Church,  Toronto,  May  6,  1950. 
They  had  four  children,  Margaret,  Malcolm,  Rosemary  and  Jean. 

Bro.  Campbell  was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Sarnia  in  Alvinston,  May  12,  1950, 
and  served  the  church  from  B.C.  to  P.E.I.  In  1962,  after  serving  two  charges  in  south¬ 
western  Ontario  he  came  to  Thorold,  Ont.

ILL . .  BRO . .  ERNEST  ARTHUR  HORSWILL,  33° 

Ill Bro.\  Ernest  Horswill  passed  away  in  Sunnybrook 
Hospital,  Toronto,  on  December  26,  1993,  after  suffer¬ 
ing  a  stroke  in  the  GlebeManor  Retirement  Home  on 
December  24,  1993,  in  his  ninety-eighth  year.  He  is  sur¬ 
vived  by  his  wife  Edna,  three  children,  ten  grandchil¬ 
dren  and  fourteen  great  grandchildren. 

Ernie  was  bom  on  August  17,  1896  in  London,  England 
and  his  formative  years  were  spent  at  Kingate  Hall,  a 
home  for  boys,  near  Oxford.  At  sixteen,  the  boys  left  the 
school  and  in  1913  Ernie  emigrated  to  Canada  to  work 
on  a  farm  near  Woodstock,  Ontario.

A  respected  and  esteemed  fraternal  brother  of  the  Valley 
of  Regina  entered  into  eternal  rest  on  December  28, 
1993,  after  a  short  time  of  failing  health.

Ill  .*.  Bro.'.  Lorimer  was  born  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  on 
June  4,  1914.  On  February  6,  1994,  he  entered  into  rest 
in  his  80th  year. 

Bro.  Lorimer  was  educated  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba  and 
Vancouver,  B.C.  He  went  to  Winnipeg  Normal  School, 
1932-33;  United  College,  1935-38,  receiving  his  B.A. 
degree  from  the  University  of  Manitoba,  Bachelor  of 
Education  from  U.B.C.,  in  1947,  and  Master  of 
Education  from  U.B.C.  in  1959. 


In  Manitoba,  Bro.  Lorimer  taught  in  Bonnie  Doon, 
1933-35,  Stony  Mountain  Village  School,  1938-40, 
West  Kildonan  Collegiate,  1940-42.  In  Vancouver,  Bro. 
Lorimer  was  head  of  the  English  department  at  Sir 
Winston  Churchill  and  Eric  Hamber  High  Schools.  He 
was  an  exchange  teacher  in  England,  1961-62. 
Afterwards,  Charles  was  Vice-Principal  and  later  Principal  of  elementary  schools  in 
Vancouver.  He  retired  as  Principal  of  Sir  James  Douglas  Elementary  School  and 
Primary  Annex  in  1979. 

Bro.  Lorimer  was  an  officer  cadet  C.O.T.C.  with  the  University  of  Manitoba,  1940-42, 
and  Commanding  Officer,  West  Kildonan  Collegiate  Cadet  Corps,  1940-42.  He  served 
with  the  Canadian  Army,  July  1942  to  March  1946.  His  overseas  duty  was  from 
February  1943  to  December  1945.  Bro.  Lorimer  obtained  the  rank  of  Captain  in  the 
Canadian  Armoured  Corps  and  the  Canadian  Army  Educational  Services. 

Bro.  Lorimer  was  a  member  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada.  He  was  active  in  St. 
Paul’s,  Winnipeg,  and  in  St.  James,  Vancouver,  where  he  became  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Elder  and  Clerk  of  Session,  chairman  of  Committee  of  Stewards,  dele¬ 
gate  to  Vancouver  Presbytery,  and  B.C.  Conference  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada 
from  1952-1961. 

Bro.  Lorimer  was  initiated  into  Ionic  Lodge  No. 25,  in  Winnipeg  on  April  1,  1946,  and 
raised  in  Cascade  Lodge  No.  12,  Vancouver,  September  30,  1946.  He  affiliated  with 
Cascade  Lodge  No.  12  in  April,  1947,  and  was  installed  as  Worshipful  Master  from 
September  1957.  He  initiated  and  directed  the  Cascade  Lodge  Players  Group  and  many 
Carl  Claudy  plays  in  lodges  throughout  B.C.,  and  in  Seattle,  Washington. 

Bro.  Lorimer  joined  the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  received  the  4°  on 
September  24,  1963,  and  the  32°  on  October  30,  1965.  He  served  as  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  of  the  Vancouver  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1972,  and  was  coroneted 
Honorary  Inspector-General  33°,  September  11,  1976,  in  Regina,  Saskatchewan.

Ill  Bro.  Fraser  Hay  was  affectionately  know  as  “Doc” 
Hay  by  a  large  circle  of  people  in  Listowal  where  he 
practised  medicine  for  more  than  forty  years. 

He  was  born  in  Stratford  in  1910.  Dr.  Hay  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  in  1937,  in 
medicine,  and  pursued  further  studies  in  Michigan, 
Missouri,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  established  a  medi¬ 
cal  practice  in  Listowel  in  1940,  and  became  involved  in 
a  life  time  of  professional,  community,  church,  service 
clubs,  and  Masonic  activities. 

Generous  in  all  activities  with  which  he  became  associ¬ 
ated,  Masonry,  in  particular,  benefitted  in  many  differ¬ 
ent  ways.

Friends  and  acquaintance,  including  former  patients.  Masonic  brethren,  professional 
associates,  all  of  whom  hold  fond  memories  of  “Doc”  Hay,  gathered  in  Listowel  United 
Church,  where  he  served  as  an  elder,  for  his  funeral  service  on  February  20,  1994.

The  Valley  of  Toronto  was  greatly  saddened  by  the 
passing  of  Ill.*.

After  a  period  of  failing  health.  Ill Bro  Captain 
Hubert  Caines,  33°,  died  March  3,  1994.  Affectionately 
known  as  Bert,  he  was  born  at  Great  Gervois, 
Newfoundland,  April  19,  1919.

It  was  with  a  deep  sense  of  loss  that  London  Valley 
bade  farewell  to  one  of  its  most  faithful  members. 
Ill Bro  .7  Donald  Hamilton  died  on  Saturday  March  5, 
1994,  in  his  80th  year. 

Bro.  Hamilton  was  born  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba  on 
September  28,  1914.  He  lived  in  Montreal,  PQ  for  two 
years  before  moving  to  London,  ON,  where  he  attended 
Beck  Collegiate  and  Westervelt  Business  College. 
Following  graduation,  he  was  employed  in  private  busi¬ 
ness  and  eventually  established  his  own  private  venture, 
the  Swingway  Dairy  Bar.  Just  prior  to  world  war  two  he 
joined  the  financial  branch  of  the  Canadian  Post  Office. 
He  interrupted  this  career  to  enlist  in  the  Cameron 
Highlanders  and  then  transferred  to  the  Royal  Ordinance 
Corps.  He  was  promoted  to  Sergeant  in  1943,  and  was 
posted  to  the  Royal  Canadian  Electrical  and  Mechanical 
Engineers,  serving  in  the  U.K.,  France,  Belgium,  and  Holland  for  a  total  of  three  years, 
and  was  discharged  in  February  1946.  Following  his  service,  he  returned  to  the  post 
office  where  he  remained  until  he  retired  on  December  28,  1978,  after  serving  as  a  rail¬ 
way  clerk,  post  clerk,  and  finally,  in  the  marketing  division  of  the  (now)  Canada  Post. 

Bro.  Hamilton  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  King  Solomon’s  Lodge  No. 378  in 
1948,  and  served  as  Master  in  1974.  In  1984,  he  was  appointed  Grand  Sword  Bearer  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  recognition  of  his  services  as 
district  secretary  (1983-84)  of  London  West  District.  Bro.  Hamilton  was  also  a  charter 
life  member  of  both  Centennial  Lodge  No. 684,  and  London  Daylight  Lodge  No. 735. 

Bro.  Hamilton  joined  the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  the  spring  of  1954,  London

On  March  9,  1994,  funeral  services  were  held  in  St.  Matthews  Anglican  Church,  where

After  a  lengthy  period  of  illness  Bro.  Reeve  passed 
away  on  March  6,  1994. 

Bro.  Reeve  was  born  in  Chatham,  Ontario,  on  February 
18,  1911,  and  received  his  education  in  Chatham.  In  his 
early  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Salvation  Army  and 
played  in  the  Army  Band. 

Bro.  Reeve  married  Sarah  Helen  Stonehouse  in  1930, 
and  became  a  member  of  Victoria  Avenue  United 
Church.

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  record  the  passing  of 
Ill Bro .'.Irwin  Haskett,  at  Ottawa,  on  Wednesday 
March  23,  1994. 

Bro.  Haskett  was  born  April  22,  1903,  at  Montreal, 
Quebec.  At  the  age  of  eleven  he  moved  with  his  family 
to  Ottawa,  Ontario  where  he  finished  his  high  school 
education.  Irwin  trained  as  a  Patent  Attorney,  enjoying  a 
long  and  rewarding  career  in  that  profession. 

Not  limiting  himself  to  his  profession,  he  entered 
provincial  politics  in  1959  when  he  became  a  member 
of  the  Ontario  Legislature  for  Ottawa  South,  a  seat  he 
held  from  1959  to  1971.  As  a  member  of  the 
Legislature,  in  1961,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Executive 
Council  as  Minister  for  Reform  Institutions  and  in  1963, 
Minister  of  Transport.  During  his  term  in  Cabinet,  he 
implemented  many  progressive  programs. 

Apart  from  his  considerable  contribution  through  his  career  and  political  life,  he  didn’t 
overlook  the  needs  for  his  community,  his  church,  and  service  to  others. 

While  active  in  a  number  of  social  and  sports  clubs,  he  served  as  President  of  the  Ottawa 
Board  of  Trade,  the  Ontario  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Ottawa  Association  for  the 
Blind.  He  was  instrumental  in  the  founding  of  the  Woodland  Camp  for  boys. 

Of  all  his  accomplishments  in  his  community,  he  was  particularly  proud  of  having 
founded  Ottawa’s  famous  Canadian  Tulip  Festival.  On  the  10th  Anniversary  of  the 
Festival,  he  received  from  the  Dutch  Ambassador,  the  “Silver  Tulip’’  crafted  in  Holland. 

Bro.  Haskett  devoted  69  years  to  Freemasonry,  propagating  the  principles  and  diffusing 
the  knowledge  of  the  Truths  of  Masonry. 

He  was  raised  a  Master  Mason  in  1925  in  Doric  Lodge  No. 58  in  Ottawa.  He  was  an 
active  member  of  Scottish  Rite,  joining  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1928,  of 
which  he  served  as  TPGM.  in  1951,  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1930,  and  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  in  1943. 

For  his  outstanding  service  and  leadership  he  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  at  Windsor,  Ontario,  September  1958. 

Irwin  was  the  beloved  husband  of  Mary  (Costache)  and  the  late  Vera  (Moorhead). 

In  his  life  work,  Irwin  displayed  a  generous  spirit  of  willingness  and  leadership  offering 
himself  in  the  service  of  others.  He  lived  his  faith  in  the  belief  that  his  calling  was  to  be 
a  servant  in  the  employ  of  the  Lord.  In  this  he  succeeded  as  evidenced  by  his  deeds  and 
service  to  humanity.

ILL .  .  BRO . .  EDWIN  DELBERT  HICKEY,  33° 

On  April  7,  1994,  Ill  Bro  Hickey  was  called  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  Above  after  a  rather  prolonged  illness. 
Bro.  Hickey  was  in  St.  Peter'  sHospital  in  Hamilton  at 
the  time  of  his  death. 

Del,  as  he  was  known  to  his  friends,  was  born  on 
November  21,  1911,  in  Windsor,  Ontario.  He  attended 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  in  that  city  and 
earned  his  B.A.  at  Assumption  College.  Following  his 
graduation  he  entered  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School  in 
Toronto  from  which  he  graduated  in  1935  and  was  sub¬ 
sequently  called  to  the  Bar.  He  first  entered  into  practice 
in  Ancaster,  but  shortly  thereafter  he  moved  his  business 
to  Hamilton.  For  several  years  he  was  a  partner  in  the 
McBride,  Hickey,  Green,  McCallum  and  Mann  law 
firm.  Later  he  practised  law  with  his  son,  Tom,  with 
whom  he  was  associated  until  he  retired.  He  was  the 
President  of  the  Hamilton  Lawyers'  Club  in  1949.  In  recognition  of  his  service  to  his 
profession  he  was  made  a  Queen’s  Council  in  1963.  He  also  served  as  a  Trustee  of  the 
Hamilton  Law  Society  and  as  its  President.  Del  was  a  dedicated  lawyer  who  truly  loved 
the  law  and  was  held  in  the  highest  regard  by  his  fellow  practitioners.  His  quiet  manner, 
which  concealed  a  terrific  sense  of  humour,  will  be  missed.

His  Masonic  endeavours  were  recognized  on  September  12,  1967,  when 
he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  at  the  Winnipeg  Sessions  of  Supreme 
Council. 

Our  brother  was  a  man  of  varied  interests.  As  a  youth  he  was  a  good  football  player  and 
was  a  fan  all  his  life.

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ILL  BRO .'.  JOHN  HEDLEY  JACKSON,  33° 

Ill.'.  Bro. '.Jackson,  born  in  Toronto,  Ontario,  March  21, 
1908,  passed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above,  April  7,  1994, 
following  complications  from  a  broken  hip.  In  his  retire¬ 
ment  years  he  suffered  irregular  health  problems  yet 
continued  his  active  and  cheerful  service  to  the  Toronto 
Valley. 

Educated  at  Central  High  School  of  Commerce, 
Toronto,  supplemented  by  various  business  related 
courses  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  Bro.  Jackson  was 
initially  employed  with  the  Retail  Credit  Company. 
After  active  military  service  of  four  years  in  World 
Ward  II,  his  business  career  of  twenty-five  years  was 
spent  with  the  Hydro  Electric  Power  Commission  of 
Ontario,  where  he  rose  to  a  management  position  as  sup¬ 
ply  officer.

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ILL . .  BRO  WILFRED  MADEN,  33° 

Atter  a  long  life  of  almost  ninety-six  years, 
Ill .'.Bro.‘. Wilfred  Maden  was  summoned  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  Above  on  April  22,  1994,  and  we  parted  with  a 
good  friend. 

Our  brother  first  saw  the  light  of  day  on  July  27,  1898, 
at  Haslington  in  the  county  of  Lancashire  in  England.  At 
an  early  age  he  emigrated  to  Canada  and  took  up  resi¬ 
dence  in  Saint  John,  N.B..  He  began  his  Masonic  career 
on  January  18,  1921,  when  he  received  his  first  degree 
in  St.  John's  Lodge  No. 2,  New  Brunswick.  He  subse¬ 
quently  received  his  Fellowcraft  Degree  on  March  1, 
and  Master  Mason  Degree  on  April  13,  in  the  same 
lodge.  Later  he  moved  to  Hamilton,  Ontario,  where  he 
affiliated  with  Temple  Lodge  No. 324,  on  March  8, 
1949. 

Bro.  Maden  continued  to  advance  Masonically  by  joining  the  Scottish  Rite.  He  became 
a  member  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  in  Hamilton,  receiving  his  14°  on  May  3, 
1949.  On  November  8,  1949,  he  advanced  to  the  18°  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix,  and  on  May  3,  1951,  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  he  became  entitled  to 
wear  the  red  collar  of  the  32°. 

The  lessons  of  the  32°  are  illustrated  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  by  the  portrayal  of 
a  military  drama.  Bro.  Wilf,  who  had  a  life  long  interest  in  military  matters,  was  one  of 
the  members  of  the  original  cast  and  performed  his  part  with  true  military  precision  for 
a  number  of  years.  His  contribution  to  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  was  recognized  when 
he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba  on  September 
11,  1980. 

On  March  28,  1916,  he  enlisted  in  the  154th  Battalion,  in  Cornwall,  Ontario.  He  served 
in  France  with  the  Princess  Patricia  Light  Infantry  and  was  demobilized  on  March  19, 
1919.  When  the  Second  World  War  broke  out  he  once  again  rallied  to  the  defence  of  his 
country  and  enlisted  in  the  Royal  Hamilton  Light  Infantry  on  October  10,  1940.

ILL  . .  BRO  . .  RICHARD  VINCENT  MACLEAN,  33° 

It  is  with  sadness  we  report  the  passing  of 
Ill.'. Bro.'.MacLean  to  the  Grand  Lodge  above  on  April 
26,  1994,  in  Lions  Gate  Hospital  in  North  Vancouver, 
after  a  lengthy  illness.  He  was  born  in  Markinch, 
Fifeshire,  Scotland,  on  October  30,  1908. 

His  chosen  career  involved  the  teaching  profession. 
After  graduating  from  Victoria  Normal  School,  in  1928, 
he  taught  school  at  all  levels  from  grade  one  to  thirteen 
in  British  Columbia,  and  had  a  reputation  for  his  kindly 
method  of  getting  the  most  out  of  his  students.  In  1936 
he  received  his  B.A.,  1946  B.Ed.  at  the  University  of 
British  Columbia,  and  in  1954  his  M.Ed.  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.  He  furthered  his  career  as  an 
instructor  at  Victoria  Normal  School  in  1955,  and  later 
served  North  Vancouver  elementary  schools  in  a  super¬ 
visory  capacity. 

Bro.  MacLean  commenced  his  Masonic  life,  being  initiated  in  Nanaimo  Lodge  No.l  10 
in  1947,  and  was  a  charter  member  of  Prospect  Lodge  No.  172,  West  Vancouver,  and 
was  treasurer.

He  was  born  in  Salford,  Lancashire,  England,  October  1, 
1912,  and  emigrated  to  Canada  at  an  early  age.  He  was 
educated  in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  Ontario,  where  he  won 
a  bronze  medal  for  swimming.  He  started  his  own  truck¬ 
ing  business,  but  found  the  depression  too  difficult 
financially  and  joined  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  in 
January  1934.  Bro.  Greenhough  did  not  go  overseas  dur¬ 
ing  WWII,  but  served  in  every  province  and  territory  of 
Canada  during  that  time  as  an  air  frame  mechanic  and 
mobile  equipment  operator.  He  served  overseas  in  Europe 
from  1961-65  and  retired  in  1967,  with  the  rank  of 
Warrant  Officer  First  Class.  One  of  Wilf  s  fondest  mem¬ 
ories  of  his  service  days  was  serving  as  personal  driver 
for  Queen  Elizabeth  II  and  Prince  Phillip  during  their  visit  to  Canada  in  the  early  1950’s. 


Bro.  Wilfred  Greenhough  died  in  the  Oshawa  General 
Hospital  May  14,  1994,  after  a  long  courageous  battle 
with  complications  due  to  diabetes. 


He  married  the  former  Florence  Garner  on  May  17,  1932.  After  retirement  from  the 
forces,  Wilf  and  Florence  settled  in  the  village  of  Grafton,  just  east  of  Cobourg, 
Ontario,  where  he  worked  as  a  carpenter  and  was  the  building  inspector  for  the 
Township  of  Haldimand,  county  of  Northumberland.

Bro.  Greenhough  saw  his  first  light  in  Masonry  in  Lebanon  Forest  Lodge  No.  133  in 
Exeter,  Ontario  in  the  spring  of  1952.  He  affiliated  with  Lodge  of  the  Pillers  No. 877  (an 
RCAF  Lodge)  in  Zwiebrucken,  Germany  in  1961,  served  as  Worshipful  Master  in  1964, 
and  was  a  founding  member  of  the  American-Canadian  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  serv¬ 
ing  as  its  first  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies.  During  his  military  tour  in  Europe,  he  also 
joined  the  Scottish  Rite,  becoming  a  member  in  1964,  of  the  Jean  Marie  Raymond 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  the  Lafayette  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  the  France  American 
Consistory  No.l,  all  of  the  Valley  of  Paris. 

Upon  his  return  to  Canada,  Bro.  Greenhough  picked  up  his  Masonic  career  immediate¬ 
ly.  He  affiliated  with  St.  John’s  Lodge  No.  17  in  1965,  served  as  chairman  of  their  tem¬ 
ple  board  for  over  ten  years,  and  was  the  chief  overseer  during  the  acquisition  and  reno¬ 
vation  of  the  building  they  now  occupy.  He  was  made  an  honorary  life  member  of  the 
lodge  for  this  service.  He  affiliated  with  Colborne  Lodge  No. 91  and  served  as  WM  in 
1988.

He  was 
truly  a  Mason’s  Mason  and  will  be  missed  by  all  that  were  associated  with  him  in  the 


ILL  . .  BRO  . .  THOMAS  GORDON  ABERDEEN,  33° 

On  June  3,  1994,  Gordon  Aberdeen  died  peacefully  at 
Edmonton,  Alberta,  following  a  period  of  ill  health. 

Gordon  was  born  on  April  19,  1905  at  Craik,  Sask.  He 
started  his  career  as  a  teacher  but  followed  this  with  his 
real  interest,  that  of  architecture  and  distinguished  him¬ 
self  in  the  profession.  During  his  second  career  he  was 
employed  as  Assistant  City  Architect  for  the  City  of 
Edmonton,  and  also  as  Architect  to  the  Government  of 
Alberta.  He  was  at  one  time  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Interim  Development  and  Zoning  Appeal  Boards  of  the 
City  of  Edmonton  and  a  member  of  the  Examining 
Board  of  the  University  of  Alberta  for  professional 
examinations  in  architecture.

No. 63  on  February  5,  1945,  until  his  death  in  1994.  In  craft  Masonry  he  held  the  office 
of  Worshipful  Master  of  Empire  Lodge  in  1954  and  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  in 
1969-70.  He  joined  the  Edmonton  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  1947  and  held  the  offices  of 
Most  Wise  Sovereign  in  1959-60  and  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  in  1962-63.  A 
member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  Norwood  Chapter  and  A1  Azhar  Shrine 
Temple.  In  1963  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°. 

Following  his  retirement  he  moved  to  Victoria,  where  he  continued  his  active  involve¬ 
ment  in  Freemasonry  by  affiliating  as  a  member  of  Mount  Newton  Lodge  No. 89,  the 
Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  Victoria,  including  the  Vancouver  Island  Consistory.

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ILL  BRO . .  PHILIP  OLIVER  RHYNAS,  33° 

The  friends  of  Philip  Oliver  Rhynas  were  sadden  to 
learn  of  his  death  at  Humber  Memorial  Hospital  on  June 
12,  1994  at  the  age  of  90  years.  Phil,  as  he  was  known  to 
all  of  his  friends,  was  born  in  Brantford,  Ontario,  on 
February  1 1,  1904.  He  spent  his  early  years  in  that  com¬ 
munity,  moving  to  Burlington,  Ontario  in  the  mid 
1920’s.  In  the  late  1 930' s,  he  moved  to  Toronto.  On 
August  27,  1930,  he  married  Violet  Williamson,  who 
predeceased  her  husband  of  59  years  on  June  30,  1989. 
Their  marriage  was  blessed  with  two  sons,  Philip  and 
John. 

Phil  was  associated  with  the  lumber  industry  for  23 
years.  When  he  retired  in  1968,  he  had  served  thirty 
years  as  Chief  of  Operations  and  Personnel,  Department 
of  Lands  and  Forest  for  the  Province  of  Ontario.  For  his 
service  to  the  citizens  of  Ontario,  in  1953,  Phil  received 
the  Queen  Elizabeth  Coronation  Medal  and,  in  1967,  The  Canada  Centennial  Medal. 

Phil  was  a  member  of  St.  James  Bond  United  Church  in  Toronto,  Ontario. 

Bro.  Phil  had  a  long  and  distinguished  career  in  Masonry.  In  1925,  he  joined  Burlington 
Lodge  No.  165,  being  raised  to  the  3°  on  October  14,  1925.  He  served  as  Master  of  this 
lodge  in  1936.  On  April  27,  1926,  he  received  his  14°  from  Murton  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  his  18°  from  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  October  27, 
1926,  and  his  32°  from  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  on  November  25,  1927.  As  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  consistory,  he  played  the  role  of  Commander-in-Chief  in  the  27°.  He  por¬ 
trayed  this  part  with  extreme  skill  and  ability  for  35  years  and  his  last  performance  was 
at  the  Spring  Assembly  in  1988. 

Phil  became  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  on  April  20,  1937,  by  joining  the  Hamilton  Chapter 
No.  175.  On  May  4,  1944,  he  became  a  Knight  Templar  by  joining  the  Godfrey  de 
Bouillon  Preceptory  No. 3  in  Hamilton.  On  February  10,  1945,  he  became  a  Knight  of 
the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  Holy  Land  Conclave  No. 3,  Ontario  (Toronto).  On  May 
15,  1945,  he  became  a  Noble  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  in  the  Rameses  Temple  in  Toronto. 
On  March  30,  1946,  Phil  became  a  Knight  of  St.  John  The  Evangelist,  Holy  Land 
Conclave  Ontario  (Toronto).  In  Windsor,  on  September  8,  1972,  Phil  was  coroneted  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General. 

A  Masonic  service  was  held  on  June  14,  1944  at  Morley  Bedford  Funeral  Chapel.  The 
funeral  service  was  on  June  15,  1994,  with  interment  at  the  family  plot  in  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery  in  Brantford,  Ontario. 

Phil  was  a  great  man  and  a  great  Mason.  He  will  be  missed  by  all  who  knew  him. 
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ILL . .  BRO . .  BERNARD  BROWN,  33° 

Following  a  period  of  declining  health, 
Ill  Bro Bernard  Brown,  33°,  PGM,  passed  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  Above  in  Edmonton  on  June  22,  1994. 

Bernie,  as  he  was  known  to  everyone,  was  born  in 
Edmonton,  on  September  13,  1906,  the  fourth  oldest  of 
a  family  of  eleven,  eight  brothers  and  three  sisters.  His 
father  had  arrived  at  Edmonton  in  1886,  with  the 
Northwest  Mounted  Police,  but  had  then  taken  up  farm¬ 
ing,  homesteading  from  1892  on  in  the  area  north  of  Elk 
Island  Park.  He  received  his  schooling  in  Edmonton 
and,  on  leaving  school,  started  out  with  the  Royal  Bank 
of  Canada.  In  1928  he  joined  the  International  Harvester 
Company,  serving  as  “Blockman”  for  several  years  and 
then  as  Assistant  Manager  in  Lethbridge.  In  1945,  he 
left  their  employ  to  accept  an  agency  and  to  start  his 
own  company,  Bernie  Brown  Equipment  Ltd.,  in 
Edmonton,  which  he  operated  until  1968.  In  his  line  of  work  he  had  served  as  President 
of  the  Alberta  Retail  Dealers  Association  and  as  Vice-President  of  the  Canadian 
Federation  of  Farm  Equipment  Dealers. 

Bernie  had  also  achieved  prominence  in  community  work;  the  Alberta  Safety  Council, 
the  Canadian  Red  Cross  and  the  YMCA.  He  was  an  Associate  Director  of  the 
Edmonton  Exhibition  Association  and  a  member  of  the  Edmonton  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  Following  years  as  Director  of  the  Edmonton  Branch  and  also  the  provin¬ 
cial  body  of  the  Alberta  Motor  Association,  he  served  as  President  of  the  AMA.  He  was 
also  a  Past-President  of  the  Gyro  Club  of  Edmonton. 

Our  brother  was  initiated  into  Freemasonry  in  Commercial  Lodge  No. 81  on  June  19, 
1943,  passed  December  4,  1943  and  raised  February  24,  1944.  He  served  that  lodge  as 
Worshipful  Master  in  1954.  In  1958  he  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes 
and  in  1959  as  the  first  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  then  newly  formed  District 
No. 20  -  now  Beaverhills  District.  His  election  in  1964  to  the  office  of  Junior  Grand 
Warden  led  to  his  installation  as  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alberta,  on  June  15,  1967.  Less  than  two  weeks  later,  on  June  27,  he  had  the  great  hon¬ 
our  of  representing  the  Craft  of  Alberta  at  the  250th  Anniversary  of  the  United  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  and  the  Installation  of  HRH  the  Duke  of  Kent  as  their  Grand  Master 
in  Royal  Albert  Hall. 

Bro.  Brown  received  the  4°  in  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  March  6,  1947,  the 
14°  on  March  7,  1947,  the  18°  on  March  25,  1948  in  Mizpah  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix, 
and  the  32°  on  October  28,  1948  in  Alberta  Consistory.  He  served  as  Most  Wish 
Sovereign  of  Mizpah  Chapter  in  1960/61,  and  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  Alberta 
Consistory  for  a  two-year  term  in  1962/63.  On  September  8,  1964,  he  was  coroneted  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  at  Ottawa. 

Our  brother  was  also  active  in  other  concordant  bodies  of  Freemasonry.  He  was  made  a 
Royal  Arch  Mason  in  North  Star  Chapter  No. 2  on  March  31,  1958,  made  a  Knight 
Templar  in  Edmonton  Preceptory  No. 46  on  May  31,  1958,  a  Royal  and  Select  Master  in 
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Zohar  Council  No.4  on  May  16,  1960,  and  received  into  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  at 
Calgary  on  June  9,  1960.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine  and 
the  AAONMS  where  he  had  been  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Edmonton  Shrine 
Patrol  and  had  served  a  term  as  President  of  the  (then)  Edmonton  Shrine  Club.  His  very 
active  support  of  the  DeMolay  organization  over  the  years  was  recognized  in  1977 
when  he  was  enrolled  in  the  DeMolay  Legion  of  Honour  by  the  Canadian  Supreme 
Council  of  that  order.  Other  honours  included  those  of  Grand  Representative  of  the  G.L. 
of  Virginia  near  the  G.L.  of  Alberta  and  the  status  of  Honorary  Past  Grand  Master  of 
the  G.L.  of  North  Dakota. 

Bro.  Brown  had  married  Nita  Lrancis  Werner  in  1931.  Nita  had  passed  away  after  a 
lengthy  illness  two  years  prior  to  Bernie’s  death  -  a  loss  which  he  could  never  over¬ 
come.  The  marriage  produced  one  sone.  Bro.  Malcolm  A.  Brown  (born  Nov.  16,  1939) 
who  is  also  a  member  of  Commercial  Lodge  No.81,  and  resides  in  Calgary  where  he 
works  as  Crown  Prosecutor.  Bernie  also  left  to  mourn  five  grandchildren;  as  well  as  two 
brothers,  and  one  sister. 

Bernie  Brown  had  been  a  member  of  Garneau  United  Church  in  Edmonton,  where  he 
had  acted  on  the  building  committee  when  the  new  church  and  hall  were  constructed.

Grand  Master,  M.W.  Bro.  Raymond  Burton  who  had  come  from  Calgary  as  the  official 
representative  of  Lreemasonry  in  Alberta.

ILL  . .  BRO  . .  CHARLES  RUSSELL  HARRIS,  33° 


Ill Bro Harris  was  called  from  labour  to  rest  on 
Saturday,  July  2,  1994,  at  his  residence  in  Walkerton, 
Ontario,  following  a  brief  illness. 


He  was  born  in  Saltfleet  Township  near  Aylmer, 
Ontario  on  September  20,  1917,  and  received  his  ele¬ 
mentary  and  secondary  education  at  Binbrook,  Ontario, 
where  his  father  operated  the  local  feed  mill.  Bro.  Harris 
continued  his  education  by  attending  Canada  Business 
College  in  Hamilton,  Ontario.  Upon  graduation  he 
entered  the  automotive  field,  working  in  Hamilton  for 
General  Motors  from  1934-1939,  and  then  transferring 
to  Windsor,  Ontario,  where  he  continued  working  for 
G.M.  until  1942.  Charlie  then  served  his  country  by 
working  for  the  Department  of  Munitions  and  Supply 
until  1944.  He  then  began  to  work  for  London  Motor 
Products  where  he  remained  until  1953,  at  which  time  he  purchased  a  G.M.  dealership 
in  Walkerton,  which  he  operated  until  his  retirement  in  1981.

ILL.  BRO  THOMAS  SANDERSON,  33° 

On  July  16,  1994,  Ill.'. Bro. '.Tom  Sanderson,  33°  quiet¬ 
ly  passed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above  in  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  wished:  in  his  own  bed,  in  his  own  home, 
and  in  full  possession  of  all  his  mental  faculties;  aged 
101  years,  one  month  and  three  days. 


Born  June  13,  1893  in  the  United  States,  he  went  to  the 
Leamington  area  in  his  early  years,  and  engaged  in 
farming  with  his  family.  Moving  to  London,  he  contin¬ 
ued  as  a  commercial  vegetable  grower  all  of  his  working 
life.  Bro.  Tom  was  attending  Guelph  Agricultural 
College  when  his  education  was  interrupted  by  the  First 
World  War.  A  volunteer,  he  obtained  his  commission  as 
a  Lieutenant  in  the  Artillery,  and  served  in  France  in  the 
30th  Battery  of  the  Eighth  Army,  CFA.  It  was  during 
this  service  that  his  life-long  love  of  horses  developed. 
He  continued  his  service  with  the  armed  forces  between  the  wars,  commanding  the 
militia  regiment,  the  First  Hussars.  At  the  onset  of  the  Second  World  War,  he  served  as 
a  Lieutenant  Colonel  performing  staff  duties  in  the  London  region. 

Bro.  Sanderson  was  active  in  the  riding  organizations  of  the  Ontario  Progressive 
Conservative  Party  for  many  years.  He  was  latterly  a  member  of  the  United  Church,  but 
his  real  love  lay  with  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
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Masonically,  Bro.  Sanderson  was  initiated  into  the  Craft  in  Leamington  Lodge  No.290, 
on  November  8,  1920.  Firmly  believing  that  there  is  no  greater  honour  than  service  as  a 
Master  Mason,  Bro.  Sanderson  gave  long  and  active  service  in  this  capacity  all  of  his 
life.  He  became  a  Life  Member  of  Ashlar  Lodge  No.610  in  Byron  (London),  and  was  a 
Founding  Member  of  Oakridge  Lodge  No. 708  in  Byron,  where  he  served  as  Chaplain 
for  many  years.  He  received  his  14°  in  the  Scottish  Rite  on  May  1,  1921  in  Windsor 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  his  18°  in  Windsor  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  his  32°  in  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory.  After  moving  to  London,  Bro.  Sanderson  affiliated  with  the 
London  Valley  bodies,  and  served  as  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  the  London 
Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1936,  and  as  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  London  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1955.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in 
Saskatoon  on  September  8,  1959. 

Bro.  Sanderson  married  the  late  Ella  (Murphy)  on  October  1,  1928,  and  they  had  one 
son,  Ninian  William  Sanderson  33°. 

The  brethren  of  Oakridge  Lodge  No. 708,  together  with  a  great  number  of  Masonic 
brethren,  held  a  Masonic  service  for  Bro.  Sanderson  on  Monday  evening,  July  18,  and 
his  funeral  eulogy  took  place  the  next  day  with  his  two  pastors,  (United  Church  and 
Presbyterian),  taking  part.  Presently-serving  members  of  his  First  Hussars  Regiment, 
including  senior  officers  with  Regimental  Colours,  accompanied  the  casket. 

Finally,  it  must  be  stated  that  Bro.  Thomas  Sanderson  was  a  man  to  whom  the  values  of 
Faith,  Hope  and  Charity  were  an  integral  part  of  his  every  thought  and  action.  He  loved 
his  God,  he  honoured  his  Country,  he  was  a  serving  citizen,  and  he  valued  fellowship. 
No  one  who  knew  him  could  lay  claim  to  a  greater  honour  than  to  be  known  as  his 
friend!

In  the  context  of  this  paper,  what  specifically  is  the  truth  of  the  origin,  the  “Whence”  of 
The  Scottish  Rite? 

In  Chapter  One  of  The  History  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  1874-1974,  it  is  said,  “Prior  to  1801  the  history 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  is,  at  least  in  part,  traditional,  and  in  some 
measure  disputed.  That  this  is  so  should  not  be  surprising  since,  although  nowadays  it  is 
frequently  said  in  our  country  that  Masonry  is  a  society  with  secrets  and  not  a  secret 
society,  oft  times  and  elsewhere  this  has  not  been  the  case.  In  any  event,  such  has 
seldom  been  its  public  image  anywhere. 

Sometimes  persecuted,  more  often  regarded  with  inquietude  by  established  authority, 
Masonic  intercourse  has  often  perforce  been  carried  on  sub  rosa. 

In  such  circumstances  Masons  could  well  empathize  with  the  dictum  of  the  3rd  Earl  of 
Shaftesbury,  the  English  Philosopher,  who  died  in  1713,  who  said  that  wise  men  were 
all  of  the  same  religion,  and  when  asked  what  that  religion  was,  replied  that  wise  men 
never  tell”. 

Why  should  there  be  this  suspicion  if  Freemasonry  is,  indeed,  but  a  beautiful  system  of 
morality,  veiled  in  allegory,  and  illustrated  by  symbols? 

And  why,  when  again  as  an  entered  apprentice  we  were  called  on  to  make  a  daily 
advancement  in  Masonic  knowledge,  should  our  own  origin  be  so  cloaked  in  mystery? 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  renewed  interest  in  the  subject,  although,  strangely,  those 
who  have  pursued  this  quest  for  knowledge  have  more  often  than  not  been  non-masons. 

Traditionally  English  Masonic  scholars  have  accepted,  or  promoted,  the  theory  that 
modern  Freemasonry  evolved  from  guilds  or  associations  of  operative  Masons 
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consequent  upon  the  acceptance  into  such  organizations  in  the  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  Centuries  of  non-operatives  or  speculative  Masons.  Such  persons  petitioned, 
it  seems,  for  membership  either  because  they  were  attracted  by  the  lofty  ethical  precepts 
inculcated  in  their  members  by  these  organizations,  or  for  what  perhaps,  depending 
upon  one’s  point  of  view,  may  have  been  the  less  laudable  purpose  of  cloaking  behind 
an  apparently  innocent  facade  the  opportunity  of  discussing  and  promoting  the  ideas  of 
the  Age  of  Enlightenment  which  would  ultimately  sweep  away  the  old  order. 

I  will  return  to  this  second  suggestion  later  in  this  paper. 

Again  the  genesis  of  the  higher  degrees,  which  eventually  evolved  into  the  present 
degree  system  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  —  and  the  term  “Higher”  is  used  here  only  in  the 
sense  of  higher  in  numerical  order  and  not  with  any  connotation  of  relative  superiority, 
—  “Has”,  to  quote  Brigadier  A.C.F.  Jackson,  “never  been  satisfactorily  settled”. 

There  seem  to  be  at  least  three  theories.  The  first  two  are  characterized  by  Jackson  in 
the  opening  chapter,  entitled  “The  Birth  of  Ecossais  Masonry”  in  his  “Rose  Croix,  A 
History  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Rite  for  England  and  Wales”.  He  refers  to  one  as 
the  English  theory  and  to  the  other  as  the  French  story. 

Both  of  these  versions  place  the  origin  of  the  degrees  in  the  1730’s  or  perhaps  even 
slightly  earlier.  In  the  one,  some  at  least  of  the  high  degrees  were  formulated  in 
England,  and  France  became  their  beneficiary  as  a  result  of  the  outpouring  of  English 
Freemasonry  from  about  1725.  These  degrees  became  particulary  popular  among 
English  lodges  in  France  whose  members  were  supporters,  many  of  them  Scotsmen, 
and  perhaps  some  Irishmen,  of  the  exiled  Stuart  pretender  to  the  British  Crown. 

The  French  story  sees  the  higher  degrees  as  having  actually  been  invented  in  France  in 
lodges  frequented  by,  mainly,  Scottish  Jacobites,  and  being  called  Scottish  degrees 
because  of  the  national  origin  of  many  of  the  lodge  members,  and  to  distinguish  these 
degrees  from  the  two,  and  subsequently  three,  degrees  practised  in  English  lodges. 

Perhaps  the  two  theories  are  not  mutually  exclusive.  There  was  a  wide  variety  in  the 
degrees  as  they  proliferated,  and  their  appearance  coincided  with  a  period  when 
enlightened  men,  —  the  speculatives  attracted  to  the  lodges  of  the  day  —  travelled 
frequently  and  engaged  in  social  intercourse  with  each  other  between  the  two  countries, 
following  the  cessation  of  hostilities  upon  the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  the 
enactment  of  a  liberal  Act  of  Toleration  in  England,  and  the  relaxation  of  censorship  in 
France.  Would  it  not  be  reasonable  to  believe  that  Masons  on  both  sides  of  the  Channel 
were  familiar  with  the  existence  and  the  working  of  some  of  the  degrees  whatever  their 
origin? 

In  any  event,  the  practice  of  higher  degrees  continued  to  be  popular  in  France,  and, 
from  there,  spread  to  Prussia  and  abroad  to  America.  On  the  other  hand,  interest  in  such 
Scottish  Degrees  in  England  did  not  generally  last  very  long.  There  may  have  been 
several  reasons  for  their  decline  in  popularity.  One  reason  would  almost  certainly  seem 
to  have  been  their  association  with  supporters  of  the  Stuart  cause. 

Harry  Carr  has  noted,  in  The  Freemason  at  Work,  that  loyalty  to  the  King,  without 
treason  or  treachery,  is  prescribed  in  every  version  of  the  Old  Charges,  and  the  Cooke 
Manuscript  of  circa  1410  enjoins  loyalty  to  the  King  of  England  and  the  Realm.  Thus 
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any  likelihood  that  the  higher  Scottish  Degrees  might  spread  in  England  was  interrupted 
with  the  return  of  Bonnie  Prince  Charlie  and  the  ‘45. 

Perhaps  as  the  result  of  the  rivalry,  and,  in  earlier  centuries,  open  hostility,  which  has 
existed  between  England  and  Scotland,  the  English  have  been  at  pains  to  distance  any 
close  early  relationship  between  Scotland  and  Freemasonry  and  certainly  the  high 
degrees.  Although  the  word  “Scottish”  did  appear  on  occasion  following  the 
establishment  by  Dr.  Robert  Thomas  Crucefix  of  a  Supreme  Council  for  England  and 
Wales  by  authority  of  a  patent  dated  October  26,  1845  issued  to  him  by  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  USA,  the  word  does  not  appear  in  the 
patent  dated  July  15,  1874  issued  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales 
authorizing  Thomas  Douglas  Harington  to  establish  a  Supreme  Council  for  The 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

In  1909,  the  word  “Scottish”  was  officially  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  English 
Supreme  Council,  and  in  England  and  Wales,  the  Rite  is  known  as  The  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Rite. 

Brigadier  Jackson  says,  categorically,  as  he  nears  the  end  of  his  chapter  on  the  birth  of 
Ecossais  Masonry,  “in  conclusion,  it  must  be  stressed  that  Scotland  had  no  real 
connection  with  any  kind  of  high  degree  Masonry  in  spite  of  the  way  in  which  the  term 
Scots  or  Ecossais  were  used  during  this  period,”  that  is  in  the  second  quarter  of  the 
eighteenth  century. 

The  third  theory  would  seem  to  have  had  its  origin,  or  at  least  its  first  public 
appearance,  in  the  oration  delivered  by  Chevalier  Andrew  Michael  Ramsay  before  a 
lodge  at  Epernay  in  France  on  December  26,  1736.  Ramsay’s  thesis  was  that  Masonry, 
although  founded  in  remote  antiquity,  had  been  renewed  by,  to  use  his  phrase,  “our 
ancestors  the  crusaders,”  and  had  been  spread  by  them  throughout  Europe  upon  their 
return  from  the  Holy  Land.  In  particular  he  said  it  had  been  introduced  into  Scotland 
from  France  “because  of  the  close  alliance  between  the  French  and  the  Scotch”. 

Whether  or  not  the  oration  was  repeated  on  March  21,  1737  at  Paris  before  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  France  of  which  he  was  Grand  Chancellor — Jackson  says  it  was  not,  the 
official  history  published  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction 
says  it  was — Ramsay  saw  to  it  that  his  paper  received  a  wide  circulation,  and  in  France 
it  met  with  an  enthusiastic  response. 

Ramsay  was  himself  born  in  Scotland  in  the  1680’s — the  exact  date  is  uncertain  — 
apparently  into  a  Calvinist  family.  However,  he  subsequently  took  up  residence  in 
France  where  he  converted  to  Roman  Catholicism.  There,  and  in  Rome,  he  tutored  the 
sons  of  noble  and  royal  families.  One  of  his  pupils  was  Charles  Edward  Stuart,  the 
Young  Pretender,  Bonnie  Prince  Charlie. 

Ramsay’s  theory  was  rejected  also  by  R.S.  Lindsay,  33°,  in  his  The  Scottish  Rite  for 
Scotland,  published  in  1957,  when  he  held  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary-General  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Scotland.  “Masonic  research”  he  wrote,  “has  disclosed  no 
evidence  whatsoever  pointing  either  to  the  Ecossais  Degrees  having  been  devised  by  the 
Jacobites  as  an  instrument  for  their  political  ends  or  to  Scotland  having  been  the  cradle 
or  asylum  at  any  time  of  these  degrees.” 
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A  successor  in  the  office  ot  Grand  Secretary-General  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Scotland,  Gabriel  Jerdan,  33°,  commented  in  The  Scottish  Constitution  of  the  Scottish 
Rite,  published  in  1988,  that  “the  origin  of  the  Scottish  Rite  can  not  be  pin-pointed  and 
there  is  more  than  one  theory  regarding  this...”.  However,  he  also  said,  when  referring 
to  the  Grand  Constitutions  of  1786,  that  the  Order  was  named  “The  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite”  not  because  of  any  connection  with  Scotland,  but  because  in 
France  “Ecossais”  Masonry  had  been  synonymous  with  speculative  and  later  “Haute 
Grade”  Masonry  for  many  years.  In  these  Jacobite  times,  there  were  few  native  French 
speculative  Masons  but  many  fugitive  Scottish  Freemasons”.  Jackson  characterizes 
Ramsay’s  theory,  which  joined  Christian  Knighthood  with  Masonry,  as  a  “completely 
fictitious  story”.  Frederick  Smyth,  in  his  Brethren  in  Chivalry  1791-1991,  says  the 
connection  is  “without  historical  foundation”. 

Nevertheless,  the  story  has  persisted  for  a  quarter  of  a  millennium.  Since  at  least  the 
time  of  Baron  von  Hund  and  his  Rite  of  Strict  Observance,  which  flourished  in  the  latter 
half  of  the  1 8th  century,  the  story  has  been  associated  specifically  with  the  Order  of  the 
Poor  Knights  of  Christ  and  The  Temple  of  Solomon  —  The  Knights  Templar  —  and  it 
is  this  connection  which  continues  to  tantalize  the  minds  today  of  contemporary  non- 
masonic  authors,  such  as  Michael  Baigent,  Richard  Leigh  and  Henry  Lincoln,  John  J. 
Robinson  and  Michael  Bradley. 

Joseph  Fort  Newton,  in  The  Builders,  refers,  in  a  note  to  a  reference  in  History  of 
Freemasonry  and  Concordant  Orders  by  Hughan  and  Stillson,  to  a  statement,  in 
Realities  of  Masonry  by  Blake,  to  the  effect  that,  while  the  theory  of  the  descent  of 
Masonry  from  the  Order  of  the  Temple  is  untenable,  a  connection  between  the  two 
societies,  in  the  sense  in  which  an  artist  may  be  said  to  be  connected  with  his  employer, 
is  more  than  probable. 

Does  this  observation  furnish  us,  perhaps,  with  a  clue  we  should  pursue  as  we  seek  the 
“Whence”  of  The  Scottish  Rite? 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  lecture  which  cautions  not  to  endeavour  to  make  many  little 
circumstances  that  weigh  nothing  separately,  weigh  much  together. 

Nevertheless,  I  am  impressed  by  the  submission  made  by  the  authors  of  The  Holy 
Blood  and  The  Holy  Grail  that  “what  is  necessary  is  an  interdisciplinary  approach  to 
one’s  chosen  material,”  —  in  short,  a  willingness  to  synthesize,  —  “for  only  by  such 
synthesis  can  one  discern  the  underlying  continuity,  the  unified  and  coherent  fabric, 
which  lies  at  the  core  of  any  historical  problem”. 

Pursuing,  then,  the  suggestion  noted  by  Newton  of  a  possible  connection  between 
Masonry  and  The  Order  of  the  Temple,  one  finds  the  positive  assertion  by  Michael 
Bradley  in  The  Columbus  Conspiracy  published  in  1991,  “it  seems  that  Templars 
were. ...behind  the  short-lived  phenomenon  of  Gothic-Styled  Cathedral  Building”. 

Bradley  notes  that  all  of  the  great  Gothic  Cathedrals  were  constructed  only  during  the 
194  years  of  Templar  ascendancy  in  Europe.  He  makes  several  other  interesting 
observations.  He  says  that  a  number  of  scholars  of  architecture  have  found  that  these 
Cathedrals  conform  to  an  unvarying  canon  of  design,  apparently  derived  from  an 
Egyptian  source,  but  found  also  in  the  plan  of  The  Temple  of  Solomon.  Here  we  pause 
to  recall  that  Baldwin  II,  King  of  Jerusalem,  granted  the  Order  quarters  on  the  site  of 
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King  Solomon’s  Temple  in  Jerusalem  and  from  this  they  took,  in  part,  their  name,  — 
The  Order  of  the  Poor  Knights  of  Christ  and  The  Temple  of  Solomon. 

Again  to  quote  Bradley,  “aside  from  the  architectural  canon,  the  financing  of  these 
Cathedrals  is  believed  to  have  been  made  possible  by  Templar  money.  We  find  that  a 
Templar  priory  was  located  very  near  to  every  “Notre  Dame”  ever  built,  sometimes 
within  the  shadow  of  the  spires.  One  of  the  major  mysteries  about  the  sudden  spate  of 
cathedral-building  is  how,  at  the  time,  towns  could  afford  to  raise  them.  The  cost  of 
Salisbury  Cathedral,  as  just  one  example,  was  far  beyond  the  fiscal  resources  of 
medieval  Salisbury's  small  population.  The  money,  and  the  organization  of  Master 
Masons,  must  have  come  from  some  outside  source.  It  seems  that  the  Gothic  “Notre 
Dames”  all  over  Europe,  in  cities  and  smaller  towns  alike,  were  raised  by  a  travelling 
corps  of  Master  Masons  and  architects  employed  to  construct  a  concealed  message  in 
stone  and  paid  for  by  Templar  money”.  In  this  regard,  it  must  be  remembered  that  as  the 
crusades  declined,  the  Templars  became  the  bankers  of  the  mediterranean  world  and 
beyond,  carrying  goods  in  their  own  fleet  of  ships  and  handling  the  transfer  of  large 
sums. 

I  find  it  of  some  interest  that  Bradley  should  take  Salisbury  as  his  example  since  the 
Cathedral  was  finished  in  only  thirty-eight  years,  and,  when  it  was  consecrated  in  1258, 
it  became  the  first  example  of  pure,  unmixed  gothic  style  in  England. 

Joseph  Fort  Newton  would  again  agree  with  some,  at  least,  of  Michael  Bradley’s 
comments.  Newton  writes  that  the  Cathedral-Builders  were  quite  distinct  from  the 
Guild-Masons,  the  one  being  a  universal  order  whereas  the  other  was  local  and 
restricted.  Older  than  Guild-Masonry,  the  Order  of  the  Cathedral-Builders  was  more 
powerful,  more  artistic.  He  continues  “during  the  building  period  the  Order  of  Masons 
was  at  the  height  of  its  influence  and  power.  At  that  time,  the  building  art  stood  above 
all  other  art,  and  made  the  other  arts  bow  to  it,  commanding  the  services  of  the  most 
brilliant  intellects  and  of  the  greatest  artists  of  the  age”. 

Further,  Newton  quotes  from  non-mason,  James  Dallaway,  Architecture  in  England, 
that  “the  honour  due  to  the  original  founders  of  these  edifices  is  almost  invariably 
transferred  to  the  Ecclesiastics,  under  whose  patronage  they  rose,  rather  than  to  the  skill 
and  design  of  the  master  mason,  or  professional  architect,  because  the  only  historians 
were  monks”. 

Newton  does  not  mention  the  question  posed  by  the  author  of  The  Columbus 
Conspiracy  and  by  the  authors  of  The  Holy  Blood  and  The  Holy  Grail  as  to  whom  Our 
Lady  really  may  have  been  in  the  dedication  of  the  Gothic  Cathedrals  to  Notre  Dame. 

But  Newton  does  refer  to  what  he  calls  the  cartoons  in  stone  which  portrayed,  with 
searching  satire,  abuses  current  in  the  medieval  church.  He  quotes  in  a  note  from  a  list 
compiled  by  Findel,  History  of  Masonry,  where  that  author  refers  to  some  carvings 
which  have  obvious  Masonic  allusions,  and  concludes  with  the  comment,  “these  were 
bold  strokes  which  even  heretics  hardly  dared  to  indulge  in”. 

Perhaps,  the  Templars  over  indulged,  for  when  Philippe  IV  of  France,  Philippe  the  Fair, 
moved  swiftly  and  decisively  against  the  order  in  his  dominion  at  dawn  on  Friday 
October  13,  1307,  the  alleged  excuse  was  their  heresy.  Despite  the  zealous  efforts  of  the 
Holy  Office  of  the  Inquisition  during  the  years  which  followed  until  the  Grand  Master, 
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Jacques  de  Molay  was  roasted  to  death  over  a  slow  fire  on  the  Isle  of  Jews  in  the  Seine 
at  Paris  on  March  18,  1314,  the  verdict  of  history,  in  relation  to  the  charge,  remains  the 
Scottish  Verdict,  not  proven. 

Despite  Philippe’s  success  in  suppressing  the  Order  in  France,  many  individual 
Templars,  and  the  entire  Templar  Fleet,  based  at  La  Rochelle,  escaped  his  dragnet. 
While  Frederick  Smyth  rejects  what  he  calls  the  bait  so  temptingly  offered  by  Michael 
Baigent  and  Richard  Leigh  in  The  Temple  and  The  Lodge  that  some  of  the  fleet  sailed 
to  safe  haven  in  those  parts  of  Scotland  controlled  by  Robert  the  Bruce,  there  seems 
little  doubt  that  English  and  French  as  well  as  Scottish  Templars  helped  to  defeat  the 
English  forces  under  Edward  II  at  Bannockburn  on  June  23,  1314. 

The  Papal  bull  of  1312,  suppressing  the  order,  was  never  proclaimed  in  the  Scotland 
controlled  by  Robert  the  Bruce,  while  in  England  Edward  II,  who  is  alleged  to  have 
wrought  as  a  craftsman  with  his  companions  at  night,  moved  but  slowly  against  the 
order.  Although  their  properties  passed  to  the  Hospitallers,  their  persons  were  not 
subjected  to  the  torture  inflicted  upon  a  large  number  of  the  members  in  France. 

John  J.  Robinson  in  his  Born  in  Blood,  The  Lost  Secrets  of  Freemasonry,  published  in 
1989,  sets  out  to  demonstrate  how  many  terms  used  in  the  craft,  and  the  clothing  worn 
by  its  members,  otherwise  difficult  to  comprehend,  are  explicable  if  one  considers  them 
in  relation  to  the  language,  dress,  and  customs  of  the  Knights  Templar. 

A.C.F.  Jackson  in  his  Rose  Croix  comments  that  the  Old  Charges  “with  their  slightly 
ridiculous  codes  of  conduct  designed  for  medieval  workmen”  can  only  have  appeared  to 
the  speculatives  who  began  entering  the  craft  in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
centuries  “as  comical. ...as  they  do  now  to  us”. 

Robinson  does  not  view  the  Old  Charges  in  such  a  light  at  all.  He  views  them  as  a  set  of 
instructions  for  a  secret  society  created  to  assist  and  protect  fraternal  Brothers  on  the 
run  and  in  hiding  from  the  church.  The  fugitive  Templars  would  have  needed  a  code 
such  as  the  Old  Charges  of  Masonry,  but  the  working  stonemasons  clearly  did  not.  The 
need  for  signs  of  recognition  is  even  more  obvious. 

Further,  if  a  Mason  read  the  initiation  ceremony  of  a  candidate  for  membership  in  the 
Order  of  the  Temple,  preserved  in  the  records  of  the  Templars’  trial  and  set  forth  by 
Frances  Gies  in  her  admirable  account  of  The  Knight  in  History,  he  would  easily 
convince  himself  he  was  reading  the  ceremony  of  a  degree  he  had  not  yet  obtained. 

Newton  notes  that  while,  at  this  distance  in  time,  the  Middle  Ages  wear  an  aspect  of 
smooth  uniformity  of  Faith  and  Opinion,  in  reality,  what  looks  like  uniformity,  was 
only  conformity  and  underneath  its  surface  were  many  secret  societies  keeping  their 
beliefs  alive. 

Robinson  comments  that  some  dissidents  run  for  the  woods  and  hide,  while  others 
organize.  In  the  case  of  the  fugitive  Knights  Templar,  the  organization  already  existed. 
The  Church,  which  had  fought  for  a  position  of  supremacy  in  a  feudal  context,  was  slow 
to  accept  changes  that  might  affect  that  supremacy,  defining  any  disagreement  with  its 
tenets  as  heresy.  In  its  bloody  rejection  of  protest  and  change,  it  provided  organizations 
like  the  Knights  Templar  with  a  river  of  recruits  that  flowed  on  tor  centuries. 
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But  while  men  may  mask  their  opinions  from  the  profane,  they  cannot  easily  hide  their 
bodies  in  the  woods  for  their  entire  lives.  While  various  solutions  might  be  found,  many 
Templars  may  have  done  what  their  preceptor  in  Lorraine  reputedly  advised  them  to  do, 
shave  their  beards,  don  secular  garb,  and  assimilate  themselves  into  the  local  populace. 

In  The  Temple  and  The  Lodge,  Michael  Baigent  and  Richard  Leigh  say  that,  before 
their  formal  dissolution,  the  Templars  sponsored  their  own  guilds.  They  also  acted  as 
patrons  and  protectors  for  other  guilds  of  craftsmen  and  stonemasons,  and  appear,  on 
occasion,  to  have  become  members  of  such  guilds  themselves.  On  occasion,  too,  skilled 
artisans  would  be  taken  in  as  “associates”  of  the  Order.  They  refer  to  the  comment  in 
Aitken,  The  Knight  Templar  in  Scotland,  that  there  the  commercial  activities  of  the 
Templars  had  reached  such  a  point  that  they  were  threatening  the  well-being  of  the 
trade  guild  members.  A  law  was  passed  to  ensure  that  “no  Templar  should  meddle  in 
buying  or  selling  goods  belonging  to  the  guild  unless  he  were  a  guild  member”.  As  the 
Templars  did  not  curtail  their  commercial  activities,  it  follows  that  some  must  have 
joined  the  relevant  guilds. 

Since  a  guild  was  not  an  association  of  workers,  but  rather  an  association  of 
entrepreneurial  owners,  it  should  not  have  proved  too  distressing  for  a  Knight  to  have 
adapted  to  this  role,  particularly  as  a  plausible  cover  story.  To  quote  Robinson,  “it 
would  not  be  at  all  unusual  for  a  secret  society,  whose  central  ritual  involved  the 
allegorical  building  of  the  Temple  of  Solomon,  to  gradually  assume  the  cover  story  of 
being  actual  builders”. 

One  of  Robinson’s  theses  is  that  the  Great  Society  apparently  behind  the  Peasants 
Revolt  in  England  in  1381  was,  indeed,  the  Knights  Templar.  While  it  may  only  be  a 
coincidence,  it  is  interesting  to  observe  that  while  the  Mason’s  Company  in  London  was 
not  incorporated  until  about  1410,  it  appears  to  have  come  into  existence  following  a 
merger  between  two  separate  companies  which  existed  in  London  at  least  as  early  as 
1373,  Freemasons  and  Masons. 

Further,  the  oldest  existing  document  which  is  clearly  Masonic,  The  Regius  Manuscript, 
also  dates  from  this  period, — Circa  1390. 

Not  all  of  the  Knights  would  have  attached  themselves  to  the  Guilds  for  protection. 

There  is  the  legend  recounted  by  the  authors  of  The  Holy  Blood  and  The  Holy  Grail 
that  the  order  which  fought  beside  Robert  the  Bruce  at  Bannockburn  maintained  itself 
as  a  coherent  body  in  Scotland  for  another  four  centuries. 

They  refer  to  the  account  recorded  by  Waite,  New  Encyclopedia  of  Freemasonry,  that  at 
the  Battle  of  Killiecrankie  in  1689,  John  Graham  of  Claverhouse,  Viscount  Dundee,  the 
Feader  of  the  Stuart  Cause,  was  killed  on  the  field  of  battle.  When  his  body  was 
recovered,  he  was  reportedly  found  to  be  wearing  the  Grand  Cross  of  the  Order  of  the 
Temple,  not  a  recent  device  supposedly,  but  one  dating  from  before  1307. 

The  story  is  one  with  which  Andrew  Michael  Ramsay  would  almost  surely  have  been 
familiar.  And,  again,  while  it  may  only  be  coincidental,  the  first  of  the  papal  bulls 
against  Freemasonry,  “In  Eminenti”,  promulgated  in  the  name  of  Pope  Clement  XIII  — 
after  Freemasonry  became  public,  so  to  speak,  with  the  formation  of  the  Premier  Grand 
Fodge  in  London  in  1717  —  was,  in  fact,  issued  in  1738,  only  a  little  more  than  one

year  after  Ramsay  first  delivered  his  oration  in  France  as  mentioned  earlier  in  this 
address.  The  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite  spread  to  America  from  France.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  the  Southern,  or  Mother,  Jurisdiction  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  the  United  States,  with  its  Headquarters  in  the  House  of  the 
Temple  in  Washington,  and  which  dates  from  1801,  accepts  the  theory  of  descent  from 
the  Order  of  the  Temple. 

The  degrees  conferred  in  the  Consistory  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  at  least  in  America,  are 
usually  referred  to  as  Chivalric  Degrees. 

The  29°  is  styled  Knight  Ecossais  of  St.  Andrew,  or  Patriarch  of  the  Crusades.  The 
original  occupation  of  these  Knights  is  said  to  have  been  the  rebuilding  of  churches  in 
the  Holy  Land,  destroyed  by  the  Saracens,  reminiscent  of  those  ancient  Masons  who 
laboured  to  rebuild  the  Temple  of  Solomon  with  the  sword  in  one  hand  and  the  trowel 
in  the  other. 

The  lesson  it  inculcates  is  toleration  —  toleration  between  Moslems  and  Christians.  In 
this  sense  it  reflects  to  some  degree,  although  the  occasion  portrayed  is  said  to  have 
occurred  in  Greece,  and  more  than  a  century  following  the  Last  Crusade,  not  only  the 
respect  the  Knights  and  their  enemies  came  to  have  one  for  the  other,  but  also  the  not 
infrequent  friendly  relations  and,  indeed,  alliances  which  occurred  between  the 
Knightly  Orders  and  the  Moslem  States  of  the  Middle  East.  Frances  Gies  quotes  from 
the  Syrian  writer  Usama  (1095-1 188);  his  comment  “whenever  I  went  into  the  Al-Aqsa 
Mosque,  which  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Templars  who  were  friends  of  mine,  they  would 
put  a  little  Chapel  at  my  disposal,  so  that  I  could  say  my  Prayers  there”. 

When  the  Knight  of  St.  Andrew  of  Scotland  arrives,  as  a  postulant  petitioning 
admittance  to  the  30°,  he  is  asked  if  he  desires  to  be  admitted  among  the  poor  fellow 
soldiers  of  the  Temple  of  Solomon.  This  Degree,  said  to  have  originated  at  Lyons, 
France  in  1741,  an  area  which  was  a  hotbed  of  Templar  activity  even  after  the  formal 
suppression  of  the  Order,  represents  the  vengeance  of  the  Templars  on  all  tyrants, 
temporal  and  spiritual,  of  whom  Philippe  the  Fair  and  Clement  the  Fifth  are  the 
representatives. 

Prominently  displayed  in  the  Degree  is  the  Black  and  White  Beau  Seant,  the  Banner  of 
the  Knights  Templar,  which,  incidentally,  Robinson  claims  is  the  origin  of  the  Masonic 
Mosaic  Pavement. 

Brethren,  in  conclusion,  I  would  ask  you  to  remember  that  it  is  what  we  think  we  know 
already  that  prevents  us  from  learning. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  favourite  lawyer's  expression,  I  hope  you  will  not  think  a  quote 
attributed  to  Mark  Twain  is  appropriate  to  my  paper:  “The  researches  of  many 
commentators  have  already  thrown  much  darkness  on  this  subject,  and  it  is  probable 
that,  if  they  continue,  we  shall  soon  know  nothing  at  all  about  it.”
